ADOPTED I8€5. RE-ADOPTED 1893. 





1. Committees of Examination shall meet the classeson the day preceding the day ap- 
pointed for the opening of the session of the Conference, 

2, Candidates for the Conference classes shall be marked on a scale of 100, which shall be 
the maximum, and 70 shall be the minimum. 

3. Conference shall meet at 8:30, spend one half hour in devotional exercises, the regular 
business session commencing promptly at 9 and closing at 11:45 A. M. 

4. The regular Standing Committees shall be appointed at the morning session of the 
first day. 

5. The presiding Elders shall be a Committee to nominate Standing Committees. 

6. All motions must be reduced to writing at the request of the Secretary of the Confer- 
ence or of the presiding officer. 

7. When a member wishes to speak, he must arise and address the chair, but shall not 
proceed until he is properly recognized by the President. 

8. The President shall distinctly call the name of the member to whom he assigns the 
floor. 

9. Motions made and seconded, reports made and accepted, shall be deemed the property 
of the Conference, and cannot be withdrawn without the consent of the Conference. 

10. All motions to lay on the table, to take from the table, to indefinitely postpone, 
shall be taken without debate. 

ll. The following motions may take precedence of the original motion and precedence 
of each other in the order they are here named; (1) To adjourn toa given time. (2) To ad- 
journ indefinitely. (3) To take up the order of the day. (4) To lay on the table, (5) To 
move the previous question.

12. Members shall not be interrupted while speaking, except by the President, or a 
member through the President. 

13, All questions of privilege must be decided by the President. 

14. No members shall speak on any question more than once, until all who wish have 
spoken, No member shall speak more than ten minutes, except by permission of the 
Conference. 

15. The one who offers a motion or resolution may have five minutes to close the debate: 

16. Any person voting in the majority may move a reconsideration, but such motion 
shall not be debatahle. 

17. All membersare required to be present at the regular sessions of the Conference. 

18. No one is allowed to vote outside the bar of the Conference. 

19, The yeas and nays may be taken on any motion on the call of one-third of the mem- 
bers present, 

20. Members are strictly forbidden to remain in the vestibule during the devotional 
services, 

21. All reports prepared for adoption shall be presented in duplicate, one copy of which 
shall be suitably written in ink for the printer, using one side of the paper. 

22. All persons desiring change in their relations shall first be considered by the Com- 
mittee on Conference Relations,

LOS ANGELES DISTRICT. 


As so many important interests of our Conference center in Los 
Angeles, it requires that the work of the brethern upon the Los Ange- 
les District shall be of a high grade to merit the approval of the Con- 
ference; yet we hope that the record we submit shall not prove 
unworthy of our ‘‘high calling of God in Jesus.’’ : 

All the pastors have, throughout the year, remained at the posts 

assigned them, except M. Judy, who received merely a nominal ap- 
pointment, and left it, with my consent, early in the year. He has 
since been serving as a supply in the Oregon Conference. Three of the 
brethren, J. W. Phelps, Pasadena, F. V. Fisher, Vincent, Los Angeles, 
Adam Bland, Simi circuit, have suffered during the latter part of the 
year from such serious ill-health as to render substitutes in the pulpit 
necessary, yet all have maintained the personal oversight of their 
charges. Brother Phelps by advice of his physicians, on account of 
throat trouble, has decided to ask the benefit of the supernumerary 
relation, fora time, This causes him greater suffering than his physi- 
cal ailment, as it is the first break in a long and active ministry. He 
will surely have the sympathy of all his brethren. Brother Fisher is 
so far recovered as to be ready for work, though wisely deciding to 
ask for lighter work fora year with his splendid record at Vincent, 
and the enthusiasm of his people, this decision has costa great struggle. 
Brother Bland, our pioneer hero, has met the first defeat in his long 
ministry of half a century, with characteristic devotion, he took, this 
year, the hardest circuit on the District, and travelled it faithfully and 
successfully until a stroke of paralysis warned him that at last he too 
must learn, that ‘‘they also serve who only stand and wait.’?> He will 
superannuate at this Conference, but the progress and love of the 
Church will be his until God shall promote him to heaven. 
. J. F. Brown, who has been this year bereft of his estimable wife, 
has decided to withdraw from our ministry and enter that of the Con- 
gregatiohal Church in which he was reared. Though regretting to lose 
such an effective man, I have not felt it wise to try to disuade him from 
what he conscientiously thinks the best course. 

Despite the monetary stringency, our church finances have pros- 
pered better than was anticipated. No large deficiencies, if any, will 
be found in our benevolences. On Missions and Conference Education 
we have exceeded the apportionment, on the latter, very greatly. Two 
churches have been erected, one at Lordsburg, under C. W. Tarr's 
faithful work, and one by our colored brethren of Wesley Chapel, Los 
Angeles, and several other church building enterprises are under way. 
Five times as much as last year has been paid on church debts. Pasa- 
dena leads with $800; Epworth, this city, under C. I. Cole’s heroic 
leadership, comes next with $2,666; then follow Union Avenue, I. L. 
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Spencer, pastor, with $1,180, Burbank, $600, Central Los Angeles, $400, 
and smaller amounts by several other churches, aggregating fully 
$15,000. The only church upon the District now remaining seriously 
embarrassed by debt is Simpson, Los Angeles. Earnest efforts have 
been made by the pastor and people to successfully meet the impend- 
ing peril to this magnificent property, but so far, without avail. It is 
hoped that means may be devised at this,Conference which will save 
our Methodism the humiliation of having it become a matter of history 
that the only church property we have ever lost in Southern California 
was the finest church edifice upon the Coast. 

Two of our churches, Monrovia and Grace, Los Angeles, have been 
harassed somewhat by litigation, the one to defend itself against unjust 
claims of debt, the other to clear title to valuable real estate. These 
cases emphasize the necessity of great care in transacting the business 
of the church, and of keeping a careful record of the same. Title to one 
of our churches, that at Monte Vista, I find, has passed from us, be- 
cause of neglect to pay taxes for several years. Other cases of great 
negligence and consequent embarrassment to our property have also 
been discovered. Brethren, these things ought not so to be. 

Extensive improvements have been made on our properties at Glen- 
dora, Santa Monica, Vincent, Los Angeles, Redondo, Burbank, Mon- 
rovia and San Pedro, aggregating in cost about $10,000. A new and 
commodious parsonage has also been built at Whittier. 

Pastors’ salaries are generally well paid up, nevertheless many of the 
brethren, though doing noble service, have had to live on very small 
pay. Unfortunately this District has an unusual proportion of small 
charges which can give but meager support to pastors. It is my con- 
viction that this can be and should be in a measure remedied by com- 
bining small stations into circuits in some instances; by a careful dis- 
tribution of missionary money in others. 

New preaching places have been opened at Wilmington, Clearwater, 
Puento, Lamanda Park, Lordsburg and Calabasas, and at the last three 
places societies have been organized. Preaching has also been main- 
tained at Canyada during the year, though we have no organization 
there. During the last quarter of the year the work at Newhall, which 
was supplied by a student, has been suspended, and the missionary ap- 
propriation for the quarter was transferred to Lordsburg. There was 
no prospect of success at the former place, and the latter was white unto 
the harvest. One part of the Ivanhoe work has also been discontinued, 
for like reasons. 

I have given especial attention to the missionary work among the 
Chinese upon the District and am glad to report very gratifying growth 
both at Pasadena and Los Angeles. By special petition to the mission- 

‘ary authorities, we confidently expect adequate appropriations hereafter. 

Spiritually, the year has been fruitful. There has been an aggre- 
gate of one hundred and twenty weeks of revival work, resulting in 
about six hundred and fifty conversions, and over five hundred acces- 
sions to the church upon probation. The membership increase has been 
about seven hundred, despite many removals and forty-five deaths. 
Epworth Leagues are now organized in all charges but five, aggregating 
amembership of over fifteen hundred. The League Convention at 

‘Central Church, Los Angeles, last February, was a great inspiration to 
the work. We have also had, during the year, a genuine revival on the 
importance of earnest work for the children. We have now fifteen 
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Junior Epworth Leagues. Twenty Children’s Classes, nine Boys’ 
Brigades, and two Girls’ Brigades, and a Sunday School enrollment of 
about 5,230, an increase of seven hundred and thirty, will be shown by 
the tables in the minutes. 

Our educational institutions upon the District have done good work 
with increasing patronage, and there has been accomplished, after vast 
labor by the directors and the president of the University, many greatly 
needed re-adjustments of the University system, all of which will be 
detailed in the educational reports. Thanking God for His great grace, 
and for the blessing of good health, under the severe labor, and the 
brethren for their uniform kindness during my novitiate as Presiding 
Elder, Respectfully submitted, Gro. W. WHITE. 





SAN DIEGO DISTRICT. 


On the seventh of April Rev. John Henry Peters passed quietly away 
to his reward. Afficted with organic disease of the heart, Brother 
Peters’ sickness was protracted and very painful. Conscious unto the 
last he closed along and useful ministry with perfect resignation. 
Two years ago Rev. C. A. Westenberg came to us vith the hope of re- 
lief for his invalid wife; it soon became evident, however, that con- 
sumption had too far advanced, and she died on the first day of Aug- 
ust. Mrs. Westenberg possessed rare accomplishments, which were 
consecrated to the Master’s service. Devoted to her calling she clung 
tenaciously to life but when death called she was reconciled. 

The following pastors have been called to resign their churches from 
failure of health; Brother Goodell from Westminster, Brother Bailey 
from Murietta, Brother Morrison from San Diego Central and Brother 
Harris from Coronado, National City, from the failure of his wife’s 
health. Fortunate to some extent in supplying these vacancies, yet 
the work has suffered through these misfortunes, having its effect, 
principally in the benevolences. 

The year brings changes common to a new country and peculiar this 
year to San Diego County. We established our churches in the towns 
on the Ocean belt, which is without artesian water, and fifty miles from 
the mountains. To store these waters and bring them to the sea is an 
unsuccessful enterprise as yet, a work, however, which must be ac- 
complished to save the country from depopulation, The distances 
render the circuit system extremely difficult. At the same time the 
upland and mountain districts, from the fertility of the soil, and abun- 
dance of water supply, are fast being populated, with every prospect 
for growth and permanency. How to meet these calls, with the hm- 
ited means at our command, isa problem. We are doing something 
in this direction, however. At Ramona, forty miles from the sea, is a | 
populous and prosperous community, the center of trade for an exten- 
sive region, Here we have seven hundred acres of land, and a substan- 
tial brick building, the well nigh forgotten property of our University 
system. Here after two unsuccessful attempts, Brother Stanley Wil- 
son a local preacher found success, anda church of twenty-three 
members was organized. Brother Wilson was recommended by our 
District Conference to unite with us as a probationer. On the last days 
of July we held a camp meeting on the charge, closing with the cele- 
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bration of the Fourth, and secured funds for the erection of a parsonage. 


In the new town of Moreno a society has been organized, and asks to 
be made a station. A society has also been organized at Arlington 
Place, eight miles from Riverside. We have given especial attention 
this year to the revision of membership records, yet with the pruning, 
the year closes with a membership of 3,994, an increase of 373, and pro- 
bationers 316. We have 40 Sunday Schools with a membership of 
3,911. All the officers and teachers are Christians. We hope to begin 
the year with no union schools. These schools have been productive of 
but little good, and it is quite certain that they have done much harm. 
Our schools are wise and loyal in the use of our own church literature, 
exclusively. 


We have 29 Epworth League Chapters, a gain of 4, and 1,386 mem- 
bers. This new and best child of Methodism, is most vigorous in 
social and religious work and our people are quite satisfied with it; 
supplanting kindred societies. 

For the Benevolences, we would report; for Missions, $2,362, increase 

. $295; (this is 6514 cents per member; last year it was 62) for Church 
Extension, $591, increase, $ro1; for Southern Education and Freedmen, 
$314, increase $28; for Sunday Schools $54, increase $8; for Tracts $54, 
increase $10; for Conference Claimants $429, increase $11; for Episcopal 
Fund $224, increase $24; for W. H. M.S., cash and supplies $1,116, in- 
crease $579; for Pastors salaries the amount allowed was $27,960 and the 
receipts $26,910, increase on receipts $295. The average salaries, in- 
cluding rents, are $897, last year, $883.50. Including missionary 
apportionments and W. H. M. S., $979, against $978 last year, Seven 
pastors have received from the societies less than $500, including house 
rents, and the men serving are all of them loyal, faithful men, with 
families. While men in foreign fields, should receive no less, there 
Should be a better support at home. I make no comparisons. When 
the provisions of the Discipline, for the support of missions, shall be 
faithfully adhered to; when the principle which is now the exception, 
shall become the rule; the contributions will be doubled, and no calls 
in vain, either from Home or Foreign fields. Immediate relief may 
come if we will help these women of the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society, when timely aid in the past year has been indispensable. 

A beautiful church has been erected at Rialto at the cost of $4,000. 
And by heroic energy also the faithful few at Fullerton have erected 
the large size of 28 churchextension plan. A neat edifice has been 
erected at East Riverside, costing, with furnishing, $2,000. Thischarge, 
Bast Riverside and Highlands in a three years pastorate is able to report 
76 members, $6,600 church property and for all purposes over $9,000, 
The young society at Perris has built wisely in erecting the chapel 
from the popular plan of church 30, at the cost of $1,100, It is gratify- 
ing to notice that these churches are free from indebtedness, so suc- 
cessful at dedications that the church extension loans are provided for. 
The pastor at Perris has organized and sustained the society at Moreno, 

- twelve miles distant; excessive toil hasso reduced this brother, that 
he is compelled to take a year of rest to secure future years of labor. 
Where may there be found a more consecrated. a more successful 
laborer than Brother S. P. Sowden? Let the Southern California Con- 
ference see to it that such men do not go from the pulpit to the poor 
house. 
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Improvements have been made in the churches at Colton, Redlands, 
and Orange. Neat, commodious parsonages have been erected at 
Redlands and Rialto. ‘ 

We are happy to announce the reduction in church indebtedness. 
Entering upon his new charge the pastor at Santa Ana found the work 
favorable from the careful administration of his predecessor but the 
barden which had so long depressed the church, pressed heavily upon 
his soul; and impatient of any counsel which did not look to immediate 
salvation he determined on the dissolution of either the debt or the cor- 
poration. One Sabbath mo ning in February he met the enemy with 
a bound and a blow, and on the first Sabbath in August, the altar fires 
consumed the notes and the mortgages; the pastor caring meanwhile 
for quitea surplus, to improve and beautify within and without, his 
parsonage home. ‘This charge steps to the front rank in the grade of 
appointments. Every loyal member of this body was sorrowful when 
at the clos: of our last session, the loss of our church block at San 
Diego seemed inevitable. The building constructed in the last year of 
my pastorate, begen with annual rentals of $14,000, and dropped to 
$5,000 in three years. We had beenincorrespondence 1th a inanceer, 
who on coming, faced a proposition, the extent of which had been 
providentially hidden from him. With foreclosure proceedings in court, 
and the trustees demoralized, the new pastor rallied his forces, called 
upon God, and financial conviction came down, and $10,000 was raised. 
This with the transfer of mortgages to better rates makes a reduction 
in annual interest of $2,200, and the property is safe, promising an in- 
come for the future of San Diego Methodism. These instances togeth- 
er with the effort at Rialto, where $500 was expected and $2, 100 received 
and a simila: experience at East Riverside, demonstrate to my mind 
that our people are not without the means to meet tully our obligations 
for all calls; that the inspiration only is wanting for these same societ- 
ies which have found their annual expenses to be quite burdensome, to 
meet the same calls quite easily this year. Without deceptive inten- 
tions, our people deceive tnemselves in this, that while each estimates 
the burden from his personal ability, very few estimate the ability 
a congregation aggregates. Perhaps no greater sacrifice has been 
made than from the Fallbrook society in the payment of its debt of 
$1,100. Debts of less amounts have been reduced and reduced iu Colton, 
San Jacinto and some other points. It is notable that when heavy 
financial burdens are met, great spiritual blessings follow. 

The present indebtedness in church and parsonage property is $68, 
124, a decrease of $18, 624. 

And all valuations aggregate, in churches, $246,950, increase $11, 
500; in parsonages, $24,200, increase $3,500. Amounts paid for building 
a8 improving churches aud parsonages, $14,864; increase over last year 

1033 

A mission for the Chinese has been established and made successful 
progress at San Diego with a Sunday School of sixty-three, of whom 
twenty are women, which wants but one of the entire woman popula- 
tion of the city; and of the twelve children, eleven are in the school., 
To conduct this work an efficient woman has been employed, and a part 
of the year a native has devoted his service. This grand work can 
hardly be continued with the present appropriation. 

The cause of Temperance has made excellent progress. In half our 
communities we are boasting of no saloons, and in a large portlon of 
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these the saloon has been expelled. Our people have taken no small 
portion in this work, although not as a church, for the work has been 
entirely non-partisan. 

While with thankfulness, we are permitted to report that with 
somewhat ofa decrease of population, we have an increase both in 
membership and finances, above and beyond all are we grateful for 
the reports which tell us that about five hundred souls have been brought 
to Christ. C. Cuase, Presiding Elder.

Herchristian character and attainments 
were of the highest type and her departure to glory was in great 
triumph. Rev. J. W. Morris, of Paso Robles, has the sympathy and 
prayers of the entire Conference, in this hour of his greatest sorrow. 
May our petitions ascend to God for the speedy recovery of the wife, 
now in the asylum. 

The pastorates of two charges have been somewhat broken during 
the year. I was unable to secure a supply for Gonzales until one half of 
the year was gone. Rev. G. W. Beattie was appointed in April last, 
and has performed good service on this difficult field. 

Rey. G. T. Weaver, pastor at Santa Maria, surrendered his charge 
April 2nd, 1893, ostensibly on account of ill health. I soon after re- 
ceived a letter from Brother Weaver, in which he formally withdrew 
from the membership and ministry of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
stating as a reason for so doing, that he is out of harmony with our 
polity and fundamental dogmas, and is therefore under restraint in 
preaching. He has surrendered his credentials to Bishop Andrews and 
they are now in the hands of the secretary of the Conference. 

Previous to Brother Weaver’s departure, I secured Rev. C. H. Law- 
rence, of the Methodist Church, Canada, to fill the vacancy. Brother 
Lawrence has excellent congregations, and all the affairs of the society 
are well in hand, notwithstanding the immediate organization of a Uni- 
tarian Church, on the ground that Rev. G. T. Weaver would become its 
pastor. 

Rey. A. A. Graves, who came to us from the Newark Conference, 
has been serving acceptably the Saticoy work. 

Rey. W. S. German, a young man from Baltimore, has been doing 
good work on the San Miguel and Adelaide charge. He desires to 
unite with this Conference on trial at this session. 
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Rey. Stephen Gascoigne comes to us from the Columbia River 
Conference. He has served the Los Alamos charge during the year. 

While the year 1892 was the great church building year, yet some 
improvements have been made during the current year. At the new 
town of Somis, a new church has been built, costing more than $2,000. 
The church was dedicated in March last. The new church at Shandon 
twenty-two miles east of Paso Robles, was dedicated August 13, 1893., 
Church debts have been paid at Arroyo Grande, Los Alamos, Ni- 
pomo, San Luis Obispo, Creston, Estrella and Santa Maria. 

The Santa Barbara District Annual Camp-meeting was held at 
Santa Paula, commencing June 21st, and closing Sunday, July 2nd. 
The meeting was well attended, and resulted in from fifty to seventy- 
five conversions and many believers entered into the fullness of the 
blessing of the gospel of peace. Dr. Bresee rendered valuable aid in 
sermons and altar services. Thirteen ministers were present and 
preached during the meeting. 

The Home Camp-meeting, held for two weeks, at Adelaide, commenc- 
ing August 13th, resulted in about thirty conversions, and many be- 
lievers were sanctified. Rev. Wesley Robinson did grand service in the 
evangelistic meetings. ; 

A most gracious revival has been in progress at Paso Robles, re- 
sulting in some forty additions to our society. The meetings were con- 
ducted without evangelistic aid. 

Accessions from revival work are also reported from Santa Maria, 
Adelaide, Goleta, Saticoy, Piru, Bardsdale, Arroyo Grande, Lompoc, 
Santa Paula and Ventura. 

Notwithstanding the financial panic and the large attendance at the 
‘‘World’s Exposition”’ from this coast, some of the benevolent collec- 
tions have increased and the missionary offering is considerably in ex- 
cess of last year. Praise God for the liberal heartedness of His faithful 
followers. 

The District Ministerial Association enjoyed delightful, sessions at 
Saticoy in November and at Paso Robles in May. The meetings were 
profitable and spiritual, and quite well attended. 

Epworth Leagues are organized on nearly all the charges on this 
district, and the youngest organization of young people is already doing 
a grand work, as an adjunct to our revival agencies, as adding greatly 
in the social power of the church, and as a medium of introducing our 
young christians in the usages and doctrines of Methodism. 

The Epworth Herald is becoming a power throughout the district 
and re Joseph F. Berry is exerting a grand influence upon our young 
people. 

Grace church, Santa Barbara, under the efficient aid of the pastor, 
has organized a large company of the ‘“‘Boys’ Brigade’? which seems to 
be doing great good. 

I have presented the question of organizing a District Conference 
at several quarterly conferences. The vote, thus far, has been unani- 
mously against such organization, becuase of the vast extent of the 
Santa Barbara District and the expensiveness and tediousness of stage 
travel over the mountains. It seems impossible to bring the District 
together in any one meeting, such as a District Conference requires. 
We therefore hold two camp meetings, two district meetings, and 
alternate the district stewards meeting between the northern and 
southern portions of the work After a few more weary years are passed 
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the Southern Pacific Railroad Company will solve our problem and the 
great ocean view route will be desired by the tourists of the world and 
by the Presiding Elder timber of this Conference. 

With very few exceptions, our Sunday Schools are organized into 
missionary societies. The disciplinary provisions for the support of 
missions have been carried out on my District. 

Children’s Day was observed on nearly all the charges. 

The interest in the Woman’s Foreign and Home Missionary So- 
cieties is greatly increasing; they are doing a grand work on the Dis- 
trict. And now with thanksgiving to Almighty God for the trials and 
the triumphs of the past year, we look hopefully and prayerfully to 
the future, Respectfully submitted, H. W. CaSwELu. 


FRESNO DISTRICT. 


We come again with our report from the Fresno District. The 
year has been one of toil, care and success. Our ministerial ranks 
have not been broken by death, nor has the shadow of the destroyer 
fallen on.any parsonage home. We give thanks to God for his preserv- 
ing care and abundant niercy. é 

During the year several changes occurred in the pastorate. Rev. 
J. N. Marsh appointed to Reedley circuit, was not able to go to his 
work because of the feeble health of his mother. I secured Rey. T. L. 
Bradley, of the Nevada Mission and a member of the Oklahoma Confer- 
ence to fill the vacancy; he worked hard fora time, had the largest 
revival interest of any man on the district and gave promise of great 
usefulness; but unpaid bills began to come to me through the mail from 
persons where he had previously lived and labored and I soon found 
he was getting in debt wherever he could on his charge and inability 
to pay did not seem to embarrass him in the least. His word was 
worthless and he seemed to have no regard forthe truth. JI labored 
with him for more than two months, hoping for reformation and 
earnestly trying to save him, but when I saw there was no improvement 
and forbearance was useless, I secured his parchments and got him out 
of the ministry and church. I sent his parchments to Rev, A. G. 
Murray, Presiding Elder in the Oklahoma Conference. A sad ending 
of a brief ministry on the part of a young man. Brothers Mather of 
Fresno and Frambes of Traver have taken care of Reedly Circuit since 
the removal of T. L. Bradley. Inthe latter part of May, Rey. J. E. 
Fisher left his charge at Delano and went East to take work in the 
Vermont Conference. His place has been supplied by Rev. W. L. 
Miller, a worthy young man who will come before you for admission 
on trial in the traveling connection. Early in April Rev. C. W. Stowell 
was compelled by failing health to retire from his charge. Brother 
Stowell is a faithful, painstaking, capable, beloved minister and saintly 
man. He has our sympathy; we pray and hope for his speedy recovery 
to health and to his place among us in the active service. Rev. S. C. 
Kendall of the Canada Methodist Church supplied his place. In July 
Rey. J. H. White of Visalia gave up his work because of feeble health. 
He has spent his time in the mountains at Tehachapi and we are 
thankful to say he has rapidly improved and reports for work. The 
past few weeks our people at Tehachapi have been delighted and pro- 
fited by his superior pulpit ministrations. Rev. H. W. Waltz of the 
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Columbia River Conference has very acceptably filled Dr. White’s place 
in Visalia, About the middle of July Rev. B. F. Hewlett, of Bakers- 
fi_ld Circuit, on account of the failing health, of his wife, left sis work. 
Rev. J. H. Henry, of Bakersfield, and myself have done the best we 
could for the charge in the absence of tne pasior. At Sumner. the 
principal point on this charge, brother Hewlett succeeded in enclosing 
a neat chapel which when finished will meet the wants of our church 
for some time in this growing town. On this property there is a_ debt 
of $160 for lumber, which is very embarrassing. There is a subscription 
which nearly covers the indebtedness, but it is impossible now to 
collect it. Our people are poor and few, they have done all they can. 
How I wish some one who hears these statements and has the means 
would be moved to help this church. 

On most of the charges revival services have been held by which our 
membership has been increased and strengthened. Our District camp- 
meeting was a source of great spiritual profit to many. In the meeting 
we were greatly aided by the services of our dear brother, Dr. Bresee, 
whom God used to lead some from darkness to light and others into 
the blessed experience of perfect love. 

The parsonage at Grangeville has been enlarged and improved by 
internal changes, ma ing a very comfortable home for the minister, 
with no debt. At Tulare a fine parsonage of six rooms has been built 
ou one of the best corners in the residence part of the city. Only 
about $250 debt remains on the lots and building. At Tehachapi a 
small parsonage has been built and paid for. This was as great a task 
as the building of a larger and much more pretentious house in some 
more favored locality. Early in the year we were compelled to divide 
Plano and Porterville charge because of the necessity of giving more 
attention to the growing town of Porterville. Rev. D. V. Roberts con- 
fined his labors entirely to Porterville, and Plano has been supplied by 
Rev. T. C. Huil, an efficient local preacher. Lancaster charge has been 
supplied by Rev. W, O. Askins Selma charge has paid its indebted- 
ness to the Board of Church Extension, but a debt of considerable size 
still remains against the trustees. I am glad to report the District free 
from large and embarrassing debts. 

The benevolent collections I am afraid are not up to the apportion- 
ments, owing to the financial stringency of the past four months. The 
pastors have suffered financially and some of them have been pressed, 
but they have made no complaint. God bless these heroic uncom- 
plaining men, and their equally heroic wives who give them courage 
in these trying times. The parsonages have been cheerful places to 
me as I have gone about inmy work. My relations to the ministers of 
the District have been kind and brotherly, no discords, no suspicions, 
but mutual confidence exists instead. The Sunday School work is 
growing and prosperous. The Epworth League work is not advancing 
as rapidly among us as we would like. The Christian Endeavor So- 
ciety was quite popular among our young people in several places 
before the Epworth League was formed. It isdidicult to make changes, 
but where new societies are formed in our churches we are careful to 
form our own, Respectfully submitted, S. A. THomsoNn.

The Epworth 
League, youngest and fairest child of the church, is bringing a contin- 
uous harvest of souls to Christ. 

The year has been one of unusual disaster in many parts of the 
world, and our own land has not escaped the destroying power of flood 
and flame; yet, within the bounds of our Conference the Good Father 
has graciously shielded us. We have not so fully escaped the great fi- 
nancial stringency that has been so marked a feature in the commercial 
world, but we have ground for hearty gratitude to God because of the 
herioc sacrifices of the members of the church, who, while unusually 
pressed in financial matters, have stood nobly by the church and her 
ministers, resulting in a gratifying advance on ail lines of work. 

The business of the church and of her ministers is to save souls. 
Looking at the state of the church on this line, we bring you words of 
cheer as shown by the statistics. But, shall we not ask, ‘have all 
available means been used?’’ The ministers are but servants of the 
church in the work of soul saving and strengthening believers in the 
Christly work of extending God’s kingdom in this world. 

And now that we face a new year, is it not of the highest importance 
that we call upon the church to join with us in a renewal of the cove- 
nant and in fullest consecration of heart for the work of soul saving 
and the entire santification of every believer? For be assured, brethren, 
if we move jointly on this line, we shall answer roll call at the next 
session with far greater results.

SANCTITY OF THE SABBATH. 


Your committee, persuaded that the facts of history, and the drift 
and tendency of modern times, all go to prove that there never has 
been, and neyer can be, a pure and progressive civilization, save that 
essablished on the basis of a Scriptural Sabbath observance, and 

WHEREAS; The Christian Sabbath is a supernatutrally conceived, 
and divinely given institution, designed for the physical, mental, and 
spiritual good of man, and 

WHEREAS, God’s beneficent purposes are wickedly antagonized, 
and its philanthropic aims practically neutralized by large masses of 
lust lovers and mammon worshipers, therefore, 

RESOLVED; That we as citizens and patriots, pledge ourselves to 
resist in every lawful way this increasing tendency to Sabbeth dese- 
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cration that threatens the stability and perpetuity of the institutions 
of our beloved country. 


RESOLVED; Second, That as Christian ministers, we conscientious- 
ly believe it to be our function and duty to grapple manfully, persis- 
tently and continuously with voice, pen and influence, from pulpit, 
platform and highway, with every form of imported and home-made 
‘‘ism”’ that dares to stretch forth a sacrilegious hand against this holy 
institution, so revered by the fathers, and so helpful and necessary for 
the physical hea.th, personal purity, social happiness and Christian 
life of the present and future generations, 


We note with pleasure some of the signs of progress in developing 
a sentiment in favor of Sabbath observance, some of the vittories of 
Sunday reform in California, Sunday Ordinances have been passed 
at Santa Ana, Los Angeles, Santa Barbara and San Jose, also by the 
counties of San Bernardino, Los Angeles, Lake, San Benitc, and Santa °' 
Clara. All business houses at Bakersfield. close by mutual contract 
of business men. The State Citrus Fair and annual exposition of the 
Mechanics Institute at San Francisco last January and February, the 
greatest Horticultural and Industrial display ever seen in California, 
was Closed all the five Sundays, despite great efforts to open the doors 
of the Pavilion on those days. Also the Citrus Fair held at Colton was 
closed on Sunday. Perhaps the greatest victory has been the passage 
of the Rest Day Bill by the California Legislature, which we think it 
proper to quote here: 


REST DAY LAW OF CALIFORNIA. 
AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR A DAY OF REST FROM LABOR, 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and Assem- 
bly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION I. Every person employed in any occupation of labor 
shall be entitled to one day’s rest therefrom in seven; and it shall be 
unlawful for any emplover of labor to cause his employees, or any of 
them, to work more than six days in seven. Provided however that 
the provisions of this section shall not apply to any case of emergency. 

SEC. 2. For the purposes of this Act, the term day’s rest shall 
mean and apply to all cases, whether the employee is engaged by the 
day, week, month or year; and whether the work performed is done in 
the day or night time. 

Sec. 3. Any person violating the provisions of this Act shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Sec. 4. This Act shall take effect and be in force thirty days from 
and after its passage. 

Let all laborers in every avenue of toil demand their rights under 
this law. 

We note with deepest regret the breach of faith on the part 
of the directors of the World’s Fair with the United States Gov- 
ernment, first promising to close the gates on Sabbath days on condi- 
tion that financial aid be given. The financial assistance was forth- 
coming but the greed of the directors caused them to open the gates 
on the Sabbath. 

Your committee request the directors of the Midwinter Fair, to be 
held in San Francisco during the coming winter, to close the gates on 
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the Sabbath days. Your committee recommend the reappointment of 
Rev. BE. Thompson, D. D., L. D., as Pacific Coast Secretary of the

A full day should be devoted to missions on every charge, so as to 
thoroughly instruct the people, which never fails to imcrease the 
collections. 

CHURCH EXTENSION. 


We earnestly commend the noble work of this society to the earn~ 
est support of every pastor and member of our church. It is a vital 
part of our connectionalism to aid in furnishing good houses of wor- 
ship. Without its aid we could never have reached that marvelous de- 
gree of success expressed in the song, ‘Gwe’re building three a day.” 
We regret the failure to reach the apportionment this year and trust the 
coming year may bring us square up to the line as a Conference. We 
recommend the early taking of this collection and its forwarding to 
headquarters so as to give our Conference the greatest possible benefit 
from the Chnrch Extension Society. 


FREEDMEN’S AID. 


The splendid work of this society is no doubt gratifying to the 
heart ofthe Master as well as to every lover of his race. A marked in~- 
erease in the collections for the past quadrennium amounting to $257, 
196, shows the unflagging interest of our people in the great work of 
establishing and maintaining institutions of learning in the South 
among waite and colored peoples.

COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 


We have carefully considered the various matters referred to us, 
and submit our report as follows: 

We repeat our advice of former years that our denominational 
schools be given the high place in your appreciation and your exclusive 
patronage, which they deserve. We thank God for the public schools. 
As Methodists and as patriots we would be loyal to this systent which 
enriches the children of all our people with more than the rudiments of 
knowledge, and which developes patriotism and good citizenship. A 
tendency of the public school system, however, is toward a neglect of 
moral training. The evil effects of this defect may be largely overcome 
by the home training in our Christian families. But when our children 
become youths, and are less restrained by home training and are im- 
bibing more and more of the influence of teachers, of current literature, 
and of society, and must meet the spirit of infidelity that is so rife, and 
the reckless assaults now made on all the foundations of truth and 
righteousness; it becomes imperative, if we would be true to our 
children’s higher nature, that we put them under the most devout, 
spiritual, godly influences possible. Patronize your own church schools 
first, then other church schools, rather than institutions where God and 
Christ are excluded. 
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The Board of Education.—We recognize the importance of the 
work this connectional organization is doing for the promotion of the 
educational interests of the entire church. We are happy to know that 
the last General Conference took action which will receive a more gen- 
eral supervision of all our educational institutions. We congratulate 
the church on the work of the Board, and wish it continued success. 
During the past year, the Board assisted some thirteen hundred stu- 
dents, twenty of whom are within the bounds of this Conference. These 
twenty students received aid to an amount considerably larger than our 
Conference contribution to this cause. We therefore pledge ourselves 
to observe Children’s Day and to take a collection for the Children’s 
Fund in all our schools, as the discipline now requires, and we recom- 
mend the general use of the Children’s Day Program prepared by the 
Board of Education. We urge upon your attention that requirement of 
the discipline (§324) which provides for a canvass of every pastoral 
charge in the interests of our schools. The chapter on Education in 
our latest discipline marks a great advance in our position in this work, 
and if carefully studied and faithfully obeyed by our Presiding Elders 
and Pastors, will surely lead to a genuine educational revival. 

The University of Southern California was designed to include 
within its organization all the educational institutions within the 
bounds of the Conference. and it was our fond hope that enough of the 
schools would be established to furnish all our chief centers of popula- 
tion exceptional facilities for a thorough preparatory course, and that 
all these would be tributary to a fine collegiate school at West Los 
Angeles. Our hopes have not all been realized, but enough has been 
done to encourage us to continue our efforts, and in some respects we 
have reached decided success. 

At West Los Angeles, both collegiate and preparatory departments 
have had an increased attendance of students, enrolling an aggregate of 
one hundred and seventy-nine students. The faculty maintained the- 
high standard of efficiency reached in former years. Through the’kind- 
ness of a liberal friend who donated $5,000 to the school, and the gen- 
erous givers in our churches, all the expenses have been met, and a 
small amount is on hand towards meeting the demands of the year to 
come. The popular and able dean, W. S. Matthew, has been employed 
for another year and will have associated with him a larger and stronger 
faculty than ever before. The campus and buildings have been greatly 
improved. The stimulus of a new life seems to have touched every de- 
partment of the institution, and its inspiration is being felt by the large 
circle ofits friends. This is the place for our young people to take their 
college course, under the influence of Christ and the Church, and under 
instructors of profound religious character, rather than in the nega- 
tively religious or the openly hostile institutions which are bidding for 
the patronage of our people. 

The department of music of this college, by vote of the Board of 
Directors, has been raised to the standing of a separate school of music, 
andthe work of placing it upon its new basis will be carried out during 
the vege oes year. Exceptional facilities for this branch are assured our 
pupils. 

The College of Medicine had a prosperous year. ‘This school has an 
assured position in the confidence of the people. Its professional 
standing is high and it has planned another step in its progress toward 
perfection by the extension of its course of study to four years. Presi- 
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dent Widney continues as dean, its faculty includes a large number of 
able physicians, and it is carried on without cost or care to our Board, 
and is an honor to our system of schools and to the Church. 

Chaffey College, at Ontario, professes to be only a very thorough 
preparatory school, and it has the high merit of justifying its profession. 
It enrolled one hundred and twenty students, the largest number in all 
its history. The reputation of its real thoroughness, its fine literary 
spirit, and the high grade of its graduates, is filling all the land. Not- 
withstanding the crippled condition of its finances, the faculty is 
strengthened for another year, and the indications are good ‘for an in- 
crease of students. You will be gratified to know that Dean W. T. 
Randall and those associated with him last year have been retained on 
the faculty of the year just opened. 

Escondido Seminary was conducted by Rev. J. A. Wachob, A. M. 
Neither the resources of the school nor the limits of the field of patronage 
are very large, but a creditable school has been maintained. It is win- 
ning its way among the people, and announcements are out for another 
and more hopeful year, under the faithful direction of the same Prin- 
cipal and competent assistants. 

Maclay College of Theology, under the control of our beloved dean, 
R. S. Maclay, continued its work through the year, though hindered 
greatly by a lack of adequate financial resources. Much to our regret, 
Dr. Maclay’s failing health led to his resignation at the close of the 
school year. Pending a readjustment of our encowment funds and the 
removal of this school to West Los Angeles, it will be discontinued. 
We trust that this suspension will not be of long continuance. 

The construction of the College of Fine Arts at San Diego is yet 
deferred on account of insufficient means. The property held by the 
trustees is valuable, is in a safe condition, and we need not be in special 
haste to complete the building and open the school. 

~The property of the Ramona School is being held and cared for 
until such time as may seem wise to open the school. 

Endowment Funds.—The endowment property of the College of 
Fine Arts at San Diego, the Ramona Seminary and the Escondido Sem- 
inary, are held by Boards of Trustees, residing in their respective local- 
ities, and so far as we can learn, they are carefully and safely managed. 
There are several other properties of considerable value, as the Tansey 
Endowment, the Hazard Endowment, the Spence Observatory Fund, 
some lots in the town of Wilmington, and a ten thousand dollar interest 
in the A. M. Peck property at Compton, held as special trusts by Trus- 
tees who are not amenable to or controlled by this Conference. We 
have some assurance that, ere long, these and some lesser interests will 
soon be conveyed to the Board of Directors, who represent the Univer- 
sity Corporation. 

The Maclay College endowment, coming from the late Chas. 
Maclay, the Reserve endowment, R. M. Widney, donor, the University 
(known as West Los Angeles) endowment, given by Messrs. Downey, 
Hellman and Childs, and the Chaffey endowment, given by the Chaffey 
Brothers, have been held by different Boards of Trustees, though com- 
posed largely of the same persons. These trustees were empowered by 
the deeds of trust to fill vacancies in their own boards, and hence, 
were independent of th: Conference, the Directors, or the Regents of 
the various schools. This has not proven to bea safe or satisfactory 
plan for holding these properties, yet it was difficult to change. In 
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addition to this cause of confusion and lack of confidence, it is appar- 
ent that we have made mista<es in some instances, as to location, as to 
methods of appointing regents to conduct the local interests of each 
school, and in other matters. For these and other reasons 1t recently 
seemed that demoralization and ruin were threatening our entire 
educational system. The problem before the Board of Directors at the 
beginning of the year, was not simply to conduct the schools; it was 
to save our funds, to reorganize our trusts, to preyent the disasters 
that threatened us, to remedy the confusion well nigh inextricable, the 
doubt well niga universal, the shrinking of values a:most incredible. 
and to prevent threatened litigation that migat be endless and bottom-~- 
less. Fifteen thousand dollars indebtedness on the College of Liberal 
Arts was to be provided for, the college to be conducted at a cost of 
$3,000, and not..ing in the treasury. Ihe directors were informed by 
the trustees that practically no income from endowments would be 
available for use in schools; Chaffey College was pleading against 
what it thought the unwise and illegal action of its trustees, and con- 
sequent jeopardy of its endowment; the Board was threatened with 
litigation on various claims. The directors felt the dificilty oi so 
presenting our cause to the people, as to secure, or even merit their 
confidence and induce them to give their money to aid them out of 
their embarrassments. But the thing taat had to be done first was to 
urge the Conference collections and solicit private donations. The 
churches and individuals responded wita sudicient funds to keep the 
schools iu efficient operation, and greatly strengthen them in th2con-.° 
fidence of the church. It seemed a necessity to transfer our properties 
from the self perpetuating boards appointed by the deeds of trust and 
free ourselves from some of tae emoarassinzg trast conditions as to 
location of schools, as to the price at which the lands are to be sold, and as 
to the application of funds to particular localities and lines of work. 
In the way of this plan stood apparently the trust deeds themselves, 
the decisions of courts, and coniicting interests of donors and trustees. 
Many expedients were proposed, and several were attempted and 
failed. At last a line of action was taken woicn promised to be suc- 
cessful. We will not attempt to give you all the details of this work, 
of the many meetings held, at great cost of time and means to the 
faithful ministers and laymen who composed the Board of Directors; 
of the prayerful and earnest deliberations, of the negotiations with 
trustees, the counselling with attorneys, the inspection of accounts, 
and the appraising of property—are they not all written in the volume 
of the book of the minutes of this Board? And thos2 mtinutes are 
open for your inspection. Wecan only give you the result; you are 
to inspect the methods, as tney are recorded. These results are as 
follows: 

Of the Maclay endowment property, 516 acres of land, all the im- 
provements and securities, the latter amounting to only $1,787, ar now 
in the hands of the Board of Directors, to be used. when and where 
they deem best, This will permit the removal and re-opening of 
Maclay College at West Los Angeles, as soon the building and funds 
are provided. 

_ Of the reserve endowment property, about three hundrei anl 
thirty acres are also in the nands of the Board of Directors, to be usel 
at their discretion The s:curities in this fund amoanted to abort 
$4,000 and have been exchanged for some lots adjoining the cam 1s of 
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the Colle re of Liberal Arts, for the future site of the Maclay College. 

The West Los Angeles Enlovment is now in the hands of your 
Board of Directors, and consists of one hundred sixty lots, at West 
Los Angeles, and thirty-seven acres iu San Fernando, and productive 
endowments in bonds, mortgazes, and real estate contracts, amounting 
approximately to $12,000. 

The Board of Trustees of Chaffey College, isin process of change, 
the present trustees, resigning and electing as successors, six men, 
designated by the Directors and from their number. This result 
is being reached in a spirit of compromise. In return for the resigna- 
tion of the trustees and the transfer of the property to men whom the 
directors name, all parties in interest agree to this resignation, and to 
discharge the trustees from all liability ander the deed of trust. The 
directors deemed it better to have no recourse against the former 
trustees in case of loss to the funds by any illegality or error in their 
investment, than to permit the funds to remain subject to the control 
with a possibility of expensive and demoralizing litigation in the 
future. The new Board contemplates asking the Courts to permit a 
change in the name of the mstitution at Ontario, and to require the 
election of trustees by, this Conference, or the Board of Directors, so 
as to keep the school 1f touch with the church. The Chaffey property 
is approximately as follows: loans and bonds, $52,000, real estate con- 
tracts $18,000, some small properties at San Fernando and West Los 
Angeles, and one hundred and fifty town lots, and twenty-eight villa 
lots in Ontario. There is enough indebtedness to cons ime all the in- 
come for the next year and a half. This leaves the immediate future 
of the school dependent upon the generosity of the church, to which 
an appeal will be made. 

These readjustments do away with all independent Boards of 
Trustees, and bring the property of the institution under your control 
through the University Corporation, the officers of which you elect. 

We cannot speak too highly of the spirit and aim and work of the 
men who have so faithfully applied themselves to the extrication of our 
school interests from their entanglements and dangers. Doctor J. P. 
Widney, as President of the University and of the Board of Directors, 
has been invaluable. No detail of the year’s work was too small to 
receive his personal attention; none so great as to daunt his courage. 
We think we are but just in saying that a happy issue from our great 
difficulties depended more upon this providential man, with his pecu- 
liarly fortunate relations to the schools, the church, the business 
community, and the trusts, his devotion to the work, his conservative, 
and loyal spirit, than to any other human agency. We presume that 
none but the directors themselves, can appreciate the amount of time, 
of thought, and care they have given to this work; and they gave it 
unselfishly, for love of God and the church, without compensation, 
and often at the sacrifice of business and pastoral interests of great 
value. To the laymen who are on the Board, especially is due your 
grateful appreciation, for they have been in nothing, behind the most 
zealous of their ministerial brethern. 

We urge the Conference to give especial attention to. our Educa- 
tional collection, during the coming year, and to raise at least an 
aver.ve of thirty cents per member, to aid our schools, and that the 
Presiding Elders be requested to apportion this amount among the 
charges. Also that the collections from San Diego District, as it is 
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now defined, be set apart for schools in that District, and the remain- 
der of the Conference collection be used by the schools at West Los 
Angeles, the entire amount being disbursed through the Board of 
Directors. :

PREACHERS’ AID SOCIETY. 


The plan adopted by the last Annual Conference for supplementing 
the fund for the support of superannuated preachers has been partially 
carried out with a degree of success. 

About sixty members of the Conference have paid the assessment 
of one-half of one per cent of their salaries exclusive of house rent, 
adding to the fund $243. : 

The plan of the Society provides that each superannuated preacher 
shall receive an annuity unless it is voluntarily relinquished. This has 
largely increased the number of claimants and unless something is 
done for this year a number who have been dependent upon this fund 
will have their allowances reduced to such an extent as to cause suffer- 
ing. As this fact is not generally known to those who heretofore have 
not received from the Conference help, we would suggest that the 
Conference request all those who can possibly do so to relinquisa their 
claims for the benefit of the necessitous fund, or that the plan be sus- 
pended this year and all funds save those contributed by the preachers 
be placed in the necessitous fund. 

We would call especial attention to that part of the plan which 
provides for the observance of Veterans’ Day, and urge that it be gen- 
erally observed during the coming year. 
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We look forward to the securing of a permanent fund, the income 
from which is to more perfectly provide for the annuities and necessitous 
cases tian the funds now proyided are able to do. 

We are glad to say that the attention of our people is being called 
to the work of this society and we have reason to believe that with 
proper effort a large permanent fand will be secured inthe not distant 
future. 

We recommend that a standing committee be appointed consisting 
of the Conference Trustees, and the following laymen, J. M. C. Marble, 
D. M. Welch and G. B. Johnson, for the purpose of securing such 
endowment funds.

TEMPERANCH, 


To say that the legalized traffic in intoxicating liquors is the great- 
est curse to American civilization is to utter a truth in very mild terms. 

Notwithstanding all the efforts te suppress this monster evil, still 
eighty or one hundred thousand victims are annually required to satiate 
the ravenous maw of this legalized monster. In order to gratify its 
greed, it levies an annual tax upon the wage earners of our land— 
enough to furnish a competence for every needy family, to tide them 
over any financial stringency and thus hold open doors for the employ- 
ment of every tramp in the country, 

Wherever it exists our jails and penitentiaries are filled, and for 
every dollar it pays to the State as a fee for permission to do its work, 
society is compelled to pay directly through taxation a sum ten times 
as great because of the burden imposed upon it by the liquor traffic. 

The legalized liquor trafic defies restraint, corrupts legislation, 
tramples upon the laws, and'sneers at our courts. It threatens our 
government, imperils society and generates almost all kinds of crime. 
It debauches our young men, despises the gospel, desecrates the Sab- 
bath, blasphemes the name of our Savior, and by its offered license 
fee, bribes the conscience of many Christian voters. Before it judges 
tremble, legislators cower, executives kneel, editors bow in subser- 
viency and politicians crawlin its slime. It is so diabolical in its every 
part that not one good word can be said in its favor. 

The verdict from every stand point is that it is an unmitigated 
curse. 

It has become so emboldened by past success that the time for 
meaningless platitudes and nicely sounding resolutions on our part has 
passed, and the time for united and energetic action, by every professed 
Christian, is at hand. i 

As it seeks to perpetuate its existence and gain its own nefarious 
ends by the agency of the ballot, through the instrumentality of parties 
which it can control in its own interest, itshould be met at the polls by 
the united phalanx of the Christian men of this nation, formed into a 
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party which it cannot control. Ifthe Christian voters of America can 
not find such a party, it is now high time to make one, therefore, be it 

Resolved, First.—That we strongly urge an increased agitaticn upon 
the question among our people by the preaching of temperance sermons 
and the spreading of facts and statistics, showing its awful work of de- 
struction in society. 

Second.—We recommend all members of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, who enjoy the elective franchise, to so use that solemn 
trust as to promote the rescue of our country from the guilt and dishonor 
which have been brought upon it by a criminal complicity with the 
liquor traffic. 


Third.—We do not presume to dictate the political conduct of our 
people, but we do record our deliberate judgment that no political 
party has a right.to expect, nor ought it to receiv2, the support of 
Christian men so long as it stands committed to the license policy, or 
refuses to put itself on record in an attitude of open hostility to the 
saloon. 2 


ADVOCATE. 


Your Committee to whom was committed the publication of the 
Southern California Christian Advocate, would report as follows: 


At the date of the last Conference, Rev. G. W. Henning was under 
contract to publish the Advocate until January Ist., 1893. About the 
last of September, said Brother Henning notified us that he wished to 
be relieved from the contract to publish the Southern California Chris- 
tian Advocate, as it was impossible for him in his present condition to 
do so any longer. We then, after considerable consultation and time 
spent, secured the services of Messrs. Rice and Sons, who published it 
for a short time. Then, by an arrangement between Rev. Dr. Dunn 
and Rice and Sons, Dr. Dunn assumed the publication of said paper for 
a period of fifteen months until the first of January, 1894, under a con- 
tract which provided that he should make as good a paper as we had 
ever had, and meet all financial liabilities. Under this contract Dr. 
Dunn has published the paper from about the first of October until the 
present time, and his contract continues until January Ist., 1894. 

Dr. Dunn fonnd the paper in a somewhat demoralized condition 
and had many obstacles to overcome which it may not be necessary for 
us to recite. He has changed the style of the paper, and continued its 
publication with an increase of its subscription and advertising 
lists. He had planned to commence a _ considerable  en- 
largement of the paper about the first of June and_ pur- 
chased a large amount of material for that purpose, but the financial 
stringency coming, he was unable to carry out his purpose until about 
two weeks since. 

Dr. Dunn’s private financial affairs compelled him to go East three 
months ago and he has been unable during that time to give the amount 
of personal attention to the paper that he would have been glad to 
give. We expect his return very soon and believe that he will then be 
able to give such attention to the paper as will greatly increase its effi- 
ciency and we hope its popularity and the number of its subscribers. 
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Brethren, this is our Conference paper, and the preachers are the agents 
and on them will rest the responsibility of its success. 

We recommend the appointment of the following Committee of 
nine; namely, A. M. Hough, H. Cox, A. C. Williams, W. A. Wright, 
J. P. Widney, Wm. Stephenson, T. EK. Robinson, W. A. Knighten, P. 
F. Bresee, with fnll power to whom shall be intrusted the publication of 
the Southern California Advocate, it beng understood that in the future 
as in the past, the Conference has no financial responsibility.

CHINESE. 


Your committee on the Chinese submit the following report: 

Ist. WHEREAS, In some localities mobs have entered the dwel- 
lings of the Chinese and committed depredations on their property and 
done violence to their persons and with threats have driven them from 
their homes, therefore, 

Resolved, That w2 denounce such lawlessness and cruelty asa dis- 
grace upon our civilization and a cowardly assault upon these helpless 
foreigners, and most earnestly appeal to the civil authorities to give 
them proper protection. 

2nd. WHEREAS, The purpose of the ‘‘Geary Law’’ is not the 
deportation of the Chinese as some seem to think, but the prohibition 
eftheir unlawful and dangerous importation, and, 

WHEREAS, The Chinese in the United States were dissuaded by 
corporations and attorneys from making registration according to 
said law being assured that it was unconstitutional and could not be 
enforced, and, ' 

WHEREAS. The Supreme Court of the United States has recently 
affirmed that said law is constitutional, and, 

WHEREAS, The Chinese in the United States are now asserting 
their desire for an extension of time in order that they may register 
according to said law, therefore, 

Resolved, That we request our President and Secretary to sign by 
our order and on our behalf, and the Secretary properly to forward the 
following petition: 

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America, Washington, D. C. 

We, the Southern California Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, in annual session assembled at the City of Los Angeles, on 
this 23rd day of September, 1893, respectfully petition your honc rable 
body to so amend the Act passed on the 5th day of May, 1892, and known 
as the ‘‘Geary Law’’ so as to extend the time for registration for at 
least six months from the passage of such amendment. We the more 
earnestly request this because we believe the Chinese in the United 
States wonld have complied with the law had they not been dissuaded 
by unwise advice and intimidation. 

We furthermore petition this amendment because the immediate 
execution of the law would endanger our interests in China. The 
Methodist Episcopal Church has one hundred and_ twenty- 
five missionaries in that Empire. It has churches, chapels, dwellings, 
school buildings, hospitals, printing presses, and other property to the 
amount of over $400,000. We have r_ason to fear that if the present 
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provisions of the law are insisted upon, our missionaries and property 
will be imperiled. The christian sentiment of the country is opposed to 


it and we urgently pray for the aforesaid emendment. g

REV. JOHN H. PETERS. 


Rev. John H. Peters was born near Camborne, Cornwall England, 
September 17th, 1844. He was converted while yet a child. Among 
his earliest recollections is that of attending class-meeting with his 
mother. He began to preach when only seventeen years old. In 1868 
he joined the California Conference on trial, was admitted into full 
connection, and was ordained Deacon by Bishop Janes, in 1871, and 
was ordained Elder by Bishop Peck in 1873. His appointments in the 
California Conference were Folsom, Auburn and Ophir, Auburn, Iowa 
Hill and Colfax each one year, Dixon three years. When the California 
Conference was divided, in 1875, he entered the field in Southern 
California and reccived the following appointments: Visalia two years, 
Bakersfield three years, Ventura two years, Supernumerary two years, 
Bakersfield three years, Grangeville three years, Coronado one year, 
Garden Grove one year and seven months. 

As an itinerant preacher Brother Peters was a faithful, painstaking, 
methodical, all-around man. He met the responsibilities of his office, 
small and great, honestly and prayerfully, neglecting neither his pul. 
pit preparation, pastoral duties, the collections, nor care of the church 
property. He was not a great revivalist but his earnest practical 
preaching fed and instructed his people and in connection with his 
faithful pastoral wor« led many to Christ. Multitudes throughout this 
State, who sat under his preaching, who were led to Christ by him, 
whose times of sorrow were cheered by his sympathetic ministration 
and whose seasons of joy had the added rest of his, hospitable presence, 
will mourn his loss and treasure his memory. 

September 17, 1872, Brother Peters was married to a worthy com- 
panion, Lilla M. King. She with their three children, now bears the 
great grief of his departure only by the help of that blessed Saviour to 
whom the husband has gone. None know our brother's love for and 
joy in his home, but those who were permitted to share it as intimate 
guests. For years he lived with a knowledge that he had incurable 
heart disease, that he was liable to be called hence at any moment. 
To make some provision for the inevitable needs of his family and to 
hold himself in readiness for the summons from on high, were constant 
thoughts with him. Yet so reticent was he that but few even of his 
most intimate friends knew of this shadow of impending death under 
which he walked. He was cheerful, companionable, affectionate, loyal 
to his family and his friends, true to his church and faithful to his God. 

As characteristic of the man we give below the reply he recently 
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dictated to a communication of sympathy and love from nearly two 
hundred of his members and friends at Garden Grove. The communi- 
_ dation was a loving expedient adopted by his faithful people after his 
failing strength forbade their personal visits, an1 the reply was read to 
his congregation by Brother Holcomb on the Sunday following its 
date. 


‘““My Dear Church and Congregation:—Grace, peace and mercy from 
God our Father and from Jesus Christ his only son and well beloved, 
be and remain with you evermore. 


“I am in receipt of the many expressions and tokens of your loving 
thoughtfulness and Christian sympathy, which are both a_ benediction 
and refreshing to me and mine. From my chamber of waiting I can 
only dictate a brief line of acknowledgement; waiting—‘Waiting till 
the shadows are a little longer grown’—shadows did I say? They are 
shadows from a world where lights and shadows fall; but there streams 
a light from the world where no shadows are; where sun never sets, so 
that ‘At eventide it shall be light,’ for of that blest land of painless 
bliss it is said ‘there is no night’ nor:do the inhabitants say ‘I am 
sick,’ 


Continue to pray that I may have much of His presence, enabling 
me to patiently wait all the days of my appointed time, till my change 
come. And if it be His pleasure ‘Who doeth all things well’ that this 
waiting shall include the privilege and pleasure of joining with you 
again in the glad and ever-joyful worships of His earthly house, may it 
be the bequeathing place of our Prince to our souls, as in days past, 
while over us He spreads the banner of His love. 

And now I commend you to God and His grace, and may ‘He that 
is able to keep you from falling and to present you faultless before the 
presence of His glory with exceeding joy’, so abide with and in all 
your hearts that whcther you live or die it may be unto the Lord.”

On Friday, April 7th, the end came—our brother went home. On 
Sunday, the 9th, the funeral services were held at Garden Grove and 
were participated in by Presiding Elder KE. S. Chase, F. S. Woodcock, 
and others. Several ministerial brethren from adjacent charges were 
present, with what seemed to be the entire population of Garden Grove 
and vicinity. We carried the mortal tenement of our departed brother 
to Anaheim cemetery, where we laid it to await a glorious resurection. 

It was the privilege of the writer to be closely associated with 
Brother Peters during the last eighteen years, as fellow pastor and _his 
Presiding Elder. Perhaps better than any other merhber of the Confer- 
ence I knew him in his work and in his home life. I learned to greatly 
respect his good sensé, his quiet diligence, his sturdy determination; 
and to love him for his manly faithfulness to duty, his true heart of 
friendship, and his high Christian motives and character. His memory 
is precious. 

Another charter member of our Conference has fallen, a useful life 
has ended with a triumphant death, a blameless character has entered 
the glorifying presence of Jesus, another trophy of divine grace is safe 
at home, J. B. GREEN, 
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FANNY LEBUS-WARRINGTON. 


“Leaves have their time to fall, 

And flowers to wither at the north wind’s breath, 
And stars to set—but all— 

Thou hast all seasons for thine own, O Death.’’ 


Fanny Lebus was born in Oddville, Harrison Co., Kentucky, July 
5th, 1865. In the fall of 1881, at Cynthiana, Kentucky, she was con- 
verted. and united with the Church, February 27th, 1887, at 4:30 a. m., 
in Ormond, Florida. whither she had gone seeking restoration to 
health, she entered into a far higher and richer experience of the 
Christian life, To this experience she never gave a name, nor did she 
eyer speak ofit in public. To ier trusted friends in private she would 
speak of this glorious experience as the im-dwelling of God in her soul; 
while in her prayers, testimony and conversation there was such an ex- 
uberance of faith, hope, love, joy, gentleness and peace that all who 
knew her saw that she daily walked with God. 


In 1888 Miss Lebus came to Santa Monica, Cal., disabled in health, 
and remained about six months, being much benefited by the climate. 
Again in February 1889, she returned to the beautiful city by the sea, 
when she met Rey. F. M. Warrington, then pastor of the church there. 
A warm friendship soon ripened into love, and on the first day of May, 
1890, in the presence of friends, they plighted their faith either to other 
and were made husband and wife. 

From Santa Monica at the end ot the year Brother Warrington was 
sent as pastor to Vernon (Central Avenue, Los Angeles.) Mrs. War- 
rington entered heartily into the work of her husband; her health was 
never firm, but she never failed when possible, to be present at the 
services, and to do her share toward making them a blessing to the 
unsaved. 


While at Vernon God gave into their hands a son, and they named 
him Vernon Lebus—a pledge of love, a memorial of their service to the 
Church of God in this place. How they loved him, who can tell? Or 
how happy when in holy baptism he was dedicated to God, in Bellevue 
Avenue Church, which was now their field of labor. But soon the 
shadow fell across their happy threshold, and God took away the child. 
In all these things, and in all her long final illness, lasting from Nov. 
II, 1892 till March 2, 1893, sister Warrington never murmured at the 
will of God. Conscious to the last. she spoke of leaving earth as calm- 
ly as if retiring to a‘night’s rest. Her very last testimony to the dear 
one was; ‘I shrink no more from dying than from falling asleep; I 
have been living in Heaven for the last six years.” 


Sister Warrington possessed a superior mind, versatile and cultured. 
She was graduated from Harrison Female College, Kentucky, June 14, 
1882, and from the Cincinnati Wesleyan College, June 11, 1884. But 
all she had she laid et the feet of Jesus; she literally counted all things 
loss for the excellency of the knowledge of Christ Jesus her Lord. Her 
funeral services were held in First Church, Los Angeles. Addresses 
were made by Bros. J. W. Campbell, P. F. Bresee, A. C. Williams, aud 
D. N. Gillan. Her remains were laid to rest in Evergreen Cemetery. 
In happy union with loved ones there, she waits the coming of loved 
ones here; “Ror we know 

That they who are not lost, but gone before 
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Are only waiting till we come; for death 

Has only parted us a little while, 

And has not severed e’en the finest strand 

In the etermal cable of our love; 

The very strain has twined it closer still, __ 
And added strength. The music of their lives 
Is nowise stilled, but blended so with songs 
Around the throne of God, that our poor ears 
No longer hear it.” 


CLARA NEWELL BROWN. 

Mrs. Clara Newell Brown, wife of Rev. J. F. Brown, was born Feb- 
ruary 2Ist, 1866, in Lafayette. Onondaga County, New York, and died 
at San Fernando, California, January, 23rd, 1893. Blest with pious par- 
ents (her father being class leader for many years) she received that 
christian training which resulted in early conversion and entire conse- 
cration in her christian life. Her girlhood was spent in the pure air 
and healthful occupations of farm life, the sweet memories of which she 
often referred to. She received a thorough education at Cazenovia 
Seminary, under the care of Dr. E. G. Andrews, afterwards Bishop 
ofthe M. E. Church, and entered upon active life as an educator, and 
taught for several years in the public schools, until she was called to a 
wider sphere as the wife of a Methodist preacher. 


Sister Brown possessed that symmetry of character that always 
marks the perfect lady; and that discretion that kept her on all occa-~ 
sions, above criticism. She was loyal to her church, and fully conse- 
crated to her life work.

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LOS ANGELES DISTRICT. 


The record of another year of duty and privilege is made. We 
would desire it a better one, yet we thank God for what, as a District, 
we have been able to do in His Name. 
Over one hundred weeks of special revival work, in the aggregate, 
have been held, resulting in nearly nine hundred professed conversions, 
and nearly eight hundred probationers received into the church. The 
Conference Campmeeting at Long Beach, carried on entirely by our 
own Conference preachers, was more largely attended than ever, and 
was a season of precious refreshing from the presence of the Lord. The 


_ crowds upon the Sabbath were so great as to render enlargement of the 





Tabernacle imperative before another year. Although this great gath- 
ering of our Methodist Israel has usually been placed under the manage- 
ment of the Presiding Elder of the Los Angeles District, by the Metho- 
dist Resort Association, he would like the Conference to remember that 
this is not a District meeting, but one in which every member of the 
Conference who can do s0, is cordially invited to participate. 

The plan to hold a District Campmeeting at Santa Monica was 
defeated by the ‘‘strike”’ on the railroads. 

There have been no deaths in the families of our pastors. Father 
I. M. Leihy, one of our veteran superannuates, has been sorely bereft 
in the evening of life, of his faithful companion and helpmate, who for 
over fifty years had bravely shared his toils and triumphs. Mrs. Mirae 
Gibson, familiarly known as Mother Gibson, widow of one of our 
pioneer preachers, has also gone to her reward, Suitable memorials in 
each case will be presented. 

Some notable conventions have been held upon the District. In 
April, a temperance convention was held in First Church, Los Angeles, 
to see if anything could be done to put into practical application the 
resolutions adopted at our last Conference session, and the principles 
laid down by our last General Conference. A good deal of healthful 
discussion was aroused, both in the conyention, and afterward. Yet, 
with the exception of the formation of Christian Temperance Leagues 
in a number of charges, no large results were reached. It was made 
very evident that a large number of our good people are still of that 
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class who say fine things but do them not. Equally good men stand far 
apart in their views of the best methods of work, As a consequence, 
little is done, and the giantevil stalks abroad unrebuked and unre- 
sisted. God grant that soon our great church may so see eye to eye 
with Him that all our vast moral strength, instead of being spent in 
forming fine resolutions may be hurled like a thunderbolt of wrath 
against the whole iniquitous liquor business and everything in partner- 
ship with it. 5 

The Epworth League Convention in May held in Simpson Taber- 
nacle, under the inspiring leadership of General Secretary Schell, was 
the greatest League meeting ever held in this end of the state. The 
results will be far-reaching. We now have thirty-three Senior Leagues 
on the District, with a membership ofnearly two thousand, and twenty- 
two Junior Leagues with a membership of over eight hundred. There 
are also twenty Children’s Classes; and several Boys’ Brigades. Only 
one charge upon the District hasa Christian Endeavor Society. The 
charge has two appointments, and one of them has a League, the ‘other 
an Endeavor Society. Peculiar local conditions have seemed to make it 
unavoidable. 

Our Sunday School enrollment reaches the grand aggregate of over 
5000, with an average attendance of about 4500. Steps toward effect- 
ing a District Sunday School Association of Methodist Schools alone, 
have been taken recently. 

There are now about 6000 full members of the church, upon the 
District, making a net gain of nearly 1400. Beside these, there still 
remain over six hundred members still upon probation. 

Our financial record is also very encouraging despite the cry of hard 
times. Eighteen charges increased their estimate on salaries of pastors, 
and the aggregate receipts, exclusive of the Presiding Elder’s salary, 
is about $38,000, an increase over last year of nearly $4000. Only 
twelye charges report deficiencies on salary, while two exceeded. the 
estimate. The total deficiency is about the same as last year, though 
the estimates were greatly increased. Counting only the full members, 
the District has paid for pastoral support alone, including pastors, 
bishops, conference claimants, and presiding elder, about seven dollars 
permetmber. The estimated value of church property is $264,000, an 
increase of 12,000: Estimated value of parsonages, of which we now 
bave twenty, is $60,550, an increase of $7550. No new churches have 
been built, but improvements to the amount of $5206 have been made, 
of which the most extensive were at Asbury and Boyle Heights, Los 
Angeles, at First Church, Pasadena, at Santa Monica and Simi. Parson- 
ages have been built or purchased at South Pasadena, Monrovia, Bur- 
bank, and Union Ave., Los Angeles. Improvements have been made on 
parsonages at Asbury, Santa Monica, Alhambra, Long Beach, Florence, 
Grace, Los Angeles. Church debts, to the amount of about $18,000 have 
been paid; at Vincent, $2,838; Wesley Chapel (closed) $1,970; Pomona, : 

2,600; Alhambra, $756; Redondo, $305; and Lordsburg, $215, leaving 
these churches now free of debt. Also Simpson has paid $6,000, Grace 
$757. Gardena $836, Glendora, $300, beside smaller amounts from 
several churches. Debts on parsonages have been paid as follows: 
Whittier $300, Long Beach $300, and at Florence $48. The only debts 
of any magnitude now remaining on our church properties are on the 
church buildings of Simpson, Monrovia, and Union Avenue, and a par- 
sonage debt at Grace. First Church, Los Angeles, has recently con- 
tracted for a new church site at the corner of Sixth and Hill, facing the 
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Park, for which they agree to pay $35,000. This church sez:ms com- 
pelled to seek a more commodious location somewhere, and after much 
care and full discussion, have, after securing the consent of the Confer- 
ence Board of Church Location, chosen the site mentioned. They will 
not expect to build for a year or so, but will then erect a handsome and 
commodious structure by selling their present valuable properties on 
Broadway. 

A full report on benevolences can not be made, as some reports did 
not reach me in time for insertion. But even from what have come in, 
the aggregate apportionment on Missions is met in full, on Church 
Extension and Freedmen's Aid, very nearly, if not quite, in full, both 
the litter showing an advance of fully fifty per cent. over last year. 
The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society has done a grand work, 
raising over $1500 according to reports at hand, with more to hear from. 
The Woman’s Home Missionary Society has been a most valiant helper 
of the Presiding Elder, furnishing large funds for the aid of our need- 
iest workers, without which, many of them would have seen some very 
closetimes: Their collections on this District alone have aggregated over 
$1600, beside large amounts of supplies sent. This is an advance of 
$600 over last year. There are still some important sources of benev- 
olences to hear from which may greatly enlarge all these figures. 

The Chinese Mission work upon the District, both at Pasadena and 
Los Angeles, is in a most satisfactory condition. At the former place a 
new Mission house has been built, giving fine quarters for the work, 
and at the latter, the Mission has recently been thoroughly re-organized 
and put upon a progressive plan. The workers in each of these fields 
deserve great praise, for most of them labor arduously without compen- 
sation, except such as God gives. i 

It affords me great pleasure to announce that our College of Liberal 
Arts, on this District, is entering upon on-era of marked prosperity. 
The selection of M. E. Phillips, Ph. M., D. D., as Dean has already 
proven most happy. The attendance at the opening of this year, 1s 
double that with which last year closed. A new enthusiasm is aroused, 
and the work starts off with the swing of victory. Dr. Phillips comes 
to us with ripe experience, thorough scholarship, boundless energy, and 
high standing in the educational world. The rest of the Faculty are 
also strong and thoroughly tested. No Methodist need apologize for 
our College, and if the pastors will give their hearty co-operation, we 
‘will soon build an institution of which all will be proud. The courses 
of study are being thoroughly modernized, new rooms have been fitted 
up for extensive laboratory work, increased and improved apparatus 
procured, so that first class scientific as well as classical work will be 
done, all under pronounced christian professors 

The Theological School has also been re-opened as a department 
at West Los Angeles, with Dr, Geo. Cochran, so well and favorably 
known, in charge. Thanking God for his blessing on the work, and 
for harmonious relations with the brethren, whose faithful work is the 
toundation of this report.

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SAN DIEGO DISTRICT. 


After a brief but painful sickness, Mrs. Bell Jeannette Ashleigh, 
beloved wite of the Rey. Frank D. Ashleigh, passed quietly to her 
reward on the thirteenth day of June. Other than this it has been a 
year of general health in the families of the pastors. 

A considerable portion of the District being without water develop- 
ments, has suffered severely from the drougth; this and the general 
financial depression has prevented the occupying of new fields, it being 
the general belief that our energies could be more intelligently . exer- 
cised in strengthening the work in hand. A beautiful church has been 
completed at Fullerton with a smiall indebtedness. On the oth. of the 
present month, the services of corner-stone laying were held at Otay; 
the stone foundation is completed, and the means partly provided for 
the construction of a commodious church; with Brother Gowan as 
pastor, success is assured. Very substantial parsonages have been 
erected at Highland, Ontario and Ramona. The Societies at Colton, 
Ontario, S. Riverside and First Church San Diego, have improved and 
beautified their church edifices. Creditable showing has been made in 
the decrease of church indebtedness, among which may be mentioned 
the societies at Banning, Colton, Elsinore and Redlands, also First and 
Central Churches at San Diego, and San Bernardino Church. Especial 
mention may be made of the two last named where discoveries were 
made of heavy floating indebtedness. At Central church, Bro. Pitten- 
ger, by patient toil, cancelled a debt of sixteen hundred dollars, and- 
with heroic energy, the pastor at San Bernardino, relieved his depressed 
people of a floating debt of thirty-three hundred dollars. And with 
hopefulness, this Society will address itself, the coming year, to the 
liquidation of three thousand dollars of church extension interest 
money, the accumulation of-five years. i 

For pastoral support there has been paid, including parsonages, 
twenty-three thousand, six hundred and eighty dollars; which is an 
average of eight hundred and sixteen dollats, ninety cents, or with 
missionary aid, added, eight hundred and ninety-two dollars, fifty 
cents. Four charges have paid less than three hundred and fifty dol- 
lars. For benevolences we report; for missions, twenty-one hundred, 
and ninety-four dollars; for church extension, four hundred and thirty-- 
five dollars. The others aggregate three thousand four hundred and 
forty-four dollars, all of which makes an average of orie dollar seventy- 
One cents per member. 

The Epworth League has a membership of two thousand and forty- 
four. No department of the church gives promise of so great useful- 
ness. The League at Santa Ana is educating two of its members for the 
mission field. The Leagues at Riverside, San Bernardino, and several 
others are also engaged in Christian educational work. In general 
aggressive work, both of a religious and social character, the order is 
rising up and going forth to answer some of the most important ques- 
tions, that come to us. Every wise pastor will encourage this Society 
to the exclusion of kindred orders. We have thirty of these organiza- 
tions, and two of another class. The Sunday School numbers, four 
thousand two hundred and eighteen. “Three schools have been organ- 
ized this year. No union school has been organized by my consent, or 
continued without my regrets. We had two of them at the beginning 
of my administration. We have two at present. We may well be 
proud of our school at Ontario. The permanency of its efficient faculty 
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has brought it to the front as a preparatory school, and as such, it has 
few superiors anywhere. The character of its work, merits a much 
better patronage from us. 

I cannot speak in too high praise of that noble company of godly 
women, The Woman’s Home Missionary Society; their largely 
increased contributions, in this trying year have made glad many 
homes, and more than once kept want from the pastor’s family. So 
important has the organization become, that we are forced to the 
question, what could we do without it? 

Our camip-meeting at Fall Brook was a season of refreshing and 
salvation. Our assembly at Santa Ana comprised District Conference 
Camp-meeting and Epworth League work, and was exceedingly profi- 
table. The cause of temperance is still progressing. Of forty com- 
munities where we have societies, thirty have no saloons. 

I have given especial attention to the revision of church records. 
The District reports three thousand seven hundred and sixty-six mem- 
bers, an increase of two hundred and eighteen. Probationers, two 
hundred and eighty-nine. The p@stors report seven hundred and forty- 
six conversions. It being at the close of my administration, a brief

of the District, which had paid in aggregate six thousand eight hundred

In contrast may be 
Seen an efficient ministry. We began with a membership of fourteen 
hundred and twenty-eight, and now with little or no increase of 
population, we have three thousand seven hundred and sixty-six. We 
began with twenty-three churches and twelve parsonages, and now 
have thirty-four churches, and nineteen parsonages. For building and 
improvements, fifty-two thousand two hundred and thirty-nine dollars 
have been paid. We have paid on indebtedness, sixty-three thousand 
nine hundred and forty-six dollars. Our indebtedness six years ago 
was one hundred thousand one hundred and sixty-eight dollars, and is 
now, eighty-one thousand five hundred and forty-six dollars. The 
whole amount paid for benevolences amounts to thirty-eight thousand, 
three hundred and sixty-six dollars, which is an average of two and 
twelve one-hundreths dollars per member for each year. The entire 
amount given for all purposes, for six years is three hundred and thirty- 
six thousand five hundred dollars; this is an average of twenty-two 
dollars and eighty cents per member for each year, and it may be an intel- 
ligent estimate, that one third are producers. But best of all, from 
intelligent estimates, we are able to report the conversion of over three 
thousand two hundred souls during the term, and these, for the most 
part brought in by direct pastoral efforts. 

By way of comment and criticism, I would remark: The weakest 
part of our work is inefficiency on the part of the Stewards, There is 
great need of more instruction on the benevolences. The time has 
come when in the centers of population, the church should address 
itself to the social conditions of the people. We need amore intelligent 
adjustment for fire insurance. It will be a happy day when represen- 
tative laymen have a legal sitting in our Annual Conferences. As a 
comment in conclusion: Our people will respond liberally to an efficient 
ministry and not otherwise. 
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I question, if taking the round of life, there may be found, a class 
more happy or successful than the efficient ministers of our church; 
sometimes poor, indeed; seldom destitute; always employed; held by 
the community in esteem to a degree they seldom estimate; their 
wives most devoted; their children well behaved and well educated, 
and themselves in intelligent anticipation of eternal life. Six years of 
iningling with them has brought to me the sweetest associations of my 
lifetime; delighted in their successes; never so pained as in their disap- 
pointments; distressed when (though seldom, thank God) discipline 
has been called for, : 

With the prayerthat the charge may be given to more efficient 
hands.

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SANTA BARBARA DISTRICT. 


DEAR FATHERS AND BRETHREN:—We have to chronicle at this 
session the first death that has occurred among the ministers during the 
four years of the snpervision of the Santa Barbara District. 

Our beloved comrade Rev. Samuel B. Guiberson, one of the super- 
annuated members of the Conference after a brief illness passed trium- 
phantly to his reward January 3rd, 1894. A suitable memorial will be 
read at a later session of the Conference. In this great sorrow, sister 
Guiberson has the loving sympathy of a wide circle of friends through- 
out this portion of our Methodism. 

Rey. Silas Sprowles has also met with the greatest sorrow of his 
life. His beloved wife, after a brief illness passed from earth to glory 
on Friday, August 10, 1894. Sister Sprowles was a woman of lovely 
Christian character, winning multitudes of friends wherever she resided. 
Her departure was glorious. While we weep with our deeply afflicted 
brother today and pray Heaven’s blessing upon his soul, we wipe the 
tears away tomorrow and press onward in the pilgrimage comforted 
with the glorious hope that we shall greet the loved ones again in the 
morning. 

During the latter part of the year I was compelled to suspend work 
on account of nervous prostration, but by the kind providence of God 
and the gentle consideration of the ministers ,of the district, who so 
generously voted me an extended vacation, I trust Iam restored to my 
usual health. 

The year has been one of the most blessed in my ministry. 
Its hallowed revival memories, its sacred fellowships, its seasons of 
glorious triumph, its hours of holy communion with the blessed Trinity 
linger like a golden sunset in the soul and make of earth a little 


heaven. ; 


The year has been wonderful for its delightful weather. I do not 
remember that our work has been interrupted by a single stormy 
Sunday. At least, not a death dealing cyclone, or terrific blizzard, not 
a pealing thunderstorm nor mountain snowbank has crossed our path 
throughout the entire year. Indeed we have a little surfeited with 
sunny skies and have sometimes sighed for the repetition of those 
floods which almost literally drowned out and washed away our illus- 
trious predecessor upon the district, 


Bishop Andrews gave Rey. Adam Bland a nominal charge, Carisa 
and Indian Valley, in order to satisfy his desire to die in the harness. 
He tried for awhile preaching to the people in a sitting posture, but I 
saw that it was imprudent for him to be riding alone over the vast 
stretches of his circuit and therefore relieved him from the work, May 
his noble presence be with us as a benediction many years to come. 

Los Alamos is the only charge on the district that has been dis- 
turbed by the change of pastors. Rev. W. H. Whelan, a local preacher 
supplying the charge, left for the East in July last; he has since united 
with the Baptist church. During the interim, Rev. Silas Sprowles, 
pastor at Lompoc, has supplied the Stuart appointment, and Rey. 
Morgan Rudolph the Ballard portion of the work. All other appoint- 
ments remain as made by Bishop Andrews one year ago. Two camp- 
eS have been held, one at Goleta in June and one at Creston in 

uly. 

The annual Ministerial Association held an interesting session at 
San Luis in April and the district Epworth League met in Grace church, 
Santa Barbara, the last of May. Ona few charges we suffer from too 
much denominationalism. Is it not an evil, that fifty christian people 
and one hundred and fifty population should endeavor to build and 
‘support four churches of different denominations in the same little- 
town? Often the struggle for existence becomes so severe that deep 

_ feelings of opposition and rivalry are engendered and christianity 

suffers in the house of its friends, in presence of the people we are sent 
tosave. Let us pray that the denominationalism of protestant chris- 
tianity may be swallowed up in a baptism of divine love, so that fifty 
christians of various communions may lovingly worship in the one evan- 
gelical church capable of being supported. Let the survival of the first 
and therefore the fittest, be our motto. I will refrain from mentioning 
the charges where special revival services have been held, as it would 
include almost the entire district, but will make references of a more 
general character. 

Twenty-two ministers went forth from our last session to their work 
on the Santa Barbara District. I come before this body today repre- 
senting these men of God; and I rejoice to say that none in the active 
work have fallen on the field of battle; some may be weary and scarred 
like the heroes of other times, but no defeat has been suffered, no 
banner surrendered to the enemy. These captains of the Santa Barbara 
companies have been the recognized leaders of two thousand Sunday 
School children, of eight hundred Epworth Leaguers and of sixteen 
hundred laymen, the larger portion of whom are women. The inscrip- 
tions upon our banners indicate the character and extent of our vic- 
tories won by these soldiers of the cross. 

; Rev. Hugh Smith, our youngest and wonderfully successful evan- 
gelist, Dr. Bresee, Rev. J. A. Wood, and the Robinson brothers have 
rendered grand service in camp and revival meetings. Thank God the 
office of evangelist has not yet been revoked, but heroic efficient 
ministers, divinely commissioned, filled with the Holy Ghost, are still 
in the regular evangelistic corps coming like reinforcements to aid their 
comrades in the critical moments of the conflict. 

The Sunday School legions are growing in numbers and spiritual 
power. Nearly all are organized according to the discipline and will 
be represented in the missionary column of the statistical tables. 
‘Quite a number of Schools are under great obligation to the celebrated 
“Rindge Fund,” and pray blessings upon the generous author. 
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The Epworth Leaguers are spreading like a Banyan tree over the 
district, taking new root on many charges. What possibilities of in- — 
tellectual, social, moral and spiritual achievement lie spread out before 
the Epworth League of Methodism. This little giant, named Epworth, 
to please its grandfather, John Wesley, rightly trained, and baptized 
with the Holy Ghost, will become the mightiest missionary and evan- 
gelistic force inaugurated during the century. Dr. Schell, the eloquent — 
Secretary, thrilled all hearts at the Santa Barbara meeting with a new © 
inspiration by his splendid addresses and his wise words of counsel in 
reply to all our questionings. We have on our district but one Metho- 
dist society of Christian Endeavor, which is soon to be married to the 
Epworth League, there being already considerable affiliation. 

Near to the Epworth League, marches the Boys’ Brigade and Ep- 
worth Guards. It is true that some sneer at this new departure and try 
to sing in derision as the boys with their rifles march by, ‘‘There’s a 
gun for every one and there’s a gun for me,’’ as though we meant to 
literalize the sword of the spirit and the helmet of salvation, abol- 
ishing the Sermon on the Mount and making Christ the literal Captain 
of the armies of the world. This is not the intention of the leaders in 
this new and unique movement. It is not only to draw the boys into 
the church building, but to lead them through the drill and practice of 
“soldiery to the Prince of Peace. Itis not the intention to make the 
church a drill ground or a navy yard where soldiers prepare for actual ~ 
war against Rum, Romanism or foreign invaders, The aim is to fire 
the youth of the land with the right spirit, and this is being done on 
an extensive scale in several of our churches. 

The Bible banner has been everywhere seen throughout the district, 
borne aloft by one of God’s noblemen, Rev John Thompson. Many a 
weak church has this year been supplied with Bibles and Testaments 
by the American Bible Society. 

All the connectional benevolences have received the proper at- 
tention and, notwithstanding the year ofdrouth and panic, will probably 
receive an amount equal to that raised last year. 

The banner borne over the columns of the noble superannuates, 
bears the sentiment, ‘‘Who would desert the wounded and fallen com- 
rades on the field of battle?’”? ‘Shall the church be outdone by the 
Republic which pensions her soldiers and retires her officers on half 
pay?’ Santa Barbara District furnishes an elect lady who provides 
$10,000 for this new movement which aims to raise $100,000 for this 
noblest of causes, and much more will follow from this District if the 
enterprise succeeds. 

The Educational ensign was long since flung to the breeze. Santa 
Barbara is a university district. Weare bounded on the north by the 
Stanford University and the University of the Pacific and on the south 
by the University of Southern California. The present flow of students 
is toward the sunny south, and we mean to do all in our power to make 
the University of this Conference a splendid success. 

One more flag floats over all our forces and we read upon its ample 
folds, ‘‘The entire prohibition of the liquor traffic.” ‘It can never be 
legalized without sin.’? This monster of all villainies must be destroyed. 

Santa Barbara District is following the noble example of the Los 
Angeles District in organizing Christian Temperance Leagues, looking 
for the complete prohibition of this terrible traffic. ; 


In the name of our God we have thus set up our banners and 
planted them higher than ever before. We have widely displayed 
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them, because of the truth. But it is impossible to put upon paper all 
the golden deeds of these heroes in spiritual soldiery, Only when the 
work is done, then the itinerant soldier in the presence of old comrades, 
once in arms, will lay aside his war-worn weapons, and gaze.upon the 
face of his great Commander, and hear Him say ‘‘Well done, enter into 
the joy of your Lord.’’ 
“Servant of God well done, 
Thy glorious warfare’s past.

FRESNO DISTRICT. 


The conference year now closing will be remembered in the history 
of Fresno District for its hardships caused by the general financial de- 
pression and intensified by the almost complete failure of the grain crop 
within the territory comprised by the District. The broad grain flelds, 
which a few years ago yielded golden harvests aretoday a desert where 
even “‘idle weeds’’ will not grow. Last year we had a fair crop, but 
prices were below the cost of production; this year we have no crop; as 
a result our people are in poverty and many of them have been com- 
pelled to move away to save their stock from starvation. In their 
poverty, the people have heroically struggled to support their pastors 
and the benevolent institutions of our noble church, Of the twenty 
appointments on the district, eleven have contributed for pastoral 
support less than four hundred dollars each, and six of the eleven less 
than three hundred each. Surely the district is a missionary field, and 
in the appropriation of the money at the disposal of the Conference for 
the maintenance of missions within its bounds, we ask the Missi: nary 
Committee to help us by increasing the appropriation for the work in 
the Fresno District. The richer districts must help us in this way or 
we cannot hold the ground now occupied rightfully by us as laborers in 
the Master’s vineyard. Notwithstanding the difficulties of the year, not 
a pastor appointed by the Bishop at our last Conference forsook his 
post. ‘‘We are all here’’ to report our work and testify that out of the 
hardships and diiliculties of the year. the Lord hath brought us by His 
grace, A dark and discouraging report is not agreeable to our feelings, 
so we turn to the sunnier things in our year’s history. Death has not 
broken our ranks, nor entered a parsonage home, for which we thank 
Him “whose we are and whom we serve.’’ Our membership has bee: 
increased by revival efforts notwithstanding the many removals Our 
Sunday Schools have largely increased in attendance and efficiency. 
Several new Chapters of the Epworth League have been formed and ail 
the old ones kept in good working order. Two very profitable Distric1 
Epworth League Conventions have been held, one at Selma and the 
other at Tulare. At the Tulare Convention our League workers wer 
inspired and greatly helped by the presence and addresses of Dr. Schell 
General Secretary. We have given careful attention to the benevolen: 
collections, and called the attention of pastors and Quarterly Confer- 
ence particularly to the imperative need of the Missionary Society 
though hardly up to the apportionments, we are in advance of last yea’. 
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I have constantly urged on the pastors the necessity of looking well 
after the collections early in the year, and the men who doso never 
fail to secure the apportionments, while those who put this work off 
to the last few months of the year never succeed. No churches have 
been built during the year; some payments have been made on old 
debts. At Fresno a commodious and beautiful parsonage has been 
erected and furnished at a.cost of over twenty-one hundred dollars; no 
debt. Plans have been obtained and subscriptions in lumber, labor, 
and money taken, to enlarge the church, which, when completed will — 
put us on an equal footing with the best churches in this growing city. 
Our work in Fresno has taken a long step forward this year under the 
leadership of Rev. D. H. Gillan. A much needed addition has been 
made to the little parsonage at Tehachapi and paid for by brother T. 
C. Hull, a faithful local preacher who has supplied the charge during 
the year. The church at Bakersfield has been renovated, papered and 
internally beautified. At Visalia a porch has been added to the par- 
sonage and the structure painted within and without. Some much 
needed improvements were made on the parsonage at Traver, adding 
greatly to its convenience and the comfort of the pastor’s family. 
Brothers of the District you have my sincere thanks for your hearty 
co-operation, Christian courtesy, and kindness, S. A. THOMSON.

day of worship and rest.

Christ for its suppression.

D., 
the General Manager, possessing the proper elements of adaptation for 
carrying the work of this organization to greater success, and that we, 
the members of the Southern California Conference, most respectfully 
request Bishop FitzGerald to appoint him for the coming year to this 
work.

RESOLVED, First, That we earnestly recommend and strongly urge 
all lovers of onr Lord Jesus Christ, who gave himself a ransom for 
suffering humanity, to henceforth absolve themselves from all com- 
plicity in the matter of legalizing this curse, and to use every honorable 
means for its entire suppression and overthrow. : 

RESOLVED, Second, While we do not presume to dictate the poli- 
tical conduct of our people, we do insist that it is the duty of every 
professed Christian to demand of the party or individual who seeks his 
support, the attitude of open hostility to the saloon; for our nation 1s 
in peril, our homes are insecure, and the gospel of Christ is hindered as 
long as the manufacture, exportation, and importation of alcoholic 
liquors is not prohibited. : 

RESOLVED, Third, That in order to more rapidly bring about the 
complete overthrow of this giant evil, we, as pastors, will carefully and 
lovingly warn all our people, by both precept and example, of dangers 
incurred by an unthoughtful affiliation with this unholy throng of 
godless public polluters who seek only the ends of their own personal 
gratification at the expense of the sufferings and destitution of the race.

RELIGIOUS LIBERTY. 


The committee to whom was referred the consideration of the 
subject of religious liberty, in some of the countries of South America, 
present the following report: 

The spirit of religious intolerance we conceive to be wrong in 
principle, disastrous in practice, and pernicious in its influence. It is’a 
hindrance to progress, an enemy to civilization, a menace to free in- 
stitutions, one of the anachronisms of our age, antagonistic to the 
highest interests of mankind, to the work of God, and to the evangeli- 
zation of the world. We believe that every branch of the church of 
Christ, and, indeed, every institution of -ociety, should be amenable to 
proper criticism, and, if necessary, to earnest remonstrances, in regard 
to its aims, rules and administration: and further that it is the privilege 
and duty of every one to aid, in a legitimate manner, all persons who 
are denied freedom of conscience, and the right to worship God in a 
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scriptural way, according to their convictions of duty, We recommend, 
therefore, the adoption ot the following Preamble and Resolution. 
PREAMBLE AND RESOLUTION. 

_ WHEREAS, The government of the United States of America, 
being predominantly Protestant, has guaranteed to members of the 
Roman Catholic church, and all others of its citizens, liberty of con- 
science and freedom to worship God according to their conviction and 
training; and 

WHEREAS, This liberty has received the approbation of the head 
of the Roman Catholic church, which approval has been explicitly com- 
municated by the Pope to his authorities in the United States; and — 

WHEREAS, We are informed that Protestants and non-Roman 
Catholics in the South American States of Peru, Bolivia, Ecuador, and 
perhaps other States, labor under grave disabilities as to the expression 
ot their religious faiths, the exercise of divine worship, and the enjoy- 
ment of certain civil liberties, as, for instance, the inability to be mar- 
ried legally unless they renounce their non-Roman Catholic faith; 
therefore: 

RESOLVED; That we respectfully suggest to the head of the Roman 
Catholic church to so exert his influence and authority, that all resi- 
dents within the countries named above may enjoy the same rights that 
are enjoyed by Roman Catholics in the United States of America.

We are highly gratified with the annual statement of our Book 
Concerns, which show a steady and healthful increase in business. We 
quote from the annual report of the Book Committee for 1893 as follows: 

“Notwithstanding the fearful financial depression prevailing 
throughout the country, we can report our Publishing Houses in a 
flourishing condition. The two Houses show a net capital of $3,339, 
072.08 and a net increase of $71,837.92. The total sales amount to 
$1,977,166.67, a total increase of $31,431.20. We commend the high 
Character of our publications and periodicals, with particular mention 
of the Advocate, the Review, and the Epworth Herald, as equal in 
editorial ability, high standard of excellence and unflinching integrity 
on all the great questions of our day. 

In view of the prevalence of so-called cheap literature, but in reality 
the most expensive, we deem it vital to the best interests of our Metho- 
dist people and especially of our young people in their formation period 
of life to put into their hands our own clean and meritorious publica- - 
tions. To more effectually reach this end, we suggest the appointment 
of a special committee on ‘Church Publications and Periodicals’’ on 
each of our charges at the first Quarterly Conference. 

We are pleased to note the general improvement of the Colifornia 
Christian Advocate in its editorial and mechanical departments. We 
congratulate the paper and our Conference on the arrangement which 
added Rev. Dr. W. S. Matthew to its editorial staff. We welcome his 
genial face among us and appreciate his ability and addresses on this 
vital matter of a pure Christian literature in the homes of our people. 
We congratulate the manager of the Hastern Book Concern on the 
reduction of the price of the paper to two dollars and hereby pledge ° 
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ourselves to place the Advocate in every family on our charges, if 
possible, We earnestly recommend to the authorities in charge of the 
Advocate the appointment of a live capable man from this Conference, 
connected with the editorial staff, with headquarters in Los Angeles, as 
soon as circumstances shall warrant it, whose duties shall be to fill a 
page each week with fresh matter from the Southern California Confer- 
ence; also, tu spend his Sabbaths among the charges, addressing the 
people in public and private, taking subscriptions and thus greatly 
aiding the pastors in circulating the paper. : 
We most highly appreciate the distinguished services and devotion 
to the church on this coast of Rev. Dr B, F. Crary, senior editor of the 
Advocate, and hereby extend to him our heartfelt sympathy in his 
present deep affliction, and pray God that he may yet be spared many 
years of service to the church of Christ and that these closing years may 
be all glorious because of the continued and comforting presence of the 
blessed Holy Spirit.

COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 


The Committee on Education desires to report as follows: 
Recognizing the great value to the church of the work done by 
the general Board of Kducation we recommend due diligence in taking 
the usual collection for that great interest. This money with increased 
value returns to us in the great assistance it renders to our students and 
schools. The annual observance of Children’s Day is a wise provision 
of our church by which our children and youth are placed in touch with 
this important work. It is gratifying to know that this day is generally 
observed, and with increasing enthusiasm and with corresponding 

benefit to the Sabbath Schools, and to the cause of education. 
We congratulate the Conference on the retention of Dr. J. P. Widney 
as President of our University, his splendid success in the past being a 
guarantee of effectiveness in the future. The year has been one in 
which the University, in common with the business interests uf the 
whole land, has felt the financial depression, but has stood the test 
unharmed Its obligations have been promptly met, its work sustained 
without interruption and its standing in business circlesis unquestioned. 
When we consider its condition less than three years ago, and the 
financial storm which has swept the country during the last two years, 
this showing is very satisfactory. The work of consolidating the 
property interests of the University which was reported at the: last 
Annual Conference, has been further perfected, and we hope that in 
the near future the entire University System will be brought under the 
control of the Conference. While the sale of endowment properties has 
not been pushed because of the condition of the money market, yet 
’ transfers are being steadily made. The buildings of the University are 
in good repair and are well cared for. The buildings of the College of 
Liberal Arts have been thoroughly refitted, the wood-work painted, and 
the basement finished. The departments of Natural Science and Biology 
have been fully equipped, new appliances purchased, and everything 
placed in condition for the most thorough work. The Faculty has been 
strengthened and enlarged and a commercial department has been 

entered for the year. 

_The College of Liberal Arts, under the supervision of Rey. M, B. 
Phillips, Ph. M., D. D., late of the Southwest Kansas College, opens 
. the year with promise of great success. The report of his election as 
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Dean of this school, is a very great pleasure to your committee, as he 
comes to us with a fine reputation as a scholar and educator. 

The College of Theology, which was temporarily closed during the 
last year, pending its removal to Los Angeles, will re-open at West Los 
Angeles, Oct. 3rd. Only students of the first year will be received this 
autumn, as arrangements are not yet completed for the second and 
third years. Until the college buildings at San Fernando can be sold 
the classes will be accomodated in a portion of the building of the 
College of Liberal Arts. Ample grounds fronting upon the Campus 
have been purchased for the new buildings of the College of Theology, 
which will be erected after the sale of the building at San Fernando. 
Dr. Maclay, by request of the Board, retains the relation of a Professor 
Emeritus to theschool. The practica] working of the school since its 
removal is under the direction of Rev. Geo. Cochran, D. D., who has 
been elected Dean. It is confidently expected that the removal of the 
school to Los Angeles will result in a new era of prosperity and useful- 
ness, such as it could not have under the disadvantage of location in a 
small village. A proposition to have the theological reading of the 
Conference classes, under the supervision of the College of Theology is 
placed before the Conference for its consideration. We recommend 
that the Conference Committee of Examination and the Dean of the 
Theological School be instructed to consider and recommend at as early 
an hour as practicable a plan for carrying out this suggestion. The 
library of this College has been combined with that of the College of 
Liberal Arts, as the Theological Department of the future University 
library. One management will then suffice for all, increasing efficiency 
and diminishing expenses. 

The College of Medicine reports a year of great prosperity. It is 
steadily growing in strength aud popularity. The number of students 
is increasing with each year and its reputation for thorough work is well 
established. It remains under the supervision of the President of the 
University as its Dean, 

The School of Music, with Mrs. lL. H. Stagg as Dean, is now firmly 
established and is doing excellent work. A graded ‘course of study 
leads to an appropriate degree and diploma. 

The Chaffey school, under the supervision of Dean W. T. Randall, 
is steadily growing. Only the work of a preparatory school has been 
attempted, but the work of these grades 4as been very thorough and 
satisfactory, and its funds are carefully managed by its local board of 
trustees. 

Negotiations are now pending in the several boards of trustees of 
the Escondido, Ramona, and S:n Diego endowments which will 
probably result in concentration and consolidation similar to that 
already accomplished at Los Angeles The properties at Ramona and 
San Diego are still held without any attempt to open school, as the 
time for this has not yet come. Sapa WG 

The Spence Astronomical Observatory trust is now in litigation 
under a suit brought by the heirs to break the deed of trust. The plan 
of the directors is, from this time forward, to group, as far as possible, 
_ all new schools of the University, about the campus at West Los Angeles. 
As the campus is not large enough to accommodate the buildings which 
will soon be needed, they are buying and trading back the lots formerly 
sold, which front on the campus. Such of the present buildings as can 
be removed, are to be taken from the campus and placed upon these 
lots; and all new buildings are to be similarly located, the campus 
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remaining as an ornamental center for the various buildings of the 
University, thus grouped about it. In order to have future success, our 
endowments must be greatly increased, The modern college does not 
meet its expenses by tuition. The College or University, to do its work 
now, and enter the field as a competitor with the state schools, supported 
by public tax, must be heavily endowed. ‘The outfits of modern 
schools are costly and the running expenses heavy. Early in the work 
of remodeling the schools and placing them on a firm financial basis, it 
was determined to make no effort for increased endowment, till all debts 
should be paid from the resources of the University. These debts, 
some $15,000 in all, are now provided for, and will soon be paid. Then 
the University will be in the field for new endowments. 

Brethren of the Conference and of the Church, these schools cannot 
succeed without your help, and there is not a pastor or a church within 
the bounds of this Conference that is not stronger for these schools. 
We believe the hand of God was in their founding. And. we believe 
that the great good already done is small compared with the greater 
work of the more glorious future. Will you labor with the Official 
Boards and with the faculties of the University to hasten this success. 
Especially do we urge each pastor to his utmost endeavor in bringing 
students to the schools of the University. A canvass of Southern Cali- 
fornia, under the direction of the President of the University, has greatly 
increased the interest of our people, and has added to the roll of 
students. A more extensive campaign is planued for the coming year, 
and your earnest co-operation is solicited. 

Your committee recommend that the sum of $1,500 be apportioned 
to this Conference by the Presiding Elders on the double basis of mem- 
bership and proximity to the schools. these sums to be appropriated as 
follows: 

Fund raised by the charges in the San Diego district as bounded 
last year, shall be applied to the Chaffey school. All others, to the 
College of Liberal Arts. 

We also recommend the election of the following Boards of Visitors: 

College of Liberal Arts—L. M. Hartley, C. L. Libby, F. M. Larkin, 
J. W. Van Cleve. 

Chaffey College—E. J. Inwood, W. A. Wright, J. C. Healy,

The Woman’s Home Missionary Society, with fifty-one organiza- 
tions and membership of 1385; has come to be a recognized and potent 
factor in advancing our interests as a Church in Southern California. 
Its efficiency and untiring energy have won for it the respect and confi- 
dence of our people. Since it has this year raised and distributed 
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among forty-three of our weaker charges $1800 in money and $629 in 
supplies, it is clear that without its aid our frontier would have been 
seriously crippled and several of our charges must have been abandoned. 

It has also sent $422 east to help support the several departments of 
benevolent work carried on by the General Society. The fruitful labors 
of this Society among the ignorant and vicious in our crowded centers of 
population; among the Italian, Bohemian and other foreign colonies 
settled in our cities; in its homes for the care and protection of friend- 
less immigrant girls and women in our important sea ports; in its mis- 
sions and industrial schools among the Indians, Spanish, Mormons, 
Negroes and poor Southern whites, and its valuable and sorely needed 
service in bringing the women and children of the Chinese and Japan- 
ese On our coast to a saving knowledge of Christ, commend it to our 
heartfelt gratitude and loyal support. Therefore; 

RESOLVED, That we pledge our faithful co-operation to the Wo- 
man’s Home Missionary Society in its efforts to organize in every 
Charge, to distribute information and to collect funds.

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REV. JOHN WALLY. 


The Rev. John Wally was born in England in 1857, and died in 
Nankin, China, Aug. 14th, 1894. He went to foreign fields first under 
the British and Foreign Bible Society. He was in great peril on the 
Yang Stu Kiang river when the work was broken upby a great mob; 
he then came to America and entered the Florida Conference, and was 
thence transferred to the Southern California Conference in 1887, since 
which time he has been in China. Those who have known of his work 
report that it has been always favorable and efficient. After the usual 
term of service in the field, he returned to America for a short furlough, 
and went back to China in May of the present year. But his service 
was brief; in three short months it was completed, and the Master called 
‘Well done, come up higher.’’ Such are the meager data that we are 
enabled to gather. It makes us appreciate the ditference between the 
few things that men write in the volume called human history concern- 
ing the vast hosts of Christ’s humble servants, and the great volume 
which God writes, in which every aspiration and purpose is faithfully 
recorded, as well as the glaring deeds that startle the world. 

Pilcher, Stevens, Wally;—such is the procession of workers to the 
skies in China. The land that holds the sacred dust of these, of Bishop 
Wiley, and many others unnamed, will never be given up until the 
Christ for whom they lived and died shall be honored and worshipped 
as Lord and King.

REV. SAMUEL BRITTON GUIBERSON. 


Rev, Samuel Britton Guiberson was born in Millersburg, Ohio, 
August 14th, 1816, and died in Santa Paula, Cal., January 3rd, 1894. 
When fifteen years old he was converted, and united with the M. E. 
Church. Four years latar, he was licensed to exhort, and for three 
years did efficient work in that capacity. 

In 1836, he was married to Miss Jemima Allen, daughter of Rev. 
Samuel Allen, of the Central Ohio Conference. In 1838, he was 
received a probationer in the Michigan Conference, and in 1843, was 
ordained Elder in the M. E. Church. In the subsequent division of his 
Conference, he became a member successively of the North Ohio, and 
Central Ohio Conferences. In 1855, on account of his wife’s illness, 
he took a supernumerary relation, removing to lowa, hoping the climatic 
change might benefit her. During his first two years in Iowa he served 
two charges asa supply. In 1857, he was granted a location at his own 
request, that he might devote his whole time to his invalid wife. 

Upon her death, a year later, he joined the Upper Iowa Conference, 
in which he continued in active work five years. In 1863, he asked for, 
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and was granted a local relation, which he held until 1865, when he 
joined the lowa Conference of the Methodist Protestant Church, and 
was at once transferred to the Illinois Conference of that Church. In 
1864 he was married to Carrie A. Gaddis, niece of Rev. Maxwell P. 
Gaddis of the Cincinnati Conference. In 1880 he joined the Southern 
California Conference of the M. EK. Church. Two years later, he took 
a supernumerary relation, which he retained five years, when he was 
granted a superannuated relation, in which he continued to the date of 
his death. Upon retiring from the effective ranks, he located in Santa 
Paula, one of his former charges. 

In Brother Guiberson, every pastor in charge of the Santa Paula 
M. EB. Church has had,an appreciative, sympathetic frien, slow to 
censure, ready to discern merit in his pastor and co-workers in the 
church. During his last days he manifested an unusual interest in all 


' religious services, seldom testifying to Christ’s saving power without 


strong emotion. On the evening of December 25th, he attended the 
Christmas exercises at the M. E. Church. Soon after entering the 
church he was stricken with paralysis of the left side. He was tenderly 
carried to his home and all that medical skill could suggest was done 
for his recovery. But his work on earth was done, and Wednesday, 
January 3rd, he was transferred from the Church Militant to the Church 
Triumphant. He leaves a wife and and daughter to mourn his loss. 
His funeral from the Santa Paula M. EK. Church was conducted by the 
pastor, J. M. Rich, assisted by Rev. M. O. McNiff, Rev. A. A. Graves, 
and Rey T.S. Uren. J. M. Ricu. 


HENRIETTA C. SPROWLES. 


Henrietta C. Sprowles was born in Barnstable, Mass., February 6th, 
1845, and died in Lompoc, Cal., August 1oth, 1894. In her early social 
relations, Sister Sprowles was exceedingly fortunate. She was the 
daughter of Hon. Nathan and Mrs. Susan Crocker. Her numerous 
relatives and associates were among the leading christian families of 
New England. Consequently during the formation period of her life, 
she moved in the best society in and near Boston. This, together with 
the advantages of a good education, gave her a graceful ease among 
people, which was of untold worth in her subsequent public duties. In 
her bright, genial way she gave life and direction to all social gather- 
ings, seeming to know, intuitively, just the best thing always to do or 
say. Our beloved sister possessed a very ardent, hopeful nature, a 
versatile, ready mind of clear perceptions and correct taste, and atender 
sympathetic heart. For the needy she always had a cheerful word and 
a helping hand. Todo good was her delight. The humblest and 
poorest quickly felt at home in her presence. By nature, culture, and 
grace, this christian lady was eminently fitted for her sacred, respon- 
sible work. ; 

May 2nd, 1876, in her native village, Henrietta was happily married 
to Rey. Silas Sprowles, the worthy pastor of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in that place, and at once heartily entered into all his plans 
and work for the Master: Since then, what tender, constant ministra- 
tions, “in His name” and ‘for His glory,’ the passing years of her 
consecrated life have witnessed! Seeking ‘‘not to be ministered unto, 
but to minister,’? she won many friends and was greatly beloved by all 
classes wherever her lot wascast. In all of the churches where she and 
her husband have labored, both East and West, her memory and 

fluence will long be precious. 
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The religious experience of sister Sprowles dates from childhood. 
She could not remember when she did not pray. In early youth, she 
gave Ler heart to Jesus, and later united with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. Iler christian life was of a cheerful practical type. Of reli- 
gious things, as well as secular, she took a good, common sense view. 
By so doing; she was often very helpful to others in their spiritual 
difficulties. rom the first, she was true to her covenant with Jesus and 
the Church. During the past eightor ten years she made rapid progress 
in the Christian’s way; and near and during the Camp-meeting at Long 
Beach in 1892, her faith took a firmer grasp on spiritual things, and she 
entered ‘‘by a new and living way’’, into a deeper calm. 

“A rest where all our soul’s desire 
Is fixed on things above.’’ 


Since then, till she passed the pearly gate, her walk was close with God. © 

The home life of our departed sister, with all the cares incident to 
her position, was like a summer day, warm and bright. ‘‘She was sun- 
shine itself’? says one who knew her well. Like the model woman, 
this devoted wife and tender mother “looked well to the ways of her 
household, and her children arise and call her blessed; and her husband 
also, and he praiseth her ”’ 

Her final sickness was brief. Though there were shadows of a 
coming sorrow. yet none realized the end was so near until close at 
hand. All that human skill and love could do was done, but without 
avail, ‘‘The time was short’’; from life’s labors she now must ‘‘rest’’; 
the tender message to distant loved ones must be sent; to her weeping 
husband, son, and daughter, all so dear to her heart she must say for a 
season, ‘‘goodby’’; the ‘‘midnight’’ hour had struck; ‘‘the Bridegroom 
cometh’’; but; praise God! He finds her ,‘ready.’? No haste, no fear, 
no darkness; all was “‘well.’’? Her lamp was trimmed and burning, and 
with spotless robes she went forth to meet her Lord. 

“There fell upon the house a sudden gloom, 

A shadow on those features fair and thin; 

And softly, from that hushed and darkened room, 
Two angels issued, where but one went in.”’ 

Her funeral was largely attended by sympathizing friends, who, 
with tender words and gentle hands, laid her loved form to rest, ’mid 
tears and flowers, in the peaceful country near her latest home and field 
of christian toil. The crimson light of the ‘‘low descending sun’’ will 
tinge that hallowed spot with a little of that celestial glory and beauty 
into which our sister beloved has forever entered.

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BELLE JEANNETTE MAITLAND ASHLEIGH. 


“Thus star by star declines

Belle Jeanette Maitland, wife of Rev. Frank D. Ashleigh, passed to 
her heavenly home from Oceanside, California, Wednesday morning, 


June 13, 1893. 

She was born in Philadelphia, Pa., November 28, 1861. She wasa 
Christian from her childhood, and grew up in the church and in the 
love and service of God. Her youthful aspiration was to give the labor 
of her life by the side of a faithful minister of the Lord Jesus. 

On the 17th anniversary of her birthday she was united in marriag 
to Frank D. Ashleigh, whom she had known from her youth as a school- 
mate and friend.

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RUTH CALKINS LEIHY. 


"Ruth Calkins was born in Richland, Oswego county, New York, 


March 3d, 1817. She was united in marriage with I. M. Leihy February 
22, 1837; wasconverted and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church 
under the ministry of Rev. Hooper Crews in 1842, and soon after as- 
sumed the responsible position of the wife of an itinerant minister, and 
for more than fifty years met the responsibilities, endured the privations 
and performed the duties of her position with a patient endurance, an 
uncomplaining fortitude and an unfaltering faith seldom equalled and 
never surpassed. 

Her itinerant life began in the Rock River Conference, which then 
covered the territory now included in Northern Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota and Iowa. The fields of labor far distant from each other, re- 
quiring the absence of her husband from home much of the time, and the 
scanty support afforded the ministry of that day required the most tire- 
less industry and rigid economy upon the part of the wife. It is enough 
to say that sister Leihy fully met all theserequirements, at a time when 
the facilities and conveniences of the present day were unknown. 
Among the numerous trials and adversities of her life might be men- 
tioned a journey of four months in crossing the plains with three small 
children, her husband having been transferred and preceded her to 
California. Here, as in the East, she stood by his side, cheering him in 
his work. 

Her religious experience was clear; her manner quiet and unobtrus- 
ive. Inher daily life she exhibited the graces of patient endurance, 
unselfish devotion and unswerving faith. 

She closed an eventful and useful life in her home in Santa Monica 
May 16,1894. Of her it may betruthfully said, ‘‘“She hath done what 
she could.” After such a life it was not strange that she passed away in 
the triumph of faith.

1, Committees of Examinations shall meet the classes on the day preceding the 
-day appointed for the opening of the session of the Conference. 

>, Candidates for the Conference classes shall be marked on ascale of 100, which 
shall be the maximum, and 70 shall be the minimum, 

3. Conference shall meet at 8:30,spend a half hour in devotional exercises, the 
regular business session commen cing promptly at 9:00 and closing at 11:45 a.m, 

4 The regular Standing Committees shall be appointed at the morning session 
of the first day. 

5. The Presiding Elders shall bea Committee to nominate Standing Committees. 

6. All motions must be reduced to writing at the request of the Secretary of the 

- Conference or of the Presiding Officer. 

7, When a member wishes to speak he must arise and address the chair, but 
shall not proceed until he is properly recognized by the President. 

8. The President shall distinctly call the name of the member to whom he 
assigns the floor. ; 

9. Motions made and seconded, rm ports made and accepted, shall be deemed the 
property of the Conference, and cant ot be withdrawn without the consent of the 
Conference. 

to. All motions to lay on the table, to take from the table, to indefinitely post- 

spone, shall be taken without debate. 

11, The following motions may take precedence of the original motion and 
-precedence of each other in the order they are here named: (1) To adjourn toa 
given time, (2) To adjourn indefinitely. (3) To take up the order of the day.

PRESIDING ELDERS’ REPORTS. 


LOS ANGELES DISTRICT. 


By the blessing of God another good year has been added to the his- 
tory of this district, for which we thank Him and take courage. 

The attempt will be made in this report to avoid needlessly foretell- 
ing the story which the tables in the Conference Minutes will forcibly 
narrate by the silent eloquence of faithful figures. : 

Attention will only be called to salient features of the work which 

may not he so readily discerned in the Minutes, and brevity shall be the 
aim. 
No pastors have been disabled by sickness, and the shadow of death 
has rested upon none of our parsonages. Two of our superannuates, 
I. M. Leihy and Daniel Cobb, have passed from long and illustrious 
labor to sure and blessed reward. Last Conference, in semi-centennial 
addresses, they each gave us glimpses of the half-century through which 
they had ‘fought the good fight and kept the faith.” Now they answer 
to their names in the great Conference whose sessions ne’er shall end, 
where all the itinerant heroes of the Church Triumphant meet, to lay 
their trophies at the Master’s feet ! 

It is confidently believed that the record of the year will testify to 
faithful, careful effort on the part of both pastors and people. A mem- 
bership increase of nearly 1000 will be reported, besides probationers. 
Only seven charges report a decrease, and the total is less than 100. 
Nearly 800 have been received upon probation, and about 600 still re- 
main in that relation. Over 900 conversions are claimed. 

All the estimated salaries of pastors have been paid, except in ten 
charges. Out of a total salary estimate for pastors of about $42,000, 
there will be only $1500 deficiency. Out of 42 charges, 15 have paid 
above $1000 salary, and only eight have paid less than $600. The av- 
erage estimate has been $1000. 

New churches have been built at Epworth and at Montalvo, in Ven- 
tura county. Churches are in process of building at Santa Monica and 
at Downey, the latter of which is a new charge, formed by request of a 
Score or more of very substantial people who seceded from the M. E. 
Church, South, among them a retired minister who has been very prom- 
inent in that church. A church has been purchased of the Presbyterians 
at Lamanda Park and paid for. A fine lot, valued at $650 has been se- 
cured for a new church in the Adams street tract, this city; foundations 
of a new church are built at Union avenue, and a church left uncom- 
pleted for a year or more, has this year been finished and all debts paid, 
at Gardena. Small debts, aggregating about $6000, have been paid in 
ten charges. Improvements of greater or less value have been made on 
church property in about twenty charges. Seven have made improve- 
ments on parsonages, and two have paid parsonage debts. 

A carefully prepared schedule or plan for taking the benevolences 
was sent to all the pastors early in the year The plan proposed that 
one Sunday in each quarter of the year be made a benevolence day, upon 
which day one of the four larger collections should be presented, with 
two or three of the smaller collections combined with it. So far as 
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known, the plan was not very generally adopted, the (pernicious) 
“‘omnibus’’ plan being used instead. 

Notwithstanding this, we are able to report that only twelve 
charges fell below the apportionment on missions, while an equal num- 
ber exceeded it, and the aggregate amounts in each case being about the 
same, they just about balance each other, putting the district as a whole 
close up to the apportionment. 

If to this could be added the large amounts raised by the Woman’s 
Societies, both Home and Foreign, our district would undoubtedly stand 
at the head of the column, in the whole church, for so the secretaries 
wrote me last year. The other benevolences will probably be a little be- 
low the apportionment, but not much. Rev. A. M. Hough and wife 
have generously conveyed about $12,000 worth of property to the Con- 
ference Trustees for the Superannuate fund. May God richly bless both 
donors and recipients, and raise up others to follow this worthy exam- 


ple. 

There are Epworth Leagues in all the 42 charges of the district ex- 
cept four, aggregating a membership of over 2000. There are also 26 
Junior Leagues, numbering nearly 1000 members. Only two charges 
have Christian Endeavor Societies. 

Our Sunday School work, comprising 40 schools and nearly 7,000 
children, has grown to such proportions that it was decided to form a 
District Association of simply Methodist schools. The organization 
was effected in August. There are also three Chinese Sunday Schools 
conducted in the district, and three Chinese Missions, two by the official 
authorization and support of the church, located at Pasadena, and at 
Los Angeles, and one independent Mission, at Los Angeles. All are do- 
ing good work, most of the work being done by volunteer, unpaid 
workers. 

A City Evangelization Union has been formed among our churches 
in Los Angeles, auxiliary to the National Union of the M. E. Church for 
the purpose of establishing mission services and Sunday Schools in 
needy sections of the city, planting newchurches in unoccupied territory, 
and helping churches struggling with burdens of debt. In other words, 
the Methodism of the city proposes to unite its forces for aggressive 
work. Already much good has been accomplished, and much more is in 
prospect. 

Two camp-meetings have been held during the summer. The regular 
Conference camp-meeting at Long Beach was the most largely attended 
of any year inits history. The Methodist Resort Association greatly 
enlarged the Tabernacle, giving it additional seating capacity for more 
than 600, making it able to accommodate fully 1700 people, and it was 
several times taxed to its utmost. Another meeting was held at Santa 
Monica, under the management of the local church. For the first meet- 
ing at this point it was a gratifying success, and will be continued. _ 

The educational work on the district is in an especially encouraging 
condition. As enjoined by the Discipline, it has received close attention 
from the Presiding Elder, and much hard work has been done for it, but 
the success is due to the intelligent, progressive policy of a faithful 
Board of Directors, and the acknowledged efficiency of splendid Facul- 
ties. In the College of Liberal Arts, our main school, the wise planning 
and energetic administration of Dean Phillips is already hearing most 
encouraging fruit in largely increased attendance and advanced stand- 
ards, both of scholarship and religious influence for the school. 260 stu- 
nents are enrolled this term, more than double the number at this time 
last year, and more than fifty of these are in the Freshman class. This 
is exclusive of students taking only music or art work. With an entirely 
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reorganized and modernized course of study, well-equipped laboratories, 
increased and competent professors, the school well deserves the confi- 
dence and hearty support of the Conference, and must have it, or fail of 
its high possibilities. s } 

The School of Medicine, under Dean Widney, continues its successful 
work with constantly-increasing patronage and honor, and the School 
of Theology, under Dean Cochran, is getting into effective shape in its 
new location at West Los Angeles, and this year has a number of stu- 
dents. The School of Music has been reorganized, with Professor F. A. 
Bacon, so well and favorably known in the musical world of Southern 
California, as Dean. A College of Commerce has been added this year, 
under Professor J. G. Cross of Chicago, of national reputation as the 
author of the ‘Cross Eclectic System of Shorthand.” Other Depart- 
ments, such as Art and Elocution, are well provided for, but the detailed 
showing for all these schools will be given in the reports of the Boards 
of Directors and Trustees, and need not be stated here. With thanks to 
God for His blessing and to my brethren for hearty and harmonious co-

SAN DIEGO DISTRICT. 


The San Diego District is as large as the states of Massachusetts, 
Connecticut and Rhode Island combined. The territory comprises all of 
San Bernardino, Riverside, Orange and San Diego counties with a small 
portion of Los Angeles county. 

Extensive travelers have styled our section the Garden spot of the 
world, and a noble band of Gospel ministers have been seeking to make 
this earthly paradise as glorious in holiness as it is as beautiful in scen- 
ery, rich in production, and balmy in climate. 

Among the thirty-eight pastors and five superannuates, we report 
to the praise of God that during the year none have died and none have 
gone to other denominations. 

In giving a brief review of the work I will only mention the names 
of pastors where changes have occurred. ° 

Rev. F. H. Beck ably supplied Fairview until April lst, when he was 
unable to continue. Rev. Harry S. Ryder was immediately appointed, 
eae pee done good service. Newport has been added to this appoint- 
ment. 

Moreno was well supplied for about six weeks by Rev. R. L. Snyder 
when he was released to take work on the Fresno District. 

_ West Highlands and Idlewild is a new charge organized April 1st, 
with my son Lincoln H. Caswell as supply. R. C. Westenberg has been 
in charge the past month. 

_ National City, Otay and Oneonta charge has been divided. Na- 
tional City has been made a station with Rev. Johnathan Verity of the 
Cincinnati Conference as supply. 

Rev. A. W. Pottle after supplying Beaumont and Banning for nine 
months returned to his home in the Maine conference. 

Rev. S. H. Enyeart of the Southwest Kansas conference supplied the 
vacancy during the remaining three months. 

; Failing health caused Rev. H. Tratt to resign the Murrietta charge 
in the middle of the year. Asa result of special evangelistic services 
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some sixty conversions were reported. Rey. J. H. Avery has accom- 
died a grand work at this appointment during the closing months of 
e year. 
n Glendora keeps her pastor five years and both pastor and people are 
appy. 

Covina has enjoyed a year of victory all along the line. The coming 
of the S. P. R. R. will make this an important station. 

Lordsburg, like Minerva—of full age and size—springs into a strong 
appointment. The membership has been trebled, the church furnished 
and a parsonage in view. 

Highlands, created a station at the last Conference, has had a pros- 
perous year. The church has been furnished, blessed revivals enjoyed, 
and all the work well cared for. i 

Fullerton and Anaheim dwell in love, peace and welfare. 

Colton comes up smiling and happy after another period of the 
greatest harmony. The congregations are large, the collections all in 
full, and the pastor requested to return for a third year. 

Rialto has suffered from financial depression, but a more devoted 
people cannot be found in the Conference. This charge has been splen- 
didly cared for, notwithstanding the illness of the pastor and wife, who 
are now fully restored. 

Riverside, nestling among.orange groves and surrounded by most 
picturesque scenery is one of the strongest societies in the district. A 
new church edifice to accommodate the large membership and the in- 
creasing congregation is a great need and must be supplied in the near 
laba This is the banner charge in the amount raised for benevo- 
ences. 

The splendid church edifice at San Bernardino has been well filled 
during the year. The various departments are all in flourishing condi- 
tion. The parsonage has been extensively refitted and refurnished for 
the queen of the household. 

Ontario, beautiful for situation, celebrated for her productions, her 
cordial people, her institution of learning, bids fair to become a star of 
the first magnitude. Her membership has advanced fifty per cent, her 
missionary collection doubled and all others much increased. The 
church building has been remodeled into a new structure with morethan 
two-fold its former seating capacity, at an expense of about $2000. 

Ramona, though famous in name, is well nigh invisible. 

The society at Cucamonga is being resurrected with a good hope of 
immortality. ; 

Otay and Oneonta haye been grandly prospered against all odds of 
devastating flood. The new church at Otay, built in spite of reverses, 
was dedicated on Sunday, Aug. 26th, 1895, with all indebtedness in 
good subscriptions. This enterprise is about to be reproduced at 
Oneonta. ? 

Arlington and East Riverside, through a blessed revival, more than 
doubled her membership. The benevolences are largely in excess of last 
year. Anew church is projected at Arlington. , 

South Riverside has had the greatest revival of her history. The 
society is prospered along alllines. | ; 

Whittier, the gem of the foot hills, the home of the Quaker, is a 
growing town and contains a flourishing society. Reports will be more 
than abreast of former times. 160 boys from the Reform school have 
attended the early morning service for six months of the year. k 

Santa Fe Springs has had a good year, and an additional appoint- 
ment is to be added to make it a self-supporting work. : 

At Orange fifty-three were received into the church at a single ser- 
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vice. The revival was an overwhelming victory. The church has been 
enlarged and refurnished at an expense of $1400. This year has been 
one of triumph. : 

Santa Ana was thoroughly aroused by the Yatman meetings, and 
being out of debt is taking initiatory steps toward a new house of wor- 
ship. 
e Oreaaeiie is the strongest circuit on the district, growing steadily 
all the while. 

Westminister is about to purchase a new parsonage. It has had a 
good revival, increased the collections, and been blessed generally. 

The Artesia church has been crowded to the doors, both at the 
preaching services and the Sunday Schools. The Sunday School has 
twice its former attendance. The revival spirit has continued through- 
out'the year. Rev. I. R. Lovejoy, pastor of this church, has been trans- 
ferred to the Puget Sound Conference and Rev. W. H. Jennings comes to 
the Southern California Conterence in exchange. 

San Jacinto brings news of concord and victory. The extensive re- 
vival influenced the society to enlarge the church edifice, which it hopes 
to do in the near future. This has been a year of jubilee for San Jacinto. 

Winchester and Hemet has enjoyed revivals at both appointments. 
A new church is projected at Hemet and $700 is subscribed. 

Perris, rising Phoenix like out of dust and ashes, stands erect and 
strong with her face set toward the future. The church has been beau- 
tifully furnished, the membership more than doubled, and a new and 
flourishing appointment added. 

Elsinore, famous for her hot springs, her lake and mountains, has 
passed a year of revival triumphs and spiritual refreshings. 

Escondido has had a good revival and fine congregations. The 
church is keeping pace with the rapidly growing town. 

Fallbrook is once more reached by the railroad. The people are 
therefore hopeful and happy. The revival was aseason of great triumph. 
The camp meeting held in the finest grove in the Conference was a 
success. 

San Diego First Church has the largest membership on the district 
and though struggling with an enormous indebtedness, she has done 
more grandly than ever in generous giving to benevolences, to salaries, 
and general expenses of the church. The heroism displayed in the past 
by this people will carry this great enterprise to a successful conclusion. 
More than 100 new members have been added this year. 

San Diego Central is all alive with victory. Revivals, both financial 
and spiritual, have blessed the church. Last year some $1600 of debt 
was paid, and this year $650 additional of the Church extension debt 
has been canceled, and an elect lady is ready to pay one-half of the last 
$1600 of what was once supposed to be an insurmountable debt. 

Coronado waits still to be fully crowned as queen of the South. 

Rev. Stanley Wilson owing to failing health has returned to Canada. 

Ensenada, our only foreign appointment, has hada vear of some 
success. 

Garden Grove, where the annual camp meeting and district Confer- 
ence were held, has triumphed gloriously. The old church has been 
built over into a new edifice, at an outlay of $1500 and already its 
walls have resounded with the shouts of forty converts. A 

Redlands, the poem of nature, set to music of birds and flowers, is 
one of the strongholds of our church. The large audiences absolutely 
compelled the enlargement of the church building, which was done at a 
cost of $2500. Beside the special tevival services, which were abund- 
antly fruitful, the Sunday and Thursday evening services have continued 
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the revival with unabated interest. Redlands’ Methodism, like the city, 
1s set upon a hill surrounded by the everlasting mountains and her 
light is seen through all our bounds. 5‘ 

Chaffey College, located at Ontario, is grandly moving onward. 
Dean William Trafton Randall, A. M. has guided the institution with 
a master hand. The well selected corps of teachers, together with the 
students are enthusiastic co-workers with the Dean in carrying forward 
the interests of the College. We find college spirit and religious spirit 
hand in hand in all departments of the school. May Chaffey ever be 
able to exclaim, ‘Those that Thou gavest me I have kept, and none of 
them is lost.” 

_ The Chinese Mission work at San Diego under the able leadership of 
First Church is in a pleasing condition. At the Sunday services there is 
an average attendance of twenty-five, and about twenty at the day 
school. A number of conversions are reported. i 

One Epworth League Convention; two camp meetings; two district 
Conferences; four Woman’s Foreign and Woman’s Home Mission con- 
ventions have been held. Thus the entire district has been brought into 
sympathetic feeling, close fellowship and harmonious endeavor. 

Four of the parsonages have been made happy this year by the in- 
troduction of bran new babies, some of whom are advancing rapidly 
toward the ministry as they are already exhorting without a license, 
taking the text, ‘‘ The voice said, cry, and I said, what shall I ery.” 

It is a cheering fact that we come with four young men applicants 
for admission on trial. R. C. Westenberg, a graduate of Boston Uni- 
versity, G. W. Coultas and Lincoln H. Caswell, soon to graduate from 
the Southern California University, and Carl M. Ross of Redlands. 

Harry W. White, a supply has just organized a new society at Chino 
with forty members. The Baptists of the town have offered us the use 
of their church and congregation if we return Bro. White for the com- 
ing year. 

A monthly preachers’ meeting has been well sustained in the nortb- 
ern portion of the district. 

I have endeavored to keep in touch with the pastors and charges by 
extensive correspondence and printed circulars. 

At the beginning of the third quarter I was ill and rested four Sun- 
days. Since which time I have continued to this day. The past twelve 
months has been one of abiding peace and victory to my soul. Our 
motto has been a revival in every charge, in every heart and the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost for the entire membership. 

I found a faithful band of ministers upon this work of whom the 
world and some of the official members are not worthy. They have 
been climbing every hill, threading every valley, visiting every glen, 
preparing the way for the coming of Christ in the golden clime of Callt- 
fornia. A noble company of heroines have stood with their husbands 
in toil and trial and triumph, and in the day ofrewards no inferior 
glory shall be theirs. 

Not least among this band are the superannuated heroes, who have 
grandly responded to calls for occasional service, while they have been 
waiting for the chariot to bear them away to heavenly mansions. God 
bless and keep these veterans with us these many years. 

It is impossible to describe the blessedness of being brought so near 
the spiritual life and fellowship of six thousand Christian soldiers and 
this inner circle of noble Gospel ambassadors.

FRESNO DISTRICT. 


The geography of Fresno District was changed at the last session of 
the Conference, making it comprise seven counties, with parts of Los 
Angeles and Monterey added. The area is immense, and is divided by 
the Coast Mountain range into two parts, making it difficult and ex- 
pensive to pass from the one side to the other. My travels for the year 
will almost reach seven thousand miles. Every charge has been visited 
four times, with three exceptions. The work has been prosperous 
tLough difficult. The people on a large part of the territory are poor 
because of the repeated failure of crops and the low prices obtained for 
what was produced. Last year neither seed nor feed was raised leaving 
the people this year almost destitute. The ministers’ claims are small 
and only partially paid, yet they have toiled and cultivated their as- 
signed fields with as much fidelity as if receiving an adequate support. 

The following changes have taken place during the year: On the 
morning of March 22d Rey. David Allen Crowell of Los Alamos charge 
was suddenly called from labor to rest, from his earthly to his 
heavenly home. He was one of God’s noblemen, a faithful and excel- 
lent preacher. The charge sustained a great loss in his death. His son, 
Russell H. Crowell, a student in the University of Southern California, 
took up the work and carefully maintamed it to the close of the vear. 
Rev. J. W. Flemons, a supply on the Creston charge, left early.in April 
for England. Rev. R. L. Snyder, of the Minnesota Conference, filled the 
vacancy. Rev. B. A. Johnson, of Selma, returned to Indiana early in 
July with the intention of taking a course of study in De Pauw Univer- 
sity. Rev. I. G. Sigler of Traver took care of Selma. I fear the benevo- 
lent collections will not reach the apportionments because of the finan- 
cial inability of the people; but from some reports that have come to me 
‘during the past few days we will come out better than I anticipated. 

The church at Fresno has been enlarged and greatly improved under 
the successful management of the competent pastor, D. H. Gillan. At 
Bakersfield the interior of the church has been beautified, the floor cov- 
ered with a rich carpet, the whole giving the building a very tasteful 
appearance. J. H. Henry, pastor. 2 

The Sunday Schools are in a very prosperous condition. They have 
increased in number, attendance and efficiency; their officers and teach- 
ers have improved in skill and capability, more money is being expended 
from year to year for books, papers, and other requisites, and the re- 
‘sults in Biblical knowledge, in greater intelligence, and accessions to the 
church are very encouraging. 

Strong Epworth Leagues have been organized in many of the 
charges, and our young people are giving them enthusiastic support. 
With wise guidance these bands of young disciples will prove exceedingly 
helpful to the church. The Epworth League has become a giant in 
strength and is as beneficent as strong. % 
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In looking back over the term now closing, I see that the contribu- 
tions to benevolences have advanced from year to year, not witha great 
bound, but regularly as could be expected while times have been hard 
and heavy demands have been made for improvements and the liquida- 
tion of old debts. ' 

We are humbled as we look back over the past six years because of 
our meagre success, and yet we are not without some consolation in 
that we have not labored in vain. In most charges the membership has 
been increased. Several new organizations have been formed; the 
value of church property largely increased; old debts paid, and the 
spiritual advance of the membership is the most notable of all. 

The Fresno District is manned by a body of preachers who are not 
outranked in mental ability, loyalty to God and the church, personal 
piety, courageous manhood, and the elements that give success by any 
in the Southern California Conference, 

Our personal relations with them and their people have been such 
that the keenest pain of our ministerial life comes now in severing the 
ties that have bound us together so long. Six of the most laborious 
and happy years of my life have been passed with these noble, Godly 
men, their families and their people. ; 

We went on the District enjoying good health both in body and 
soul, and such have been our physical and spiritual surroundings that 
we leave it as strong in body and as sweet in spirit as when we went 
on it. 

In taking our adieu, we invoke the blessing of God the Father, Son, 
and Holy Ghost to be upon and remain with the preachers, their fam- 
ilies and the people of Fresno District forever.

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STATE OF THE CHURCH, 


_ The Church of God, like the family and civil government, is a divine 
institution, therefore unique in its composition, work and aims. It em- 
braces two important, powerful and mysterious factors—God and man. 
God and man working together for the accomplishment of the salvation 
of a lost race, and the building up of a world-wide Christian civiliza- 
tion. The Methodist Church of the world, and the Methodist Church 
in rhage California are co-operating with God in this sublimest of 
work. 

What God, through the ministers and members of the Church, hath 
wrought during the past year, it cannot be fully told. Wethank God 
for the large number of conversions; for the number of churches and par- 
sonages that have been built or improved; for the work done by the pul- 
pit; by Christian homes; by the Sabbath Schools and Epworth 
Leagues, but this work, gratifying as it is, does not represent all that 
God hath wrought. Nota few pastors and members have labored hard 
and faithfully under such environments as called for patience, faith, 
charity and heroism, without seeing many visible results; and yet they 
have done a work of preparation, of sowing good seed, that others wiil 
reap. “One man sows, and another reaps.’’ Men often crown the 
reaper, but forget the sower. God remembers both. 

The Church never had as lofty ideals of what she ought to be and do 
as now, her sympathy for all classes was never as broad and strong as 
now — especially the labor classes that have given their brains and 
muscles to building up large fortunes without adequate compensation. 
This would seem to be logically inevitable, as she began her work 
among the laboring classes, and they have constituted the strongest 
spiritual force of her history. She must still plan and labor to gather 
them into the fold of Christ, and care for all their interests, or she will 
prove false to her mission. And, if we read the signs of the times cor- 
rectly, there is danger at this point. We have entered upon a new era— 
one that will be filled with grandest movements to benefit the laboring 
classes—classes which, during this century have made marvelous advan- 
ces intellectually, spiritually and socially. So that, while the Church 
must advocate that justice shall characterize all legislative enactments 
concerning capital, she must insist upon justice being done to labor. Sh 
must not hesitateto condemn all tyrannous and unjust monopolies that 
crush the poor and needy and rob the laborer of his rights. She has, 
thank God, pronounced the infamously wicked and murderous monop- 
oly—the liquor traffic—an uninitigated curse, which “cannot be licensed 
without sin.’”’ Let her now, in the clearest and most emphatic manner, 
pronounce that the people who vote to license this colossal enemy of 
our republic, this greatest destroyer of our homes, this most malignant 
toe of our schools and churches, and the murderer of millions of souls 
CANNOT DO IT WITHOUT sIN. Then let her pulpits ring out this logical 
conclusion of her position all over our whisky-cursed land. The results 
that would follow would be of immense benefit to the homes of the la- 
boring classes; as well as the cause of Christ. 

The limits of our report will not permit us to speak of the very 
hopeful state of thought in our Church concerning the great questions’ 
now agitating society. The people are understanding Christ and His 
teaching much better than they did a century ago, a fact which, if we 
mistake not, makes it necessary for the Church to adopt new methods 
of work. She must be very careful in building her houses of worship 
where—to a large extent, at least—the laboring classes live. She must 
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not leave them churchless in order to accommodate a few wealthy fami- 
lies. Then, in the great centers of population, where live the heathen 
of Christian America, some kind of a ‘‘ Forward Movement’’ should be 
made to reach and Christianize them. This is the work of the Church, 
and it can, if it will, do it much better than aay private enterprise. 

Again, what is the state of thought about the multiplication of very 
-eostly churches? Is it not this, that Methodism needs churches, not so 
much for-show as for comfort and conveniences for Christian work? We 
have more faith in the old, old Gospel, and a living, active, spiritual, so- 
‘cial church spreading Scriptural holiness over these lands, than in artis- 
tic music, church millinery and magnificent architecture accomplishing 
such results. Where Methodism has spiritually and socially live 

~churches, there the /aboring classes go. “Faith without works is 
dead ;”’ and the Church that works not, dies, as laws governing life de- 
cree. 

A correspondent of the New York ‘“‘Advocate”’ says that Bishop Vin- 

‘cent showed, in his Baccalaureate sermon to the class of 1895, at Chau- 
tauqua, ‘‘that in Church life there has been all along Peter the professor, 
Paul the theologian, John the pietist, but the Church and the world of 
the twentieth century would more and more follow after James, the 
apostle of character and work.’’ But there is an imperative demand for 

““character and work” in the last years of the nineteenth century. Loud 

sand persistent, and sometimes ostentatious, professions of holiness, in 
the absence of Christian character and work, is a false representation 

‘ot Bible holiness, therefore of immense mischief to the cause of Christ. 

We close our report by stating that that there is an ever-deepening 
thought in the Church, especially among leaders in education, that 
“many parents are not sufficiently guarding the minds, hearts and reli- 
gious interests of their sons and daughters during the closing years of 
‘their education. There ought to be a voice in every pulpit in Method- 
‘ism to warn parents against sending them to Godless Colleges and Uni- 
versities. The advice should be: Send them, if possible, to our institu- 
‘tions.of learning to complete their school life. Send them to our Univer- 
sity, located in Los Angeles. 

Brethren, a brighter day is dawning. With our Sunday Schools, 
Epworth Leagues, an intelligent, faithful pulpit, and a live membership, 
all baptized with the Holy Spirit and common sense, what will not God 
ge for us the coming year if we do not hinder Him?

While your Committee on Sabbath Observance hail with joy the 
victories gained from New York to California, in the enactment and 
enforcement of better Sunday laws, we believe the American people are 
not yet fully awake to the needs of the hour. We deplore the fact of so 
many Sunday excursions in our sunny land, and believe they not only 
tend to worldliness, and separation of the people from the Church of 
God, but are positive promoters of crime. Workmen are overburdened, 
and deprived of the God-given right to enjoy the blessings of home life 


given to many on that day only, and are prevented from attending 
divine services. 

So long as the Methodist ministry and laity travel by rail, or by 
other money-making conveyance on God’s holy day, thus becoming 
partakers with the owners thereof in requiring men to work on that 
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day, the cause of Christ will be reproached and the Church greatly 
hindered, if not preyented, in the advancement of correct teaching and 
sentiment regarding said day. 

We believe the proper observance of the Sabbath to be an index to 
the moral condition of the community. Overthrow the Sabbath and 
you will destroy one of the great bulwarks of civilization, the honor 
and pride of a Christian people. This is not only a moral question— 
it is intellectual, industrial, and political. Therefore, 

Resolved, That while we recognize the existing difference between 
the legal and sacred Sabbath, and do not believe in the union of Church 
and State, and we recognize the fact that the legislature cannot enact 
laws to compel men to keep the Sabbath religiously, yet we do believe 
a law can and should be enacted requiring the observance of one day 
in seven as a day of rest, and that such a law would be for the preserva- 
tion of morals, health, and general welfare of the people. 

Resolved. That we recognize the first of the week to be the Sabbath, 
and believe the largest interests of the Church demand that this day 
be held sacred therefore, we will not only cease from all secular work, 
and from traveling in public conveyances on said day, even for the 
purpose of reaching an appointment; but we earnestly urge all Metho- 
dist people to do the same, and to refrain from attending all Sunday 
amusements and excursions. 

Resolved, That we will co-operate with every rightly-directed effort 
to secure and enforce such legislation as will give California a day of 
rest, and that we recognize the Sunday League of America as a power 
in the promulgation of better laws and sentiment on this question, and 
we are glad to have a member of our Conference, Rev. Edward Thom- 
son, LL. D., at the head of said League, and we most respectfully ask 
Bishop Warren to reappoint him to this work. :

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON UNIFORM EXAMINATIONS. 


We recommend :— 


Section 1. That the Presiding Elder shall nominate, for the ap- 
roval of the Presiding Bishop, a Board of twenty examiners, who 
shall meet at once, and organize by selecting one as chairman and one 
tary. 
mt ‘They shall divide themselves into five classes, of four members each, 
in such manner that one class shall retire each year. _ 

They shall arrange the plan of work for the ensuing year, and cause 
the same, with such suggestions as to methods of study and examina- 
tion as they may deem proper, to be published in the Conference min- 
Soar utiaiibies in the Board, from any cause occurring, between Confer- 
ence sessions, shall be filled temporarily by the Board of Examiners. 

Sec. 2. All examinations in the four years’ Course of Study shall 
be written, and sball be marked on a scale of one hundred (100). At 
least sixty-five (65) must be obtained in any study to pass, average to 
pe seventy-five (75) per cent., and no student shall be required to take 
a second examination on any subject in which he has obtained the 
above mark. Should any student fail in his examination, the Board 
may recommend that he be advanced to the next year’s class, on con- 
dition that he make up such deficiency during the ensuing year, but no 
student shall be recommended to Deacon’s or Elder’s Orders, or to mem- 
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bership in the Conference, until he shall have passed satisfactory exam- 
mations on all subjects requisite thereto. : 

Sec. 3. The chairman shall have general charge of the work, with 
full power to provide for all exigencies. He shall, by and with the 
advice of the members of the Board, assign the studies among them in 
such a manner that each examiner, as far as practicable, shall have 
charge of the same subjects during his entire term of service. 

Sec. 4. Each member of the Board shall prepare questions on the 
studies assigned him for use in the examinations, and shall send a copy 
thereof to the Chairman of the Board, at least ten days before the time 
of the Annual Conference. 

Src. 5. All examinations shall be held at the place of conference, 
beginning at nine o’clock the day preceding the opening of Conference 
session. 

One member of each section of the Board shall be elected Secretary, 
by and for his section to report the examination, not later than the 
morning of the second day of Conference, to the Chairman of the Board, 
who shall report them to the Conference. 

Sec. 6. The Secretary shall keep in a book, prepared for that pur- 
pose, an accurate record of the proceedings of the Board and of all 
examinations. A copy of the same shall be filed annually with the 
Conference Secretary for preservation. 

Sec. 7. The Board shall meet from time to time during the Con- 
ference, to consider such changes in the plans and methods of examina- 
tion as they may deem advisable to recommend to the approval of the 
Conference, and at all other times at the call of the Chairman or of 
three members of the Board. 

Sec. 8. This plan shall take effect immediately upon its adoption.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BIBLE CAUSE. 

We rejoice in the continued prosperity of the American Bible Society, 
and hereby heartily endorse its work. Nothing is more vital to the 
growth of Christianity at home and abroad than the spread of the 
Word of God; and we regard as graciously prophetic the distribution of 
three quarters of a million portion of the Bible during the past year in 
foreign lands, especially the very noteworthy dissemination in Japan— 
among the soldiers during the recent war. 

We regret the fact that this work does not rest on the heart of the 
church asit should, asshownin the dimininishing financial support, 
seriously curtailing the work of the Society (for calls from every land 
have to go unheeded for lack of funds), and we earnestly urge on the 
Conference greater efforts during the ensuing year. 

Our own Society—the Southern California Bible Association—has 
been doing excellent work, having during the past year visited, through 
its colporteurs, over four thousand five hundred families, supplied one 
hundred and twenty-eight destitute families and threehundred and thir- 
ty-nine individuals with the Word, besides donating eight hundred and 
forty copies to Sunday schools in this section; and we hereby heartily 
commend its work to the confidence of our entire church. if 

We are glad to welcome again in our midst, Rev. Jno. Thompson, D. 
D., the agent of the Bible Society, and express our gratitude to God for 
preservation of his life so long in this glorious work,

the majority of crimes of this land; and 
; WHEREAS, the blame for much of the disturbance in Socialistic labor 
circles must be laid at the door of this wretched business, and 

WHEREAS, we view withgreat alarm the indifferent attitude of many 
Christian people, not to say Christian ministers, and : 

WHEREAS, we believe that there is little or no hope of accomplishing 
the destruction of this infernal business through the old political parties; 
be it therefore 

Resolved, First. That we look with hope and encouragement upon 
the work done by Mr. Theodore Roosevelt in the city of New York, and 
sincerely believe that if the same earnest spirit of reform were shown by 
the police commissioners in all our cities, the result would be most dis- 
astrous to the liquor traffic. 

Second. That we denounce all compromise with the liquor business 
in the form of temperance billiard saloons, the drinking of light wines 
and beers, and the use of intoxicating liquors in cooking, as subversive 
of the principles of temperance and sobriety, and exceedingly dangerous 
to habits of temperance amongthe youth of our country; and that we 
discountenance any use of power. social, financial or political, which 
depends in any way for its sustenance upon the rum power. 

Third. That we cordially commend to the members of this Confer- 
ence the principles embodied in the constitution of the Philadelphia Con- 
ference Prohibition League. 

Fourth. That we consider the alliance work presented by Dr. A. J. 
Kynett, of great importance, and that we will do all in our power to 
recommend this special feature of the work to the people of our respec- 
tive charges. 

Fifth. That as voters we will support no man for any political 
office who will not pledge himself to oppose the licease of the liquor traf 
fic in any form. 

Resolved, Sixth. That the London §. S. Union has our hearty co-op- 
eration and endorsement of their plan to set apart one Sunday of each 
vear as Temperance Sunday and that we commend the fourth Sunday 
of November of each year as the annual temperance Sunday for the 
Southern California Conference. 

Resolved, Seventh. That we request that our ministers shall preach 
or caused to be preached, in our several churches, a temperance sermon 
on said fourth Sunday of each year. : 

Resolved, Eighth: That we at this time wish to record our appreci- 
ation of the action and example of the city of Pasadena in the complete 
prohibition of the sale of spirituous liquors, and that we as ministers 
will publish the fact of said example in our congregations for the pur- 
pose of inspiring our people to take like action and to finally relegate 
the cause of the rum power to the deepest depths of the bottomless pit.

Your Committee would suggest that two or three things be kept 
prominently before the minds of the Methodist Episcopal Church: 
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First. That our “Book Concern’ does not exist merely as a money- 
making enterprise, but primarily for the purpose of furnishing suitable 
literature to our people. bee 

Second. That whatever money is made does not go to the enriching 
of any individual or private corporation, but is sacredly applied to the 
relief of the worn-out preachers of our church and their dependent fam- 
ilies. 

Third. That the publications of our “Book Concern” are as cheap 
as those of any other house, whose work is of equal grade and merit, 
and when Methodists patronize other publishers to the neglect of our 
own, they do our superanuates an injustice, if not commit the sin of 
those who provide not for their own house. 

And yet we have reason to fear that thousands of dollars are annu- 
ally diverted from our conference claimants by a lack of consideration 
and the alienation of patronage in other directions. 

We have been highly gratified by the presence of Dr. Homer Eaton, 
the first agent of our ‘‘Book Concern,”’ who has visited our Conference, 
we have listened with pleasure to his encouraging reports, and record 
our grateful appreciation of the $1077, which has fallen to our Confer- 
ence claimants out of the $120,000 profits of the past year. 

We regard it important, as urged by Dr. Eaton, that our depository 
at San Francisco become a strong and self-sustaining institution, and 
pledge ourselves to co-operate more fully with our worthy agent, Dr. J. 
D. Hammond, in his efforts to attain this end, by ordering our books, 
and periodicals more generally from that depository. 

Whereas since our last Annual Conference our venerable brother, the 
Rev. B. F. Crary, D. D., has been called from a long life of faithful labor, 
to blessed and triumphant reward, therefore 

Resolved, That in his decease the church has lost adevoted and loyal 
servant, a character conspicuous for Christian nobility, an able editor 
and a superior preacher of the Word of God, and our sincere sympathy 
is extended to his bereaved companion. 

Loyalty to Methodism, and the intrinsic value of the ‘California 
Christian Advocate,” demand our personal patronage, and our hearty 
efforts to increase its circulation. The reduction of the price to $2.00 
per year should enable us to add largely to our lists of subscribers. 

We have been permitted to greet its present editor and listen to his

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COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 


Your committee takes pleasure in noting the progress of Christiaw 
education in our Church. We commend the work done by our general 
boards of education, represented so ably by Dr. C. H. Payne, as secre- 
tary. This board, in its University Senate, has been helpful to all our 
colleges by its work of general supervision. Besides this, the commend- 
able work of aiding needy students has steadily progressed. More than 
fifteen hundred were aided last year, in one hundred and thirty-eight: 
institutions of learning; about three-fourths of these are preparing for 
the ministry or mission field. 

It will be of special interest to us to know that seventeen of this: 
number are within the bounds of our own Conference. The amount 
given was $775.00, being $300.00 more than our collections for that 
cause. We urge a more decided interest in the observance of Children’s. 
Day, with an increase in the collections all along the line. The disci- 
pline requires the collection on that day be not divided with any other 
connectional interest. Let us obey it! 

The steady growth and expansion of our American University at 
Washington is highly gratifying. The assets, including a campus, 
worth $35,000, amounts to about one million dollars. The hall of 
history, to cost $150,000, has been ordered built. The Epworth 
Leaguers are asked to contribute one dollar each for an Epworth Hall. 
We approve this appeal, and recommend this great denominational 
institution to the prayers and support of this Conference. 

Coming to the work of our own University of Southern California, 
we are pleased at the reorganization of its boards into simpler forms, 
the strengthening of its faculties and the decided increase in the attend- 
ance of students. 

We have beard with much pleasure the report of the Board of 
Directors to this body, for the past collegiate year, from which we 
gather the following facts for general informatien. 

The College of Liberal Arts, under the management of its new dean, 
M. E. Phillips, D. D., has steadily pushed ahead and now enters upon 
an era of prosperity. The faculty is increased and the course of study 
much elaborated. Modern methods and progressive plans are followed 
closely. 

The College of Music has been reorganized, with Prof. F. A. Bacom 
as dean. 

A College of Commerce has been opened, under the skillful hand of 
Prof. J. G. Cross as dean. 

A School of Art, under the noted F. De Conte, and a School of Ora- 
tory, under the management of Miss Maud Willis, are in good running 
order. 

The Maclay College of Theology has been conducted at West Los 
Angeles during the past year, with Rev. Geo. Cochran, D. D., as dear.. 
Classes for a three-years’ course of study are now open. We earnestly 
urge our young men, intending to enter the ministry, to investigate the 
advantages here offered them. The landed endowment of this schook 
remains intact, which, at a conservative valuation, is worth $45,000. 

The College of Medicine continued its successful work, by graduat- 
ing another large class last June. The present college year opens with: 
more students than ever before, while the course of study has been in- 
creased to four years. This school is an honor to us as well as to its. 
founders, Dr. J. P. Widney and his co-laborers. | FBP: 

Chaffey College, at Ontario, under the skillful management of its 
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dean, W. T. Randall, A. M., continues to prosper. The change made 
two years ago in the management of its funds was productive of i> 
creased enthusiasm among its friends and patrons. _Its work is 
thorough, and we are all proud of its high literary standing. 

Our College of Liberal Arts has been conducted for some fifteen 
years, at a comparatively small cost to the Churches of its patronizing 
territory. The generosity of its friends erected at West Los Angeles 
the excellent building on the campus; and frequent liberal gifts from 
various sources have greatly aided in the work; but at no time have 
the receipts from tuition fees and collections met the current expenses. 
At times the deficit has amounted to more than $7,000.00, which the 
Board of Directors was compelled to provide for by the sale of lots at 
West Los Angeles. 

We hereby express our high appreciation of the sacrifice in time, 
labor and money made by the directors of this institution. We com. 
mend the policy of this board in their efforts to produce a school that 
commands the confidence of all Southern California, as evidenced in the 
rapidly-increasing patronage; but the imperative necessity is now upon 
us of securing an endowment, so that the property may not be con- 
sumed in maintaining the school in its present efficiency. Therefore, we 
will co-operate with any representative of the University in any efforts 
towards this end that may be made; and we respectfully request that 
the Rev. G. W. White, A. M., be that representative. 

As you are already aware, President J. P. Widney, who gave to our 
University fifteen years of faithful service, has resigned. He has ably 
filled almost every position of responsibility in our school system. This 
long term of faithful service was inspired by generous and unselfish 
motives; was performed at the call of the Church, and was absolutely 
without financial remuneration. We regret that he has felt moved to 
sever these relations, assuring him that he is now and will ever be 
cherished in the hearts of his fellow workers. 

We recommend that the monies received from the educational collec- 
tions from San Diego District be appropriated to Chaffey College.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE OF BENEVOLENCES. 


Your committee desires to report that the benevolent collections 
have generally been faithfully taken, and the results are fairly satisfac- 
tory. The great cause of Missions calls in tones which no earnest pas- 
tor can disregard, for renewed diligence, in view of the tremendous suc- 
cesses and increasing demands of the foreign fields. Our home work also 
demands a large increase of funds in order that we may keep pace with 
the vigorous movements of our sister denominations in supplying the 
people of the United States with church buildings. 

Our Conference has raised this year $7422. Wedesire to enter our 
protest against the use of any of these consecrated funds in paying the 
salaries of pastors of expensive church experiments in the cities of the 
United States. 

The Board of Church Extension is passing through a period of se- 
vere trial in its efforts to keep pace with the needs of the hour amid the 
great financial depression. It has succeeded nobly, and has demonstra- 
ted that it is one of the mightiest arms of power which our church 
possesses for the upbuilding of Methodism. 

Our collections this year have reached the sum of $1327, which is 
alltoo small. Let us redouble our diligence in this behalf. 

We have had before us full samples of the splendid line of literature 
furnished by the officers of our Freedmen’s Aid and Southern Education 
Society. No more faithful and energetic men ever led agreat movement. 
Let us respond to their appeals and hold up their hands in this mighty 
work of redeeming the South from the curse of race prejudice and ignor- 
ance. 

Our collections this year amount to only $872, but this is a splendid 
advance upon those of last year. Let us observe the day asked for by 
the Society, and strive to raise our apportionment which is $1584. 

We recommend that all our pastors inform the literary department 
of our Epworth Leagues of the rich mine of Christian literature to be 
found in the publications of the Tract Society. Our young people will 
gladly distribute them, and no more efficient literary force can be found. 

Our Sunday School Union has received a great impetus through the 
munificent donation of Bro. F. H. Rindge, and we urge our pastors to 
vigilance in seeking new openings for schools and promptness in apply- 
ing to the Sunday School Union for aid. 

Brethren, let our motto for the coming year be ‘‘all the collections 
taken, and al/the apportionments met.”

We would also recommend to the consideration of our young wo- 
men Epworthians who are desirous of entering upon a life of special 
Christian work, the open door to the deaconess work established by our 
General Conference, and call their special attention to the excellent 
Training School now open in San Francisco. 

We further recommend, and a resolution of the Epworth League 
Workers’ Conference requests, that full statistical reports by charges be 
entered in the Conference Minutes. ‘ 

Finally, we deem it not unwise to caution our young people against 
the possibility and consequent danger of thwarting the main purpose of 
the Epworth League by allowing it to subserve the purposes of raising 
money for causes not directly connected with League work, or to be 
used as a stepping-stone to positions of honor and influence.

DEED OF TRUST. 


This Indenture, made and entered into this 14th day of September 
1895, by and between A. M. Hough and AnnieC. Hough, his wife, of the 
city and county of Los Angeles, state of California, the parties of the 
first part, and John B. Green, T. E. Robinson, W. A. Knighten, Henry 
Cox, A. M. Hough, J. W. Campbell, A. C. Williams, W. S. Knott, D. M. 
Welch and C. B. Woodhead, parties of the second part, and the South- 
ern California Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, a 
corporation created and existing under the laws of the state of Califor- 
nia, the party of the third part: 

WItNEssETH as follows: That, for and in consideration of the sum 
of one dollar, lawful money of the United States in hand paid, and 
other sufficient consideration to said parties of the first part, the re- 
ceipt of which is hereby acknowledged, the said parties of the first part 

hereby grant, bargain, sell and convey unto said parties of the second 
part, as trustees, and their successors in office as herein provided, in 
trust, however, for the use and benefit of the superannuated preachers 
of the Southern California Annual Conference of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, and the widows and children of deceased preachers of said 
Southern California Annual Conference according to the terms and pro- 
visions of the Discipline of said Methodist Episcopal Church and the 

ovisions of this trust deed, that certain real property situate, lying 
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and being in the city of Los Angeles, county of Los Angeles, state of 
California, and more particularly described as follows, to wit: 

Lots thirteen (13), fourteen (14), fifteen (15) and sixteen (16) of the 
Mooney & Meyer tract as per map recorded in the office of the County 
Recorder of said Los Angeles county, in Book 9, page 71 of Miscellane- 
ous Records. The said property or the proceeds derived from the sale of 
same, should same be sold as herein provided, shall be always kept and 
held by the trustees provided for in this trust deed and their successors 
in office as said trustees, in trust for the purpose herein designated, and 
the same shall by them be kept rented, invested or loaned so as to yield 
or produce an income, and the net annual income from said property 
shall on the first day of each and every annual session of the Southern 
California Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church be by 
the trustees under this trust deed, and their successors then in office, 
paid and turned over to the said party of the third part, which said net 
annual income shall be disbursed by the said party of the third part in 
the same manner as other funds for superannuated preachers and wid- 
-ows and children of deceased preachers, and disbursed by said Confer- 
ence, provided, however, that the said net anaual income from said 
property shall be disbursed by said party of the third part to necessi- 
tous cases only, and in such disbursments where necessities are equal, 
preference shall be given to the superaimuated preachers whose service 
in said Conference has been of longest duration, and to the widows and 
children of those deceased preachers whose service in said Conference 
was of longest duration. 

The following named of said parties of the second part are now the 
duly selected and acting directors of the Sout‘ern California Annual 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, a corporation duly in- 
corporated and existing under the laws of the state of California, to 
wit: John B. Green, T. E. Robinson, W. A. Knighten, Henry Cox, A. 
M. Hough, J. W. Campbell and A. C. Williams. And the place and of- 
fice of trustee under this trust deed of any one of the said last named 
seven persons, or his successor in the office of trustee, to wit: John B. 
Green, T. E. Robinson, W. A. Knighten, Henry Cox, A. M. Hough, J. W. 
Campbell and A. C. Williams or his successor in the office of trustee 
shall be occupied by him only so long as he is duly selected and acting 
diréctor of said corporation; and when he ceases to be such director, 
thereupon and immediately his place and office as trustee under this 
trust deed shall become vacant, which said vacancy shall be filled and 
occupied by the person who shall be duly selected as his successor as di- 
rector of said corporation. It is understood and intended that seven of 
the ten trustees under this trust deed and their snccessors shall always 
be the seven duly selected and acting directors of said corporation at 
the time, provided, however, that if at any time any person having been 
duly selected as director of said corporation should refuse to assume 
to act as trustee under this deed while retaining the office of di- 
rector of said corporation, then in that event his place as trustee shall 
be filled during his said term of office as said director by amember of the 
Southern California Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church appointed as such trustee to fill such vacancy by writing signed 
by not less than a majority of the trustees under this deed or their suc- 
cessors in office. The following named of the said parties of the second 
part, to wit: W.S. Knott, D. M. Welch and C. B. Woodhead are lay- 
men of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and they are now appointed 
trustees for one, two and three years respectively from date of this deed, 
and their successors shall be appointed for three years, that is to say, 
the term of office of W. S. Knott as trustee shall expire on the 14th day 
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of September, 1896, and the term of office of said D. M. Welch, as trus- 
tee, shall expire on the 14th day of September, 1897, and the term of 
office of said C. B. Woodhead, as trustee, shall expire on the 14th day of 
September, 1898. And the term of office of the laymen trustees shall be 
three years except as herein provided as to the present terms of said lay- 
men trustees, W. S. Knott, D. M. Welch and C. B. Woodhead. The ex- 
piration of the term of office of each and every layman trustee shall 
make a vacancy which shall be filled as is herein provided. On the 14th 
day of September, 1896, and on the 14th day of September of each and 
every year thereafter a layman of the Methodist Episcopal Church shall 
be appointed trustee as herein provided for the term of three years to fill 
the vacancy caused by the expiration of the term of one of the laymen 
trustees. That any and all vacancies occurring at any time in the office 
of layman trustee; whether by expiration of term of office or refusal to 
assume to act as trustee or otherwise, shall be filled by the appointment 
of a majority of the trustees under this deed, or their successors then in 
office, from the laymen of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and such ap- 
pointment shail be in writing signed by such majority. All appoiut- 
ments of.laymen trustees to unexpired terms shall only be for the unex- 
pired part thereof. That any seven or more of the ten trustees under 
this deed, or their successors then in office, if they should deem it best to 
sell said real property, and reinvest or loan the proceeds of such sale, 
may at any time by their joint act sell and convey the said real prop- 
erty, and may invest or loan the proceeds of such sale, or purchase 
other real property with like power of sale and conveyance, but at least 
seven trustees must concur and join in every sale, conveyance, invest- 
ments, loan or purchase, and no purchase of or investment in property 
other than real property, interest bearing bonds of the United States, of 
the state of California, or of any county, city and county, city or town 
of said state of California, shall ever be made, and no loan shall ever be 
made except on adequate security on real property, and such loan must 
not be for a longer period than six years. That no trustee herein, or 
his successor in office, shall directly or indirectly, for himself or as a 
partner or agent of others, borrow any of said trust funds of said trus- 
tees, nor shall he become an indorser or security for loans of said trust 
funds, or any part thereof, to others, nor in any manner be an obligor 
for any part of said trust moneys borrowed of or loaned by said frus- 
tees. The term “trustees,” as used in this indenture, applies to the par- 
ties of the second part and their successors in office as trustees. ‘The 
trustees and their successors in office shall serve without compensation, 
except for such service as may be done by anyone or more thereof pur- 
suant to the written employment and authority of seven or more of the 
trustees or their successors in office.

Rev. Daniel Cobb. 


Rev. Daniel Cobb, A. M., D. D., was born in Marcellus, Onandaga 
County, N. Y., November 7, 1718; and died in Los Angeles December 25, 
1894. Brother Cobb was blessed with Godly parents, members of the 
M. E. Church, through whose influence and teaching he wasled to Christ 
at the age of twenty years. His conversion was clear and satisfactory; 
he became a member of the church at the earliest opportunity. God 
called him into the ministry, and he scught to fit himself for that work 
by study at Onandaga Institute near Syracuse, where he remained four 
years, purposing to take a college course, but his health failed him and 
he began the active work of the ministry, joining the Oneida Conference 
in August, 1843, and was appointed to Elbridge and Lenuett circuit. 
During this pastorate he was united in marriage to Miss Polly Earle; 
four children were born to them, three of whom are living; a son in Ten- 
nessee and two daughters in Los Angeles, Cal. 

For fourteen years Bro. Cobb did excellent work in this Conference, 
filling important places and winning many to Christ. In 1857 he was 
transferred to the Minnesota Conference by Bishop Scott. This was 
comparatively a new field, and demanded hard work and heroism to 
cultivate it for the Master. Bro.Cobb had the heroism and the willing- 
ness and ability to work, and did a work unequalled perhaps by any 
other man in the field, and today to hundreds converted in that Confer- 
ence his memory is blessed. 

He was P. E., on five districts—Winona, Red Wing, St. Paul, Roches- 
ter and Minneapolis. His quarterly meetings were times of great inter- 
est and religious quickening. He was pastor of First Church, Centenary, 
Minneapolis; Jackson Street, St. Paul, Rochester and St. Anthony. 

While P. E. of Red Wing District the wife of his youth died, leaving 
his heart and home desolate. In 1858 he was married by the late Dr. 
Crary to Miss Louise M. Sherman, Preceptress of Hamlin University. 
She survives him and feels deeply the loss of a loving husband, but with . 
unwavering confidence in God says ‘It is well.’’ ra 

For twenty-five years Bro. Cobb labored in Minnesota helping in 
every good cause; enthusiastially pressing the work of God. He was 
held in high regard by his brethren, as well as by all others who knew 
him. The following evidence this: He was elected to General Confer- 
ence in 1864 by his Minnesota brethren. The same year he was elected 
Chaplain of the Sixth Minnesota Volunteers; in 1866 he was elected 
Chaplain of the Minnesota Legislature and re-elected in 1867. In 1863 
he was honored with the degree of A. M., from the Ohio State Univer- 
sity, and after coming to California with the degree of D. D., from U.S. 
Grant Memorial University. 

In 1882 Bro. Cobb was transferred to the Southern California Con- 
ference. His first appointment was Asbury M. E. Church in Los An- 
geles, from which he was buried twelve years later. After one year of 
very successful work in the church he was appointed to the Santa Bar- 
bara District, and though a laborious field he succeeded finely for two 
years, then gave it up to younger men. The balance of his work in Cal- 
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ifornia was at Central Avenue and Union Avenue churches in Los Ange- 
les, and in evangelistic services with the brethren in different places in 
the Conference. He did good work wherever he was; he was preemin- 
ently asoul winner, thousands were converted through his instrumen- 
tality, and a goodly number of these have entered the ministry. 

After 76 years of earthly life—after years of being appointed and 
transferred, the Master said it is enough and on the glad Christmas 29 
he went “sweeping through the gates, washed in the blood of the 
Lamb.” 

He is greatly missed in his home; he is missed in the church; he is 
greatly missed by all who knew him. It was hard to say ‘Good Bye”’ 
to Bro. Cobb, but we anticipate the time when we shall see him again, 
and never part. For we’ll never say good bye in Heaven. 

How joyful is the thought that lingers 
When loved ones cross death’s sea, 


That when our labors here are ended, 
With them we’ll ever be.”’

figaac Morgan Leiby. 


Isaac Morgan Leihy was born in Richland, New York, May 15, 
1810, and died at his home in Santa Monica, Cal., Sept. 18, 1895. Such 
is the brief record of a long, busy, eventful and useful life. 

His education was obtained at Wilbraham Academy. While in at- 
tendance at school, he was converted and joined the M. B. Church, and 
‘soon after received license as an exhorter, and subsequently was licensed 
as a local preacher. 

Sixty-three years ago he was united in marriage with Ruth Calkins, 
who, after more tkan sixty-one years preceded him to the land of prom- 
ise. Soon after their marriage they came West and settled in Northern 
Illinois. Here his gifts as a preacher were recognized, and he was per- 
suaded to enter the itinerancy, which he did in the Rock River Confer- 
ence in the fall of 1840. 

__ At that time the Conference embraced the northern half of Ilinois 

all the territory of lowa and Wisconsin. There is put one minister now 
living who was a member of the Conference at that time. When the 
‘Conference was divided he cast his lot with the Wisconsin Conference, of 
which he remained a member until transferred to the California Confer- 
~ence in 1859. 

While a member of these Conferences, he was assigned to the most 
important charges. He served as Presiding Elder fortwo terms. He 
was Superintendent of the Scandinavian Mission for the entire North- 
west; he was also one of the promoters, and for several years trustee 
of Lawrence University at Appleton. : 

He represented his Conference in the General Conference of 1856. and 
was Chairman of the Committee on Episcopacy, one of the most impor- 
tant committees of that session. 5 

In 1859 he was transferred to the California Conference, of which he 
remained a member until the organization of the Southern California 
Conference. After filling the appointments at Ione City and Petaluma 
whe was appointed Presiding Elder of the Humbolt District, which in- 
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eluded Northern California and Nevada. He was a member of the Gen- 
eral Conference of 1868. 

At.the division of the California Conference, he became one of the 
charter members of the Southern California Conference, where he re- 
tained his membership, honored and beloved, until transferred to the 
Church of the First-born.. 

With the exception of his venerable co-laborer, Adam Bland, no one 
now living had a more thorough knowledge of every appointment in 
both Conferences, or a wider circle of acquaintances and friends. 

His first appointment in this Conference was San Bernardino, then a 
small Mexican village, where he labored hard under great depression 
and with heroic self-denial in laying the foundation of the Methodism of 
the present day. At the close of the year he had received but six dollars 
in money for his salary. This made it necessary for him to borrow 
money to meet his expenses in attendance at Conference, which met in 
San Francisco, a distance of five hundred miles, the journey being made 
in a private conveyance. When sent to Pomona he found but six mem- 
bers; he lived to see a society of six hundred. Subsequently he was ap- 
pointed Conference Agent of the American Bible Society, and in that ca- 
pacity visited every charge in the Conference. For several years past he 
has been superannuated, but not idle or inactive. He has regularly 
taught a Bible class in Sabbath, School, preached once a month at the 
Soldiers’ Home, and during the last year he visited the churches in San 
Francisco, Alameda, Burbank, Compton, Florence, Artesia, Santa Ana 
and Pomona, and when asked to preach, always complied. On Sunday, 
September 8th, he taught his Bible class in the morning, preached at the 
Soldiers’ Home the next day, attended the Ministers’ Meeting at Los 
Angeles, taking an active part in the discussion of the question before 
the meeting, attended a meeting of the Board of Trustees of the church 
at Santa Monica, and that night was stricken with the disease of which 
he died. 

Brother Leihy was a man of far more than ordinary stamp of mind 
and character, In the clearness of bis perception, the strength of his 
memory and soundness of his judgrnent he was pre-eminent. He was 
a man of great decision of mind and character; he was a positive man. 
This fact rendered more conspicuous the mistakes which are common to 
men. 

His was an eventful life. Born during the first decade of the present 
century, he witnessed the advent of every invention and discovery that 
made the century famous; had witnessed the unparalleled development 
of the country in population, wealth, intelligence and power; had wit- 
nessed the Church increase from one hundred thousand to two millions. 
Yet these did not outgrow hisinterest orzeal. Hekept abreast ofthe times 
in remarkable degree, It was fitting that such a life should have a 
peaceful end. Gradually and peacefully he descended the valley and sha- 
dow of death, retaining his memory, eyesight and hearing until the 
weary wheels of life stood still, and he was not, for God took him. 

Brother Leihy was a strong man, strong in mental endowment, 
strong in faith. He was a loyal man, loyal to his country, loyal to his 
Church, loyal to his ministerial vows. He loved the Church, he loved 
his brethren in the ministry, he loved God supremely. j 

His last words were, ‘‘Tell my brethren I love them; tell them all is 
well. I am almost home.” Wo. STEVENSON. 
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Rev. D. Allen Crowell. 


D, Allen Crowell was born in Blair county, Pa., April 28,1843. He 
was converted when puite young, and united with the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church. His piety and usefulness were soon recognized, and he 
was given exhorter’s license April 11, 1863, and local preacher’s liceuse 
October 29th of the same year. In 1864 he was appointed by Rev. G. 
3. Chineworth as supply on Bloody Run Circuit, Bedford county, Pa., 
Rev. G, W. Palisgrove preacher in charge. Was received on trial in the 
Erie Conference in 1866, and ordained a deacon by Bishop Kingsley 
July 19, 1868, and elder by Bishop Clark Sept. 18, 1870. 

In May, 1872, was transferred to the Nebraska Conference, where he 
labored very successfully for four years organizing societies and build- 
ing churches, in the presence of great difficulties. Was transferred to the 
Oregon Conference October, 1876, and worked there with his usual abil- 
ity and success for six years. 

During those years he was greatly bereaved, first in the death of his 
daughter Allie, Sept. 9, 1877; next the youngest daughter, Bloom, was 
taken October 29,1879. While stationed at Jacksonville 1880, the be- 
loved Terressa, who entered the itinerancy with him as a bride, fourteen 
years before, was taken. Two children were left, and survive the father, 
Olive D., an accomplished and lovely young lady, and Russell Hulbert. 

In Sept., 1881, at Jacksonville, Oregon, he was again united in mar- 
riage with Miss America L. M. Wertz. Two children came to the fam- 
ily as the fruit of this union, oue of whom died in infancy, the other, 
Harry, a beautiful boy of twelve years, whom the writer baptized and 
received on probation in the church at Los Alamos Sunday, May 19th, 
1895, remains to comfort his mother. 

Brother Crowell was transferred to the Southern California Confer- 
ence in 1882, and stationed on San Diego Circuit. Next year he was ap- 
pointed to San Jacinto. Here his health failed and at the next Confer- 
ence he was made supernumerary. In 1897 he moved to Nevada county, 
California, in search of health, and in Sept., 1893, took work in the Cal- 
ifornia Conference as a supply at Downieville, Sierra county. 

Last September he returned to his Conference, was made effective 
and stationed at Los Alamos, where he soon won the confidence and 
love of all the people, and was esteemed by all who knew him as an ear- 
nest, faithful and able minister of the Gospel. On the morning of March 
22 he fell like a faithful soldier at his post and ceased to work, but not 
to live. Only one brief hour of suffering and he passed into the painless 
realm of immortal life. 

Rey. F. L. Morrill, of Estrella, conducted the funeral services in the 
church at Los Alamos on Sunday morning, March 24th. The pulpit, 
altar and organ were tastefully draped and the church beautifully dec- 
orated with flowers. After an appropriate and excellent sermon by 
Bro. Morrill from Phil. i:21: ‘For me to live is Christ, to die is sain.” 
the body was laid to rest in the little cemetery among the green hills at 
Los Alamos to await the resurrection from the dead. At the request of 
the Presiding Elder and the people, Russell Hulburt,his eldest son, a stu- 
dent in the University of Southern California, preparing for the minis- 
try, took up the work of his father and will supply it until Conference. 
Brother Crowell was a manly, able and effective preacher. He was filled 
with a great purpose to aidin saving men. To this he was called, and 
it carried him in labor and anxiety beyond his strength; for this

he lived, and in this he died. His death wasa severe blow to his family.

Lay Electoral Conference 





The Lay Electoral Conference of the Southern California Conference, 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, met in the First Methodist Episco- 
pal Church of Pasadena, on September 27th, at 10:00 a. M. 

Pursuant to a recommendation of the Conference of 1891, this Con- 
ference was called to order by the Secretary of the former body. 

On nomination of E. M. Pyle, Watson Parish of San Diego, was 
elected temporary Chairman. 

On nomination of H.C. Sigler, William T. Randall, of Chaffey Col- 
lege, was elected temporary Secretary. 

On motion of J. M. Gunnett, voted to elect a Committee of three, on 
credentials. 

On nomination, the following brethren were elected as the 

Committee on Credentials :—Dr. F. A. Seymour, of Los Angeles; 
W. L. Cleveland, of Los Angeles; G. F. Hargis, of National City. 

On motion of Prof. M. M. Parker, voted to elect a Committee of 
three on permanent organization. 

On nomination, the following brethren were elected as the 

Committee on Permanent Organization:—Prof. M. M. Parker, of 
Pasadena; Rev. J. A. Wood, of Lincoln Park, Editor E. P. Clarke, of 
the Riverside Daily Press. 

The Chairman then announced a recess of thirty minutes. 

After being called to order, at the expiration of the recess, the Chair- 
man of the Committee on Credentials reported that the following-named 
brethren were present, bearing credentials in due form, and properly 
constituting the membership of the Lay Electoral Conference of 1895:

The Chairman of the Committee further reported that fourteen 
charges had sent women as delegates; that he had submitted the ques- 
tion of their eligibility to membership in the Conference to the Presiding 
Bishop, and that the Bishop had explained that, according to the ruling 
of the last General Conference, women are not at present eligible to 
membership in the Lay Electoral Conference. 

On motion, the report was adopted, but the Committee continued 
to consider credentials of subsequent arrivals. 

Committee on Permanent Organization reported as follows: 

Chairman—Watson Parrish, of San Diego. 

Secretary—William T. Randall, of Chaftey College, Ontario. 

Assistant Secretary—Mrs. P. H. Bodkin, of Goleta. 

On motion of D. E. Hutchins, the report was adopted, effecting per- 
manent organization. 

Being legally constituted, organized and ready for business, the Con- 
ference was now formally opened by Chairman Parrish, who called 
Senator J. E. McComas to offer prayer. 

On motion of Dr. O. T. Pratt, voted that a committee of three be 
appointed by the Chair to prepare a set of resolutions, and that all reso- 
lutions offered must be submitted to this committee. 

The following brethren were so appointed: 

Committee on Resolutions—Senator J. E. McComas, of Pomona; 
H. C. Sigler, of Los Angeles; Col. H. A. Plimpton, of Perris. 

The Chairman then announced that nominations for Lay Delegates 
to the General Conference were in order, and names of brethren to be 
considered in this relation were presented as follows: 

Gail B. Johnson, of Alhambra, by Dr. F. A. Seymour; Dr. F. A. Sey- 
mour, of First Church, Los Angeles, by Bro. B. Pearson; William T. 
Randall, of Chaftey College, Ontario, by E. P. Clarke; Charles M. 
Parker, of First Church, Pasadena, by G. F. Hargis; W. B. Barber, of 
Los Angeles, by Dr. O. T. Pratt; J. A. Williams, by E. M. Pyle. 

On motion, voted that but one speaker be allowed to second each 
nomination, and that each speaker be limited to two minutes. Bros. 
J. E. McComas and E. J. Hatch accordingly addressed the Conference. 

On motion, Conference adjourned to meet at 1.00 Pp. M. 

Afternoon session called to order at 1.10 p. M. 

Brother E. M. Pyle addressed the Conference, in regard to the ad- 
mission of women to this Conference, and moved that the action ot the 
Conference whereby that part of the report of the Committee on Cre- 
dentials, declaring their ineligibility was adopted be reconsidered. The 
motion was seconded. After another reading of the section of the last 
Discipline bearing upon this question, and further discussion, the motion 
prevailed. The report of the Committe on Credentials being thus 
adopted, with the exception of the portion thus described, Chairman 
Parrish then ruled that the fourteen women therein declared to have 
presented, in due form, certificates of election from their several Quar- 
terly Conferences were entitled to membership in this Lay Electoral 
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Conference, and he appointed certain members to announce this ruling 
to them and request their attendance. The following names were re- 
ported to the Secretary and added to the roll of members:

Moved by E. M. Hatch, that the Conference receive and consider the 
report of the Committee on Resolutions. Carried. 

H. C. Sigler, chairman of said committee, reported the following 
resolutions, which, on motion, were adopted by the Conference: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this Conference that our sisters be 
admitted to representation in all departments of Church work, and that 
our delegates at the coming General Conference be requested to use 
every effort for the accomplishment for this end. 

Resolved, That we are opposed to the removal of the time limit. 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this Conference that there should be 
lay representation in our Annual Conference, as well as in the General 
Conference, and our delegates to the General Conference are requested 
to use their efforts to bring about this result. 

Resolved, That we heartily and wnqualifiedly declare ourselves in 
favor of the total prohibition of the manufacture and sale of all intoxi- 
cating liquors, for use as a beverage, and pledge ourselves to vote for 
no man for office who is not in full sympathy with this resolution. 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this Conference that the next Gen- 
eral Conference should formulate and adopt some plan whereby the 
entire Methodist Church shall be aroused and stimulated to come up 
to her great obligation and responsibility in generous care for the veter- 
ans, or superannuated ministers of our Church, their wives and children, 
and we request our delegates to do all in their power to bring about 
this greatly desired end. 

The candidates were then invited to state their attitude toward the 
questions involved in the above resolutions. This was briefly done by 
all whose names had been presented to the Conference. 

Moved by Senator McComas that the Conference proceed to the elec- 
tion of delegates. That, in voting, each ticket shall contain the names 
of two persons to be voted for; that, after each ballot, the name having 
the least number of votes should be dropped, and that a majority of all 
votes cast at any ballot should be necessary to elect. Motion prevailed. 

The Chairman appointed Brothers J. E. McComas, M. M. Parker, 
Hargis and Sovereign as tellers, to receive and count the votes. 

On first ballot, the following result was announced : 

Total number of votes, 61. Necessary for a choice, 32. William T. 
Randall was found to have received 38, and was therefore declared 
elected delegate. 

On second ballot, the following result was announced: ; 

Total number of votes, 63. Necessary for a choice, 32. J. A. Wil- 
liams was found to have received 37, and was also declared elected dele- 

ate. 
: On motion, the election of both delegates was declared unanimous. 

Moved, by J. E. McComas, that C. M. Parker and F. A. Seymour, 
having the next highest number of votes, be made the alternates of the 
first and second delegates, respectively. 

The following plan for the entertainment of the Annual Conferences 
was presented by Prof. M. M. Parker, and, on motion, approved and 
recommended by the Conference: 


64 MINUTES OF THE 


First. It is recommended that the District Stewards estimate the 
expenses for Conference entertainment on the basis of one dollar per 
day for each member of Conference, including official visitors, and for 
each delegate to the Lay Electoral Conference, for the whole number of 
days such entertainment is required. 

Second. That an apportionment of this estimated expense be made 
to the Churches in the usual manner. 

Third. That the Annual Conference adopt this plan, and provide 
for placing this collection in the regular collections of the Church. 

The usual collection for the publication was taken, and reported to 
amount to $7.49. 

A communication was read from the ‘‘ Lay Association of the Cin- 
cinnati Annual Conference,” asking that this Conference present a me- 
morial to the next General Conference, asking for equal lay and minis- 
terial representation in the General Conferences of the Church. Also, 
recommending the organization of a similar Lay Association within the 
bounds of this Conference. 

On motion of Dr. Seymour, the first suggestion was agreed to. 

Moved by G. W. Cook that the Chair appoint a committee of five to 
prepare such a memorial. Carried. The Chair appointed G. W. Cook 
of Los Angeles, E. P. Clarke of Riverside, Prof. M. M. Parker of Pasa- 
dena, E. M. Pyle of Santa Barbara, and Col, H. A. Plympton of Perris. 

Moved by M.M. Parker that the Chairman carry the greetings of 
ths Conference to the Annual Conference then in session. Carried. 

On motion, the Conference returned hearty thanks to the people of 
Pasadena, for their hospitality and for the many conveniences provided 
for the Conference. 

After listening to addresses from Rev. H. J. Eaton, on the interests 
of our Book Concern, and from Rev. John Thompson, for the American 
Bible Society, and after the reading and correction of these minutes, 

On motion, the Conference adjourned.

RULES OF ORDER 


Adopted 1885. 
Re-Adopted 1895. 





1. Committees of Examinations shall meet the classes on the day preceding the 
day appointed for the opening of the session of the Conference, 

2. Candidates for the Conference classes shall be marked on a scale of 100, which 
shall be the maximum, and 70 shall be the minimum. 

3. Conference shall meet at 8:30, spend a half-hour in devotional exercises, the 
regular business session commencing promptly at 9:00 and closing at 11:45 a. m. ; 

4. Theregular Standing Committees shall be appointed at the morning session 
of the first day. 

5. The Presiding Elders shall bea Committee to nominate Standing Comniittees, 

6. All motions must be reduced to writing at the request of the Secretary of the 
Conference or of the Presiding Officer. 

7. When a member wishesto speak he must arise and address the chair, but 
shall not proceed until he is properly recognized by the President. 

8. The President shall distinctly call the name of the member to whom he 
assigns the floor. 

9. Motions made and seconded, reports made and accepted, shall be deemed the 
property of the Conference, and cannot be withdrawn without the consent of the 
Conference. 

10, All motions to lay on the table, to take from the table, to indefinitely post- 
pone. shall be taken without debate. 

ir, The following motions may take precedence of the original motion and pre- 
cedence of each other in the order they arehere named: (1) To adjourntoa given 
time. (2) Toadjourn indefinitely. (3) Totake up the order of theday. (4) To lav 
on the table. (5) To move the previous question. (6) To postpone to a given time. 
(7) Torefertoa Committee. (8) Toamend. (9) To postpone indefinitely. 

1z, Members shall not be interrupted while speaking, except by the President, 
or a member through the President, 

13. All questions of privilege must be decided by the President. 

14. No members shall speak on any questions more than once until all who wish 
have spoken. No member shall speak more than ten mirlutes, except by permission 
of the Conference. 

15. The one who offers a motion or resolution may have five minutes to close the 
debate. ‘ 

16. Any person voting in the majority may move a reconsideration, but such 
motion shall not be debatable. 

17. All members are required to be present at the regular sessions of the Confer 
ence. 

18. No one is allowed to vote outside the bar of the Conference. 

19. The yeas and nays may be taken on any motion on the call of one-third of 
the members present 

20. Members are strictly forbidden to remain in the vestibule during the devo- 
tional exercises. 

2x. All reports prepared for adoption shall be presented in duplicate, one copy of 
which shall besuitably written in ink’for the printer, using one side of ‘the paper. 

a1. All persons desiring a change in their relations shall first be considered by the 
Committee on Conference Relations. 

23. Applications for admission on trial orinto full connection shall be considered 
with closed doors, and no one shall be admitted except by a two-thirds vote. 

24, Each pastor shall report in open conference his collections for missions only.

PASTORAL ADDRESS 


We greet you in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, and pray for the 
God of grace and glory to fill you with joy and peace in believing, that 
ye may abound in hope through the power of the Holy Ghost. 

God has given you a holy calling into his church militant, being call- 
ed from sin to holiness and from uselessness to power. You have the 
joy of being choice servants, doing the will of your Lord. Your pastors 
have been called into a higher sphere of holy activity, yet they are of 
like passions with yourselves and pray for your most kindly observa- 
tions upon them. Do not look upon us, neither treat us as hirelings, 
but as fellow-laborers in the Lord’s Vineyard. 

You should have a real spirit of gratitude to your Creator and Pre- 
server for his manifold blessings and extended mercies; for ‘‘ What shall 
we render unto the Lord for all his benefits toward us.”’ 

It is with pleasure we review the year that is closed. God has given 
us a Spiritual uplift in the salvation of about 3,000 souls in our Confer- 
ference; also, notwithstanding the financial depression, your liberality 
for our beloved Church has beencommendable. We are grateful for past 
faithfulness in the multitude of our members. Jesus pronounced a bless- 
ing and promised a reward to the faithful servant, which we give to 
you—‘‘ Well done, thou good and faithful servant, enter thou into the 
joy of thy Lord.” 

It gives pleasure to God and pastor to accord freedom from discen- 
sion and church discipline. With Paul, we may say ‘‘as touching broth- 
erly love, ye need not that we write unto you: for ye yourselves are 
taught of God to love one another.” Wherefore, ‘‘be ve followers of 
God as dear children and walk in love, as Christ also hath loved us.”’ 

We trust that the Word of God is more to you than a center-table 
ornament ora valuable document receptacle. We would recommend 
that you posess a handy edition of this blessed text book, then ‘Study 
to show thyself approved unto God * * rightly dividing the Word of, 
truth.” Fill yourself with it so you may say ‘Thy Word have I hid in 
my heart that I might not sin against Thee.” 

Further, ‘‘Neglect not the assembling of yourselves together as the 
manner of some is.”’ Do not consider Sabbath church attendance sufh- 
cient worship without the mid-week prayer meeting. The prayer meet- 
ing should be the power center of your church. 

We bemoan the loss of even the form of the old-time class meeting in 
many churches. Revive this means of grace and mingle with each other 
in exchange of Christian testimony to the saving and power to the 
honor of God. Do not allow the lodge or club to interfere with the ser-_ 
vices of the house of God. Do not toil so hard with head or hand that 
neither time nor strength is left to thus honor your Master in worship. 
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We believe our members should be revival propagators. You should 
precede your pastor in desire and effort for the salvation of souls. It 
is your children and friends who are to be saved. Be not formalist but 
spiritualized by the presence of the Holy Spirit. 

Do not neutralize God’s grace and power. Resist all substitutes for 
faith and benevolence. It is not commendable that the house of God 
should be used as a house of merchandise or opera. True faith and be- 
nevolence will not accept false methods for raising the finances of the 
church or entertaining the people. Christ taught that heart giving isa 
blessing. God is able and willing to direct the way of his church and 
provide for its support. We heartily believe God’s will is, that we 
should give systematically, no less than one-tenth of our income to the 
support of His cause. 

Do not be indifferent concerning the crying need of the helpless and 
hopeless world who are in darkness and misery without our Lord’s 
Gospel. Have an open heart to the claims of God upon your conscience 
and purse for the missionary fields. ; 

Do not be careless in regard to the reforms which are calling for 
your help. The giant curse of alcoholism stalks abroad spreading its 
poison breath to the moral infection of our nation. Other evils are only 
pigmies compared with this one. The cry of its victims calls for your 
heroic endeavor to destroy the monster. 

The laboring class under the oppression of monopoly calls for your 
prayerful sympathy and hearty co-operation to free them from their 
present condition and ills.in their life? 

We are shame-faced before the desecration of the Lord’s day. We 
call upon you to be careful observers of it, asa day sacred unto God. 
Help redeem it from being a day of visitation, pleasure and business. 

We appeal to our five thousand Epworth Leaguers to be true chil- 
dren of God and obedient to the faith, once delivered unto the Saints. 

We commend to them Paul’s injunction found in I Timothy iv: 12. 
We exhort you to be true to your church; you church vows give us a 
right to expect this from you; you have joined the church and not the 
pastor. Do not be a sponge, parasite or a church tramp! Be fixed in 
your church loyalty, giving your best thought and labor to its mainte- 
nance and promotion. 

“Finally, Brethren, be strong in the Lord and in the power of his 
might,” the most satisfying answer to a gain-saying world concerning 
the value of the Christian’s experience is a holy lite, therefore, ‘see that 
ye walk circumspectly not as fools but as wise’’; and, ‘‘may the God 
of peace, himself, sanctify you wholly; and may your whole spirit, and 
soul and body be preserved blameless unto the coming of our Lord, 
Jesus Christ.

PRESIDING ELDERS’ REPORTS. 


LOS ANGELES DISTRICT. 


I was enabled to attend 172 of the 174 quarterly conferences regularly 
announced, averaged more than three sessions per week, have paid par- 
ticular attention to titles to our properties, and carefully applied myself 
to the mass of details which my office brings under my care. The year 
has not been without its anxieties, some afflictions, occasional weariness, 
aod constant sense of additional fitness needed for all these duties. But 
my brethren have been loving and patient, and have by their loyal 

esponse to mv suggestions, and their hearty sympathy and kindly appre 
ciation greatly aided me. We love our Methodism. We believe in its 
standards, its methods and as a district are devoted to its interests. 

I found forty-chree charges on this district when I was called upon t» 
assume the responibilities ot my present office. To these charges had been 
appointed thirty-seven members of the couference, four supplies, and two 
charges were to be supplied. I found the right men for them in the 
persons of W. E. Northrup of California Conference for Sumis circuit and 
J. H. Ainsworth of Canada Methodist Church for Simi circuit 

Appointments were exchanged during the year except as: Soon after 
conference J. W. Campbell was vransferred to the N.;Y. Conference 
and stationed at Kighteenth street, New York, the pastor of which, John 
A. B. Wilson, was transferred to this conference and stationed at First 
church, Los Angeles. P. H. Bodkin entered into newspaper work in Feb- 
ruary last, and I appointed C. R. Pattee of the South Dakota Conference 
to the vacated charge, Fiorence. 

H. W. Cummings, a local preacher supplying San Pedro. was accused 
of immorality. He left for the Hast on January 21st. wis present loca- 
tion is unknown. He is now under indictment for bigamy. J. W. Stagg, - 
a member on trial in the South India conference, was appointed to suc- 
ceed Mr. Cummings, but surrendered the charge in June and was 
succeeded by A. J. Marsh of the S. W. Kansas conference. who remains to 
this day. 

Thaniae “the year three new charges were opened, as follows: Har- 
mony, Los Angeles, 45 members, J. P. Gilliland of Soutn America Con- 
ference pastor. Their new church is completed and wil be dedicated 
October 18th: Fifth street church, Los Anyeles, 25 members, a large Sun- 
day school and good congregation, M. E. Steward of Kausas conference, 
pastor; Haven church, Los Angeles, 80 members, aud all department of 
church thoroughly organized, G. M. Smith, L. P. in charge. Their new 
church was dedicated on the 20th inst. , 

The preachers have veen loyal, diligent, and in a large degree success- 
ful. Where such uniform faithfulness obtains, special commendation 
would be invidious. ‘‘Well done” is a judgment generally merited to 
those men of Goad, and we heartily give it. 

New churches have been dedicated at Downey, Santa Monica and Ha- 
ven, Los Angeles. The debt at Sespe was paid and the church dedicated 
and needed chapel built and dedicated at Fillmore, on same circuit. The 
half-wrecked church at Burbank was thoroughly repaired and the repairs 

raid for. ; 
; University church was removed about five blocks from its old location 
toa fine site on North Jefferson street, and bids fair to to soon become 
one ofthe finest home churches in the city. 

The North Pasadena Quarterly Conference determined to change the 
location of that church, the conference Board .of Location approved, a 
new lot was bargained for on the corner of Tlinois and Fair Oaxs avenue, 
and but tor the adverse financial conditions prevailing and which have 
yetarded the project for a while, we would now occupy 2 situation and 
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property which would guarantee the immédiate'and large increase of that 
church. In the meantime, some opposition to the change of location has 
arisen, and I propose at the proper time to ask the conference to give its 
judgment on the‘action of the Board of Church J.ocation, which will be 
referred to you for final action. 

The long contested suit over the title to the front 70 feet of Grace 
Churen lot has been lost by the church. Situated in the most needy part 
of the civy, inthe midst of a fluctuating population, the membership 
composed of people of small means, and hampered by litigation this 
church hes had a hard struggle for its existence. The great need of the 
community appeals to us for help. The self-denying labor of the hero c 
pastor and people has earned our profoundest admiration and won our 
profoundest sympathy. Methodism must not abandon that partof our 
city. This conterence cannot have it said that we lack the missionary 
zeal and the loyalty to this long approved enterprise, which will lead us 
to redeem this property from these adverse clatmants. Iv seems to me 
that during this session an effort should be made to raise a sufficient 
amount of money out of our penury and at cost of whatever sacrifice to 
enable this church to clear thi: lot. 

The benevolent collections gave us great concern. It has not been 
posssible fir me to prepare a close approximaton of the amounts gathered 
but I hope for good returns. Including our special educational subscrip- 
tion, the aggregate of collections will exceed those of any previous year, 
but the amount is not evenly distributed. ‘he collection for missionaries 
will almost or quite equal that of last year. There will probably be a 
slight deficiency in that for church extension, and Freedmen’s Aid and 
Educational Society. Without the generous aud but slightly diminished 
gifts of the Women’s Home missionary Society. I see not how it would 
have been possible fo several of the brethren of this and other districts to 
continue at their werk. 

The membership of the church has had substantial’ growth. Many 
conversicns, largely the result of revival meetings in nearly every charge, 
will be reporred, amd a net increase of at Jeast five hnndred members, two 
Sunday schools and four pworth Leagues. 

I cannot refrain from commendation of the genercus liberality of the 
laity. ‘Chey have in nearly every charge fought bravely against the 
stringency which has toa degree incapacitated them from easy giving, 
obstructed extension of the work, blocked new enterprises, retarded those 
in progress and put in jeopardy all our benevolent causes. The arrearages 
on salaries will be more numerous and larger than for som years, some uf 
the benevolent collections will he less than the apportionment, but so un- 
selfish have been the pastors that no real disaster has come to the churches 
and no discreditavle shrinkage to our benevolences. 

Three camp meetings were held during the year. The conference 
meeting at Long Beach was chracterized by large attendance, deep spir- 
itual interest, loving fraternity and numerous conversions. Especially 
was the work among the young people and children worthy of note. It 
was a time of gracious revival power. The district was called to rally at 
Santa Monica for a gathering in a magnifient tent, located near the rail- 
road depots in the midst of the summer throngs. Many who are unaccus- 
cc med to attend religious services were reached by the faithful preacning, 
some were convedted and the church was greatly strengthened. The pas- 
tor of Prospect Park held a meeting in a grove near the electric road and 
a mile from the church. The canopy of brush, torches and other remin- 
ders of more primitive methods of camp meeting services awakened rem- 
niscences of historic times, the power of God attended the faithful work 
wrcught, and more than a score of conversions gladdened the hearts of 
the workers, 

The University of Southern California had a good year in every 
‘department. The total attendance of students in the College of Liberal 
Arts and academy was 267, and the number enrolled for the present year, 
200, assures us of a substantial increase The number in all other schools 
at West Los Angeles aggregated 350. The var‘ous deans and professors 
were faithful and competent, and the entire institute has made real 
progress. 

The Maclay College of Theology haa 11 students in the regular course, 
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and the early enrollment this vear indicates a still larger attendance. 

The addition of an rglish Bible course to the curriculum is already 

attracting many students to that line of work. The school is well 

equipped, was never in so promising a condition, and is vindicating the 

wisdom of its removal to West Los Angeles. 

_ Chaffey College made another fine reccrd of attendance and work 
one. 

All departments of the University will be brought to your notice in 
our educational reports, and I need not give more specific details at this 
time. 

President White has diligently and ably met the responsibilities to 
which he was called, in his administrative work no less than in his labo- 
rious duties in caring for the financiai needs of the institution. I will not 
auticipate the items of his report. which will come throvgh the Educa- 
tional Committee, but I take pleasure in the conviction that the entire 
school system is better organized for thorough work and economical man- 
agement than ever before, and the income from tuitions is being largely 
increased by better methods of collection, and the excessive :ncidental 
expenses diminished by more careful and economical oversight. 

‘'wo of our veterans, both charter members of this conference, men of 
hard toil, faithful. honored and successful ministers of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, Adam Bland and John McKelvey, have deceased. 

Death also visited the home of A. Inwood and took the lovelv babe, 
which for but two months gladdened the parsonage with his presence. 
O:herwise our workers have been graciously spared, serious afflictioa in 
their families. 

Los Angeles city Methodism demands specific notice. By way of 
explanation: The city has grown rapidly; its churches have multiplied rap- 
idly; their numbers indicate nothing as to their strength. A few of the 
churches are strong. Many of them are just like voung churches else- 
where. ‘They must in the:r weakness support pastors, purchase property 
and build houses. The pastors must work hard on small compensation 
and in the face of sharp ecouomy and gigantic difficulties. We are using 
bunt $350 of money in the 15 charges, seven of which wili pay less than $500 
salary. This is an anomalous condition of things, and I douht if it can 
be duplicated in the United States. But about four of the stronger- 
churches are able to assist their weaker sister societies, while carrying 
their own heavy burdens. This puts a strain of labor and self-denial on 
the heroic pastors and burdened members of the new churches that is not 
exceeded anywhere in my knowledge. It dismays and almost crushes the 
Presiding Klder, who sees and appreciates the value of the vantage 
points which must be occupied but for which he has no resources on 
which he can draw for theit support. The large charges are nut lacking 
in missionary sentiment, nor ability so much as in organization and 
system. 

: My immediate predecessor planned an evangelical union of the city 
churches, designed to systematize and augment the missionary resources 
of the city itself. Had we heen able to perfect and utilize this organiza- 
tion, it would have been of much service, but it has seemed impossible to 
make it elfective. Another effort should be made to organize a simila 
agency under different details, Sut if successful it will only partly meet 
our needs. It seeuis to me that more of the general missionary appropri- 
ation should be available for Los Angeles city use. In view of the fact 
tuat the entire time of oue or even two city missionaries could be utilized 
in this city, if they could be supported, a much larger share of the Presid- 
ing Elder’s time should without valuation be conceded to the great inter- 
ests he sees being neglected in this importnat center. With the exception 
of one or two localities, the parts of the city which a wise foresight sees 
should be taken possession of, are already occupied. One or two new o1- 
ganizations will probably be ali that will be needed for several years. But 
the niany newly opened charges must be built up and should have special 
aid while being firmly established We have now one communicant to 
every 25 of population. With moderate addition to our resources, I believe 
that we could soon make this city rank with the strongest Methodist cen- 
ters of the land and it would be a center of power whose invigorating for- 
ces would be felt throughout the coast. 
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We now have but one charge to every 6000 population. Were there 
found anywhere in the conference a community of 2000 people without a 
Methodist church, we would take it as proof of the lack of evangelistic 
power in our Methodism. Until we reach much larger proportions. than 
we have yet done, in Los Angeles, none need fear that we are over-appre- 
ciating the opportunity it affords for our zeal and enterprise. Los Ange- 
les Methodism now generously sends its beneficence in wide and deep 
channels throughout this conference, and merits a return tide of helpful 
appreciation and sympathy from the rest of the conference. which would 
greatly enlarge its possibilities for usefulness and helpfulness. 

The most difficult year in the history of the Southern California Con- 
ference has passed. God only knows if the next will be better or worse. 
To the geuer~l financial depression felt everywhere, are here added the 
evils of destructive frosts and exc:ssive drought. Such times test the 
church most thoroughly. So far pasturs and people have done nobly. If 
do not believe that possible shrinkage of salary and repression of our new 
enterprises will daunt these faithful men who are called to carry salvation 
to the people, nor do 1 believe that dim*nished incomes and increased 
burdens will destroy the courage of our loyal and genercus people. Men 
yet need salvation, the gospel has power to save, God still lives. A great 
land is before us to be conquered, Not financial Jerression, poverty, 
hardship, an oppposing world, amd a malignant devil can surprise our 
great leader. Ail needed resources are ours and courageous, hopeful, 
joyous warfare ou our part wll turn aside every threatened disaster, and 


win victory on every field. 


SAN DIEGO DISTRICT. 


Last year being my first upcn the San Diego District, we took upow 
us an itinerary that included all the forty charges comprising the 
district’ 

‘At this rime we will onlv notice certain phases of the work and those 
charges where special enterprises have been projected. 
ws It is with gratitude to our Heavenly Father that we are able to record 
that none of our pastors nor any member of their families have been 
removed by death. . 5 
. On only a few charges has the pastoral arrangement been changed. 
Rev. E.R. Holeomb consented to supply Anaheim charge for awhile, but 
desiring to be released, Rev. J. H. Wood, of the M. E. Church South did 
good service for about four months. Upon his relinquishing the charge, 
Rev. D. R. Collings, of the the Rock River Conference, abiy filled out the 

ear. 
= West Highlands was supplied by Tully C. Knoles up to June Ist, 
when failing health caused him to reisgn and S. S. Sampson, a student 
at Chaffey College, took charge the remainder of the year. 


We deeply regret to record that our honored and beloved brother, Rev, 
A. M. Ogvorn, who has for several months been in poor health, was com- 
pelled August 1st to retire from the South Riverside charge, and he 
desires a superannuated relation granted him during the coming year. 
May Heaven’s richest blessings rest upon him during what we hope will 
be but a brief time of retirement. Rev. S. O. Elliott, pastor at Westmin- 
ster, was appointed to fill out the year at South Riverside. 


An interesting session of the District Conference was held at Ontario 
December 17th ano 18th. By a vote of 16 to 2 it was decided to discontinue 
further sessions of a District Conference upon San Diego District. A 
majority of the charges upon the district have concurred in this action of 
the District Conference. 

An. Epworth League Convention was held at San Bernardino April 9, 
10 and 11. The meeting was largely attended and great enthusiasm was 
manifested. This youny giant in Methodism is felt to be an intellectual 
and spiritual power in all our churches, and all our young people are being 
so grandly trained, ‘‘That our sons may be as plants grown up in their 
vouth that our daughters inay be as corner stones polished after the simi- 
itude of a palace.”’ 
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The Women’s Foreign and the Women’s’ Home Societies have each 
held two conventions upon the district. ‘The women who publish the 
tidings are a great host.” They are coming to rescue the.world from the 
thralldom of sin. especially that gigantic evil—the curse of the rum power 
—-coming with her devotion, her consecration, her faith in God, yea. com- 
ing with her ballot, till the giant of intemperance shall forever be voted 
out of our fair land. Already Redlands and Riverside stand forth con- 
spicuously as having closed the saloon and enthroned probibition. 

Our work has been marked this year with the payment of indebte*- 
ness upon church property. In prosperous times people are absorbed in 
money-making and find it easy to pay interest. In periods of great de-- 
pression like the past year the payment of interest beconies an insupport- 
able burcen, and many of our membership have occupied their leisure 
time ihis year in liquidating indebtedness. 

The mammoth debt of the conference resting upon our business 
church block in San Diego has been slowly crum bling away under the 
workmanship of one of our masters in church financiering. About: $7000 
of the debt has been paid during the current year, but a greater achieve- 
ment was the refunding of the remaining $5,000 in 5 per cent mortgage 
bonds running for ten years, thereby saving to the burdened society two 
per cent on interest, or about $1200 annually. During the next ten years 
there will be no question but what the annual rentals will meet the inter- 
est and incidental expenses, and with the certainty ofa great future 
awaiting the city of San Diego, the church block is saved to Methodism. 
It is expected that a sinking fund will soon be created for the gradual 
reduction of this great dept. 

Redlands has paid $1600 on old indebtedness, Elsinore $500, Highlands 
$400, Riverside $1000, subscribed to be paid monthly; East Riverside $190, 
Colton $150, Orange $125, Central San Diego* $123, Artesia $170, Ontario 
ae subscribed at dedication, and Escondido $164, San Bernardino about 

Some advancement has been made in church building. An enthusiastic 
people have co-operated with the new pastor at Arlington. Owing to the 
most persistent and arduous efforts on the part of both pastor and people 
a new church edifice costing about $2000 is nearly ready for dedicaticn. 
This is one of the grandest successes on the district. 

Equally heroic labors have been put forth on the Otay and Oneonta 
charge. For seven years the people of Oneonca have worshipred in a. 
school building, as the only public place where they sought to save their 
living and hold services over their dead. Now in this southernmost 
charge in the conference, situated about three miles from the Mexican 
line, in the town of Nestor, stands a beautiful church building which wili 
soon be dedicated to the service of Almighty God. 


Westminster, aristocratic in name, possessed the poorest church on 
the district, and was without a parsonage. Today she owns.a church and 
parsonage valued at $6000. How did it come to pass, you ask. The Con- 
gregational society cf Westminster decided to disband. The Methodisé | 
Episcopal church was honored with the first offer. The beautiful church 
and parsonage, including a fine corner lot 200x210 feet, was made over to 
us for the mere pittance of $500. We painted, papered and entirely 
refitted the church edifice until itisa gem. The old church was taken 
to pieces, and used in an addition upon the parsonage at a total expense 
of about $1600, There is no finer church proverty outside of the cities in 
the conference. 

We have a new church and parsonage at Cucamonga, or rather an old 
property reclaimed. Hight years ago the powers that were in Methodism 
deciled to surrender the use of our church to the Presbyterians, said occu- 
pancy to continue as long as the Rev. Dr. Marks,’ an aged divine residing 
in the vicinity, should desire to officiate as pastor. Dr. Marks, after hold- 
ing the fort for eignt long years, and though receiving all our members 
into their communion, yet was unahel to secure the title to the church 
property, therefore he was foreordained to surrender. Afver the _inter- 
regnum of eight years, at the first quarterly conference this year, I read 
14 letters from the Presbyterian church. Methodism is resurrected with 


a good hope of immortality. 
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Further improvement in church and parsonage property are reported 
as follows: At Artesia the parsonage has been thoroughly refitted and 
beautified. Anaheim Methcdism is doing grandly, some forty new chairs 
have been added to the seating capacity, electric lights and a new carpet 
jlluminate the auditorium. ‘he parsonage at Covina has been considera- 
bly enlarged at an expense of $250. Riverside has expended some $300 in 
refitting and furnishing the church. At Highlands the church has been 
repainted. ‘I'wo lots adjoining the ehurch property at Redlands have 
been purchased, 

Sunday, February 9, 1896, was an important era in the histroy of our 
church at Ontario, It was the re-opening day. Bishop Goodsell preached 
in the morning, and the Presiding Elder i» the evening. The spacious 
auditorium was crowded, and the deficiency of $900 was piedged. The 
cost of the enlargement reached $2500. A convenient prayer room has 
been added to the Santa Ana church edifice and steps have been taken 
looking to the sale of our church property and the building of a more 
commodious church on a more central site. Great prosperity has been 
enjoyed on this charge. An eligible lot has been obtained at Azusa - 
look out for anew church soon! ‘The outlook for this new charge 1s re- 
markably bright. Chino charge, although but one year old, has @ mem- 
bership of 70a large Sunday school and anew church in near prospect, 
only waiting for the adjustinent of the mammoth .and deal. 

If I were to speak in detail of the glorious revival services, it would 
be necessary to refer to a majority of the charges on the district and tresp 
pass upon your patience. Some have witnessed remarkable seasons of 
spiritual outpouriug. We cannot expect a general work of soul-saving 
every year upon every charge, but we know that our work is not losing 
although the visible fruit does not always appear. About one thousand 
additions aie reported. 

We have four young men, candidates for ‘admission on trial, George 
A, Miller secretary of the Y. M.C. A. at San Diego, Harrv S. Rider, in 
charge at Fairview, Harry W. White, pastor at Chino, Samuel S, Samp- 
son, supplying the West Highlands charge. 

V'he Chinese mission work at San Diego is in a prosperous condition. 
Rev F.'S. Turk, formerly in charge of the mission, has returned Hast and 
Mr. and Mrs. Hamline, members of First church at San Diego, are carry- 
ing on the work efficiently. Hnsenada mission has been closed. * 

The burden of taxation rests heavily in these times of depression upon 
many of our churches. Let us hope and pray that the day may soon come 
when the great State of California will remove this blot and no longer tax 

the worship of Alwighty God. . 

Ontario leads in the number of subscribers to the Christian Advo- 

cates. Let very charge follow her example. 

~ One year ago the aggregate collections for the six general benevo: 
lences was $969.00 in advance oi the collections the previous year after 
deducting the amounts raised by the six charges added to the district. 

Notwitsianding the continued business depression, the iong and 
serious drouth and the destructive trosts, yet, in the language of Sacred 
Writ, ‘‘Although the fig tree shall not blossom, neither shall fruit be in 
the vines; the labor of the olive shall fail, and the flelds shall yield no 
meat; the flock shall be cut uff from the fold, and there shall be no herd 
in the stalls; yet I will rejoice in the Lord, I will joy in the God of my 
salvation.’’ And the district has given so grandly this year, that we are 
able to report the seven in leading benevolences an advance over last year 
of about $800, although the missionary collection will remain nearly the 
same. Among the 505 districts in Methodism San Diego ranked on mis- 
sionary collections in1894 No 137. In 1895 San Diego district stoud No 86, 
having ascended the scale 51 points in one year, and is in advance of anv 
other English speaking district on the Pacific coast, except Los Angeles 
and she is only 9 points ahead. ¥ i 

Chaffey College, located at Ontario, records the most successful year 
of its history. ‘his institution is especially noted for its thoroughness, 
its modern methods, the qualitv and quantity of its instrustors, and for 
its healthy religious tone, in all that word implies, and for the introduc- 
tion of Bible study in the regular English course. Her students last year 
came from San Francisco on the north to San Diego on the south, from 
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Prescott, Phoenix and Deming on the east, to the Pacific Ocean on the 
west. Truly, Chaffey is lengthening her cords. strengthening her stakes, 
yea, opening her gates to receive within her illuminated halls the young 
America of the Great West. 
Finally, I would gratefully acknowledge God’s care and protection 
’mid dangers seen and unseen. It has been my aim to perform my work 
not as unto men but unto God. I deeply appreciate the kind hospitality 
and friendly reception extended to me by the membership of the charches 
throughout the district. I have had no trials wortn remembering, no 
crosses worth mentioning. but many blessed hours of soul communion 
with the friend that :ticketh closer than a brother and delightful fellow- 
ship with those who I hope to live with in glory. Soon we shall be called 
to go out again to the fields white for the harvest. May we not expect dur- 
ing our annual session such divine rianifestations, such increase of holy 
power that we may enter upon the grandest year in our history and return 
with rejoicing in anticipation of the more ‘glorious gathering of the 
General Assembly of the church of the firstborn in Heaven. 


FRESNO DiSTRICT. 


In submitting my annual report, I desire to express a profound grati- 
tude to kiud Providence that has preserved the lives of all the pastors 
of the Fresno District through another year. Neither would I fail to 
mention with thankfulness the fact that that noble band of elect ladies 
— the pastors’ wives—have passed through safely another year of toils 
and sacrifices innumerable, and are all alive this day. 

Nevertheless, we have not been wholly without ‘chastisemencs 
whereof all are partakers.’”’ Early in the year the hopes of Brother and 
Sister Gillan were blighted in the death of an infant cnild. This great 
affliction, coupled with climatic conditions, so prostrated Sister Gillan 
that she found it necessary to leave her home for a long vacation by the 
sea. H. W. Waltz was also compelled by severe illness to take a short 
vacation. 

The almost total failure of crops of all kinds in nearly every part of 
the disirict, coupled with the severe pressure of the times, has nade the 
year the hardest, perhaps, financially in our history. Yet I note with 
pleasure that there will be very few heavy deficiencies on salaries. The 
benevoient collections have been carefully looked after, and while there 
must surely be a large shrinkage, yet the apportionment fc r missions will 
be in full in nearly every report. rane 

Epworth and Junior Leagues are in active operation in nearly every 
charge, and four conventions, two distric. and two sub-district, have 
added greatly to the enthusiasm of the work. 

Special attention has been given to the Sunday schools. We note 
with pleasure that this work is prospering greatly, and the increasing fre- 
‘quency of reports of conversions in the schools, shows that we are 
approaching the true design school. Os 

The pastors took their places promptly at the beginning of the year, 
with the exception of S. P. Sowden, who came late to his work at Lan- 
caster, imparted his own discouragement to ali he met, and left early for 
pastures new. It will take a wise head, a warm heart and a willing hand 
toe inspire hope for another year. : Eee 

Tehachapi has had a prosperous year under the vigcrous administra- 
tion of R L. Snyder. At the beginning of the year, Sister Snyder, with 
the true instinct of a pastor’s wife, looked about for her part of the work. 
Seeing that a hopeless debi was crushing out the life of the church, she 
adopted as her motto, ‘‘This one thing Ido.’”’ A year of wise and persis- 
tent effort was crowned with success, and at the quarterly meeting on 
September 12th she burned the mortgage in the presence of a happy and 
applauding people. : 

a Haversicie undat the careful administration of C. L. Libby, has kad 
a grand year. Three or four hundred doliars have bees spent in improve- 
ments and payment of debts, every department of the church has been 
advanced, and a glorious revival has greatly increased the membership 
and the spiritual life of the church. 
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Kern has been greatly blessed in the pastorate of J. M. Baxter. Dying 
hope has been revived, a good Sunday school has been made, Epworth 
and Junior Leagues organized, a tine congregatiou gathered, an addition 
made to the parsonage, and a bell hung in the church tower. 

Delano and Alfred Kamey have had a delightful year together. Al- 
thouyh crops are an utter failure, and many of the members have been 
compelled to go from home to work for a living, yet they have paid their 
pastor in full, made a large payment on their church debt, susta.ned 
every part of the work of the church, and earnestly cali for Bro. Ramey’s 
return for anotner year. 

Bro. J.C. Elliott has closed his fifth year at Tulare. This has been a 
remarkable pastorate of five successtul year~, of which the last has been 
one of the very best. Brother Elliott leaves to his happy successor an 
excellent parsonage, a membership of about three hundred a fine congre- 
gation, and a model Sunday school. A giorious revival has been a fitting 
close to this pastorate. 

C. W. Stowell has had a good year at Waukena. The field is narrow 
put he is greatly loved, has had a good revival, and his return is desired 
by all. 

a B. Holloway has completed a year of earnest, faithful toil at Visalia. 
The soil has continued unproductive, as for many past years. But no 
interest of Methodism has been neglected, and his people feel that he 
must stay by them for another year. A growth in religious power in the 
church is clearly perceptibie, and a much needed improvement has been 
made in the church property. ; 

The year has been a prosperous one for Porterville. S. M. Chase, 
though in feeble health, has well sustained every interest of this vigorous 
and growing church, and the only necessity for a change of climate on 
account of his health has reconciled the people to a change of pastors. A 
large expenditure has been made in parsonage furnishing, and a hopeful 
and united people will greet the next pastor. 

E. S. Robertson was appointed to Plano and Globe. At the first quar- 
terly meeting, on account of a chronic difficulty which was being aggra- 
vated by the heavy work, he resigned the charge, I tfound great difficulty 
jn obtaining a suitable supply. In fact, five other spiritual physicians 
were called in during the year. The usual results of such wide consulta- 
tion were reached, and Plano lies today an ecclesiastical corpse awaiting 
episcopal authority for burial in the hopes of afuture resurrection. 4 

O.S Frambes is still at Reedley. Nearly all the membership of this 
little church have gone to other parts. But the few who remain cling to. 
Brother and Sister Frambes with an unchanging love. And Brother ana 
Sister Frambes fear to leave them, lest the Judge should say at last,

River Bend is simply a bend in Kings’ river and has no other right to 
recognition as a charge. It has no orgauization,no property no members, 
and no pastor. Two or three Methodist families keep up a Sunday school 
there, and that noble man of God, Marfin Miller, preaches for them as 
occasion serves. 

C. A. Snelling, a supply, was appointed to Sanger, but failing to. 
receive a support, he gave place to Martin Miller, who closed the year 
with some success. The people greatly desire Bro. Miller’s return another 


year 

D. H. Gillan has closed another grand year at Fresno. An almost 
continuoas revival has brought many souls to Christ, and has led many 
to the fountain of cisansing. The Sunday school and congregation are 
limited by the size of the building ana more room or less preacher is an 
imminent necessity. His quarterly conference unanimously request his 
return. 

¥F, W. Johnson has been struggling with the crushing debt on his 
church property. Subscription amounting to $600 has been secured, and 
it " poved that a new nole of $300 added te this subscription will’ give. 
relief. 
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S. Gascoigne, at Traver, had a fine revival early in the year, but later 
the people began moving away from that hopeless town. Mnch of the 
working force of the church has gone. They are not onlv moving their 
families, but their houses also, thus signifying that they intend never to 
return. Bro. Gascoigne has stood faithfully at his post, helpless to avert 
the certain devastation. 

Waston has been supplied hy Wm. Dinwooaie, a faithful man and an 
excellent preacher, who hopes to gain admission to our ranks. 

W. L. Miller has given another year’s labor to Hanford, with the in- 
ditferent success that has always attended our work iu that city. Weary 
of Hopeless toil, vy consent of the proper authorities, he gave a part of his 
time to Lakeside, where he gathered a strong church, which will ask the 
Bishop for a pastor the coming year. 

Grangeville has had avery pleasant an4 profitable year with H. W. 
Waltz as its pastor. All has been peace and harmony and success in this 
delightful charge. The people desire and fully expect their pastor’s 
return. 

I. G. Sigler has made a grand success of his work at Madera. Begin- 
ning with nothing, he has made a good S nday school, a zealous Epworth 
League and Junior League, a congregation that ills the place of wor- 
ship, has bought an organ. has had a grand revival, and leaves a church 
membership of sixty or seventy. ‘“‘Let rs have him another year,” is the 
clamor of all his people. 

Merced is still a nominal appointinent, a problem to be solved by the 
Bishop and cabinet W. G. Leonard, the pastor, has not felt that any 
thing could be done at present for Methodism in that city. 

W. B. Bell, at Gonzaies, found a discouraged church, desiring to give 
up its struggle for existence, but after a year of energetic labor, confi- 
dence and hope have been restored, and tke church placed on a basis of 
prosperity. Souls have been brought to God, and every interest of the 
church advanced. His return isurged by all. - 

San Miguel has been faithfully served by W.S. Blackburn, a super- 
annuate of the West Nebraska couference. A fine revival gave great joy 
to pastor and people and the year closed pleasantly and profitably.

San Luis Obispo has had, in some respects, one of its best years. A 
fine revival, splendid preaching by Dr. Phelps, and large congregations, 
have been sume cf the distinguishing features of the work. An addition 
to the church, costing $700, has greatly improved the audience room, and 
left a debt of $400 on tne property. f ; 

_ Arroyo Grande has had a delightful year with C. H. Lawrence as its 
pastor. A campmeeting under his financial management, was a grand 
success, and resulted in many hopeful conversions. ‘he request for his 
return is unanimous and emphatic. : 

T. W. Lincoln has greatly endeared himself to the people of Santa 
Maria. An excellent revival made glad the hearts of all, and a good 
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degree of growth was realized. The parsonage has been sold, and their 
debt reduced by the amount of the receipts. Bro. Lincoln is their unani- 
mous choice for the coming year. . 

Lompoc has had a good year. J. H Henry has been very happy with 
his people, and the people are equally delighted with their pastor. The 
parsonage has been improved, congregations excellent, prayer and class 
meetings well attended and spiritual. There is no thought among the 
people of a change the coming year. 

Los Alamos has had perhaps the best year in her history. A wonder- 
ful revival at Stewart swept into the church almost everyone within five 
miles of tue church. H. a Munger, the pastor, has succeeded in paying 
off a troublesome floating debt that has been pressing for years.

IT have seen this year heroism in toil and privation such as I have read 
of in the records of the Fathers, but have never before witnessed. In the 
midst ot it all, both pastors and people have forgotten their own toil and 
need in their effort to lighten the burdens of the Presiding Elder in this 
wide field. My relations with the pastors and their families has been 
exceedingly pleasant, and a prayer for God’s blessing upon them all 
springs spontaneously from my heart.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STATE OF THE CHURCH. 


The watchman on the walls calls out in answer to the inquiry, ‘‘What 
of the night?” ‘The morning cometh and also the night.’ We mingle 
our praise and our prayers, our hopes and our fears, our exultation for 
victories and our bumiliation for defeats. 

In a general review of tte state of the church within our conference, 
we have assurance that God is with us and has granted us material pros- 
perity in the midst of financial stringency, the conversions of thousands 
ts the unsaved, and the upbuilding of believers in the graces of Chris- 

ianity. 

We find very general contentment among our ministry and churcnes 
with the polity handed down to us; no restiveness among us in geueral. 
It is felt that our polity, which is so admirable under wise and unselfish 
udministrators, is the most delicate possible and may suffer most from 
any lack of cnfidence in our appointed leaders. We deem it just and 
expedient to encourage a larger participation of our !aymen in the gov- 
erning bodies of our church provided that these brethren will bear 
responsibility in prcportion to the assumption of prerogatives. 

The demand for an efficient ministry is intensifying, and Bishop 
Vincent’s recent remarks at the Colorado conferexce find an echo every- 
where. To those who think of entering the ranks of the ministry we 
give the note of warning that anything less than the broadest culture, the 
greatest possible efficiency in practical administration and deepest piety, 
cannot meet the demands of the century about tc open. The first requisi- 
tion of an aggressive and useful church is a well-equipped ministry. The 
demands of tne present exceed those of the past; and it is a fair prophecy 
that the demands of the future will exceed those of the present. The 
minister of the future whu today jcins our ranks wust ‘gse above the 
present and face the requi:ements of the coming generation. Those of us 
already enlisted should study, study, study, to show ourselves approved 
unto God and the church. 

The religious character of our membership is a subject of profound 
Interest and solicitude. The great deticiency of conformity to New Test- 
ament standards of many among us is greatly to be deplored They do 
not attend our prayer-meeting ; they do not engage in personal endeavor; 
nor do they contribute according to their ability to the support of the 
church, and onr benevolences are supportea by one-fourth or one third of 
our membership, While this is unquestionably true, we see on the other 
hand that many are continually making a greater consecration, entering 
more actively into the Master’s work and making sacrisices for his cause. 
We record it as our conviction that the intensifying of the spiritual life 
of our church members furnishes a line of endeavor of the greatest impor- 
tance. So far as we know this has not been a year of sweeping revivals. 
While we cannot judge of ail the conditions that influence great revivals, 
yet we feel that God is calling us to humiliation and prayer, and judging 
from God’s methods in Old Testament times in arousing religious hunger 
by withdrawing material prosperity, it seems to be His purpose to pour 
upon us showers of blessings. Nevertheless, we know that even (xod’s 
gracious purpose may be defeated by our lethargy and unfaithfulness. Let 
us study revival conditions, revival methods, and seek revival power— 
without these Methodism will languish. May God revive us again! 

There is no more important or hopeful part of our work than the 
training of our children. The rescue of depraved men ar.d women is com- 
mended to our svmpathy, yet our judgment 1s that an equal amount of 
effort among chiliren and youth will bring in larger results and save to 
the Master’s cause the lifework of those who. if neglected, will tell might- 
ily against the interests of the Kingdom of God. We fear that the provi- 
sion of our discipline to hold our baptized children in the essential rela- 
tion of probationers, and admit them in due time in full connection, 
without formal probation, is being ignored and neglected, and the privi- 
leges aud responsibilities of these children are not pressed upou them. 
Yo secure the religious influences upon onr families, nothing can take the 
place of household religion. It need not be a matter of surprise that the 
children of the family are not greatly impressed for Christ if the family 
altar is broken down. 
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That religion comprehends our intellectal life as well as the emotional 
makes it clear that cultured thought must give form to religious expres- 
sion. ‘Lhe truth shall make you free, said Jesus, and truth is related 
whether in nature or revelation. So we must give our attention to edu- 
cation »nd we must pro-ide and use necessary educational facilities that. 
our religious life may not be underlaid with mere sentiment, but with 
principles, apprehended and appropriated by our varied nature.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON BIBLE CAUSE. 


We find cause for profound gratitude to God for tne continued pros- 
perity and noble acpievements of the American Bibie Society. 

During the eighty years since its organization it has issued and dis- 
tributed, in whole or in part, nearly 62,000,000 copies of the Holy Bible. 
Of these, 1,750,000 have been issued and circulated during the past year, 
30,000 more copies having been distributed in foreign lands than at home. 
Of the 860.000 copies circulated last year in the United States, 407,000, or 
nearly one-half, were distributed in California and Nevada. The number 
of families visited last year by colporteurs of the society was 447,162. ‘The 
number of families found without the Scriptures was 103,647, and more 
than 72,000 copies of the Bible were given to destitute families, indivi- 
duals and Sunday school children; 17,000 of the families visited and 5000: 
of the Bibles distributed have been within California and Nevada. 

While we are truly thankful for and rejoice at what the society has 
accolplished and is doing, let us remember that this is but a small part 
of what might be done was not its work hampered and limited from lack 
of funds. The expenditures have already exceeded the receipts by nearly 
$100,000, and the prosperity of no organization can long continue with the 
balance between the expenditures and receipts on the wrong side of the 
ledger. Let us give attention tothe fact that whi’e donations from the 
American Bible Society to the M. E. Cnurch have continually increased, 
the receipts of the society from the M. E. Church are on the decrease.

LONG BEACH METHODIST RESORT ASSOCIATION. 


The Long Beach Methodist Resort Association, under the control of a 
Board of Directors elected by the Southern California Annual Conference 
makes the following report: : 

The past season has been one of the most prosperous in the history of 
the association, The association was recognized by the Annual Confer- 
ence in 1884. A campus of four acres of land in the center of Long Beach 
and a number of lots to be sold for permanent improvements, were 
donated to the association py the Long Beach Land and Water Company. 
The property and improvements are now valued at about $10,000. The 
‘Tabernacle is thoroughly equipped for all kinds of religious services and 
has a seating capacity of about 1500. The property is entirely free from 
encumbeances. During the past summer there has heen held in the 
tabernacle the Southern California Annual Conference campmeeting, 
uader the general supervision of Rev. J. B. Green, Presiding Elder of the 
Los Augeles district. This meeting is very helpful and profitable to our 
work in the entire conference. The annual meeting of the Christian 
Church of Southern California; and the annual Assembly of the Long 
Beach Chautauqua Association. The receipts of the latter two associa- 
tions for the tabernacle and the rentals from cottages and tents owned by 
the association have paid all the current expénscs of the association and 
there is left a balance in the treasury of $227.00, Much credit is due the 
efficient superintendent, the Rev. Alfred Inwood, for the success of the 
season. 

The Long Beach Tabernacle is an admirable place for the holding of 
the sessions of the annual conference, and it is the expressed opinion of 
many that the time is not far distant when our conference should bold its 
sessions at Long Beach, in a similar manner to the California conference 
at Pacitic Grove, Resvectfully submitted: :

We believe that the pastors, except in rare cases, have been faithful in 
presenting to their congregations the various benevolent «auses of the 
church and although this has been financially one of the hardest years 
that the church has had to pass through in the last G2cade, yet we con- 
gratulate the church on the fact that it has made the showing that the 
reports of the different charges indicate. 

We would present to every pastor and through them to every mem- 
ber of the church within our bounds, an earnest plea in behalf of our 
great missionary society, and urge that in this hour of its struggle with 
its crushing debt, we rest not until every charge that has failed to con- 
tribute a special contribution toward the liquidation of this debt snall 
have done so. Our conference has raised this .ear for this society $7638. — 
May our efforts and contributions speedily advance to the one and a half 
million line, 
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The earnestness with which we plead for the misslonary society we 
reiterate in behalf of onr great church extension society and in view of the 
pressing need of this society, on account cf its debt, wherever we find it 
at all practicable let us make an earnest effort to pay back the loans that 
are due from this conference. 

Our hearts rejoice in the reports that come to us in reference to the 
work done by the Freedmen’s Aid and Southern Education Society, and 
yet in view of the fact that the society is hampered very much in its work 
on accor nt of lack of funds, we would urge that every pastor send to the . 
secretaries for a supply of song services and envelopes, which will be sent 
free, and give one service to this cause the coming year. 

We heartily endorse the work of the tract society as an evangelizing 
agency, and would suggest to every pastor to avail nimself of the advan- 
tages of this society, by sending an order for a number of tracts equal in 
value to one-half the a:nount of his collection tor this cause for the past 
year, and then put them in the hands of a judicious committee for distri- 
bution. We also urge faithfulness in presenting this cause, on the ground 
of its aid to the missionary cause, as it contributes from six to seven 
thsusand dollars each year in aid of our missionary work. 

Last but not least in importance, is our Sunday school union. No 
minister will question the statement that it is doing a magnificent work 
in establishing Sunday schools and educating the young in religious 
knowledge. Wuring the past year it aided more than 3000 sehools of our 
church, and as it has no income except from collections in our charges, 
we hope that every dollar that is apportioned for the coming year will be 
raised.

SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 


The first day of the week, commonly ca'’led Sunday, is the Christian 
Sabbath, established by apostolic usage and divine sanction. To 
‘‘remember the Sabbath day to kerp it holy,” is the duty of all men. The 
violation of the sanctity of this day is a grievous offense to God. 

We declare that for professed Christians on this day to go upon plea- 
sure excursions, travel in public conveyances, or ride on street cars, take 
or read secular newspapers, engage in business requiring iabor, except to 
meet actual necessities, not of their own making, or ia any other way to 
do violence to the sacredness of the day, not only aids and encourages 
the prevailing disrespect for the Sabbath, but is without excuse and must 
incur the Divine displeasure. 

We therefore exhort all our people to faithfully maintain a ‘holy 
Sabhath day.”’ } 

As citizens we feel it a reproach that our State ssands out so couspic- 
ously as having no Sunday law; and we cummend the untiring efforts of 
the Women’s Christian Temperance Union to have this defect remedied, 
and we p'edge them our aid in the future as in the past. 

But, while thereisno State law requiring the observance of a day 
of rest from labcr and business, muuvicipalities may enact and enforce 
such ordinances. We, therefore, urge the agituwtion of this question in 
every city, town and county within our bounds. Wecommend the work 
of the labor unions of Los Angeles city in petitioning the honorable city 
council to enact such an ordinance. 

We respectfuliy request all merchants and manufacturers to volunta- 
rily honor this foundation principle of our liberties, by giving themselves 
and their employees one day of rest ‘n seven, and thus far conserve their 
own best interests and aid in the maintenance of sound government and 
public morality. 

We demand that the rapacious maw of the saloon »e closed on this 
day by the strong hand of the law, so that the toiler seeking rest be not 
enticed to bis ruin nor the State be robbed of her free citizens.

The committee on Education submit the following report for your 
approval: 

‘fhe work of the Methodist Episcoral Church for the cause of educa- 
tion not only in the United States, but in Europe and the non-Christian 
nations of the world, is gratifying to all members of our church.

The schools and colleges of our church rank with the best in our 
country, and no Methodist Episcopalian need to apologize for our stan- 
dards or scholarship, or to seek schools of other denominations or State 
institutions, to provide the best advantages in education for their chil- 
dren. We have at present in successful operation the following schools 
within the bounds of our conference, worthy the patronage of our people: 

At University Place: College of Liberal Arts,,Rev. M. HK. Phillips, 
D. D., Dean. Maclay College of Theology, Rev. Geo. Cochran, D. D. 
Dean. School of Music, Prof. F. A. Bacon, Dean. 

Schools of Commerce, Art and Elocution, at Los Angeler, Cal. 

College of Medicine, Buena Vista street. J. P. Widney, M. D., Dean. 

At Ontario: Chatfey College, Prof. Wm. T. Randai!, A. M., Dean. 

The work accomplished hy the University Senate, under the efficient 
leadership of the Rev. Chas H. Payne, D. D., in securing a uniform min- 
imum standard for graduation in over forty ef our schools, is cause for 
congratulation. 

It is with pleasure that we call attention to the action of the last 
General Conference on the subject of our theological schools, recognizing 
the work done in them, and thus more strongly commending them to 
students contemplating the ministry. We urge upon all our young men 
the importance of seeking the best preparation our school affords for 
this importaut calling. Anything less than the best is too little. The 
requirements of the ministry demand more than ever before men whose 
‘allegiance to Jesus Christ is complete. meu who seek the highest intel- 
lectual attainments. Anything less prophecies early retirement from 
the effective ranks of the sninistry. Success in spite of failure to make 
vse of suitable preparation, will more rarely re found in the fature than 
in the past. To those whose »pportunities have not permitted them to be 
profited by a college training, we commend the English courses now pro: 
vided in some of our theological schools; as in our own theological school. 

We urge the continued recognition of Children’s Day, in the interests 
of Christian education, and the sending immediately of the entire collec- 
tion to the Rev. Chas. H. Payne, D. D., Corresponding Secretary of the 
Board of Education, in harmony with the requirements of the Discipline. 
Tke importance of this day is gceater than is usually apparent It is a 
time to inspire the children with the desire for educational advantages, 
and to call the attention of parents to our schools, and to secure their 
interests in them. es : 

The loans from the Board of Education to studeuts within the bounds 
of our conterence, have far exceeded the c lections tuken for the cause 
in the conference. We urge renewed effort for this fund. 

We hereby express our commendation of the conservatism of the 
trustees of the University of Southern California in the past, in confer- 
ring honorary degrees, as in harmony with the best institutions of learn- 
ing, and we hope that this spirit will be continued in the future. 

We congratulate the conference upon its action a year ago in asking 
tur the election of the Rev. G. W. White, D D., as President ol the Uni- 
versity of Southern California. The year’s work of the President com- 
mends the selection more strongly than a multiplication of words. About 
six thousand doliars have been pledged per year for three vears for cur- 
rent expenses; some promises have been received on endowment; the 
number of new ctudeuts has been largely increased; and today we have a 
“good hope” of firmlv establishing our school of learning. hese words 
are not to be construed as meaning that less co-operation and sacrifice on 
the part of the conference is needed for the coming year, but rather

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Our pressing question is the financial one. The great need of the 
University is free silver, freely given, in the ratio of sixteen to one— 
sixteen times more this year than last, upon a gold basis. Give us this 
and we assure you that our University is an assured success, and our 
“good hope’ will eventuate in ‘‘glad fruition.” , 

The tinancial condition of the pee year has made collections slow, 
and we urge hearty co-operation of the pastors with President White in 
securing subscriptions still unpaid. 

We hereby express our high appreciation, and gratitude, too, of the 
work of the Board of Trustees, who have during the past year, given 
valuable time and service for the advancemert of every interest of the 
University. 

It is with pleasure that we call attention to the excellent personnel 
of the faculties and deans in our schools, and to their efficient and success- 
ful work. The deans of our schools are men of marked ability, in the im- 
portant and difficult work committed to vheir care, 

We recommend that the official visitors to the different schools make 
a written report to the conference, of their visits to the various schools, 
to be published in the annual minutes. 

The colleges at University are now in session and we urge the accept- 
ance by the members of the conference the invitation of the President tu 
visit them before leaving the city. 

We regard it as very desirable that President White continue the 
work of securing snbscriptions for the University as carried on last year 
and we hereby invite him to do so. 

The following resolution sent to the conference by the Board of Trus- 
tees, we heartily endorse: 

‘Resolved, We the members of the Board of Trustees of tne Univer- 
sity of Southern California, review with a reai gratification the work of 
our University in the year last past. As it has been the first year of the 
Presidency of the Rev. Gea. W. White, D. D., we desiro to place upon 
record our high appreciation of the valuabie service he has rendered to 
our institution. {na wise adjustment of the interests of the different 
schools, and colleges he has shown that administrative capacity essential 
in a President. In the very different work of raising mouey for susten- 
tation and endowment, he has been successful in a degree svarcely to be 
expected, in this time of financial stringency. 

“(We deem him the right maa for the place, and urge the request for- 
merly made by this Board that Bishop Foss assign him to the Presidency 
of our University for the ensuiny year. (Signed)

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HOUGH ENDOWMENT FUND. 


To the Southern California Annual Conference of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Chureh: 

The Board of Trustees of the Hough Endowment Fund respectfully 
represent and report as follows; For some time the Rev. A. M. Hough and 
Anna G. Hough, his wife, had: been contemplating making a substantial 
donation for the establishment of an endowment fund for the benefit of ‘the 
superannuated preachers of the Southern California Annual Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church and the widows and children of deceased 
preachers thereof, and on the 14th day of September, 1895, they put this 
design into execution by conveying valuable income re«l estate in Los Ange- 
les City, California, to the following persons as trustees, viz.: John B. 
Green, T. E. Robinson, W. A. Knighten, Henry Cox, A. M. Hough, J.W. Camp- 
bell, A. E. Williams, .7.S. Knott, D. M. Welch and ©. B. Woodhead and 
their successors in office in trust for the use and benefit of the superan- 
nuated preachers of the Southern California Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church and the widows and children of deceased 
preachers of said Southern California Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church according to the terms and provisions of the Discipline of 
said Methodist Episco;ai( burch and the provisions of their said trust deed, 

Said trust deed provided among other things, that the net annual income 
from said property shall on the first day of each and every annual session of 
the said conference be by the trustees under said trust deed and their suc— 
cessors then in office, paid and turned over to said conference and that said 
net annual income shall he disbursed by said conference in the same man- 
ner as other funds for superannuated preachers and widows and children of 
deceased preachers are disbursed hy said conference, provided, however, 
that the said net annual income shall be disbursed to necessitous cases only 
and in such disbu sements where necessities are equal, preference shall be 
given to the superannuated preachers whose service in said conference has: 
been of the longest duration and to the widows and children of those de- 
ceased preachers whose service in s2id conference was of longest duration. 

By the terms of the trust deed seven of the ten trustees will always be 
the seven duly selected and acting directors or trustees of the Southern : ali- 
- fornia Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church (a corporation) 
at the time, and the three remaining trustees are to be from time to time 
selected by the trustees under the trust deed asis therein provided. After the 
execution of the trust deed the trustees therein appointed met and in order 
to facilitate and simplify business, organized a Board and elected officers. 
Rey. A. M. Hough was elected President, C. B. Woodhead Treasurer and 
Financial Agent, and W.S. Knott Secretary. 

The property is located in that part of the city which is largely devoted 
to manufacturing establishments, mills aud warehouses, and it possesses 
peculiar advantages for a manufacturing location, having three street front— 
ages, viz.: Upper Main, Alpine and Alameda streets, and 11pon one of these 
streets there is a railroad with a switch connecting with the property. It is 
now yielding a gross monthly rental of $55.00, under a lease which will 
expire January ist, 1898. The property is used by the lessee for a brass 
foundry, and during the lease it will probably not require much expenditure 
for repairs. At the time of the gift the property was thought to be worth 
about $12,000 by the donors. The trustees were offered $9000 for it a few 
months ago, but the sale was never consummated. The building is insured 
for $2000. 

The report of the Treasurer and Financial Agent made to the Board of 
Trustees shows rent received from September 26th, 1895 to October Ist, 1496, 
$670.61, and interest on rent money $17.99, making total receipts $688.60, and 
the same report shows that during that : eriod of time the disbursements for 
repairs and insurance amounted to $52.10, leaving a balance of $636.5) to be 
turned over to the conference, and the check of the Treasurer, C. B. Wood- 
head, for said balance, is presented with this report in payment of said bal- 
ance. For fuller particulars of the terms of the trust and the description of 
the real estate, reference is made to the deed of trust which is recorded in 
the office of the Countv Recorder of Los Angeles County in Book 1088, page

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REV. M. F. COLBURN. 


Your committee in the case of Rey. M. F. Colburn, deceased, presents 
the following report: 

We submit our tribute of respect and affection to the memory of our 
beloved brother, Marcus F. Colburn, late of the California Conference and 
for ten years a member of this conference. 

Brother Colburn was educated in our University at Boston, passing from 
the classics through the schools of theology and oratory. Being obliged to 
meet the expenses of his education by excessive toil, he found himself en- 
tering the ministry with impaired health. This brought him to our confer- 
ence in 1881. Recovering health to a considerable degree, he devoted his 
entire energies to the work of his calling, and proved himself a most 
efficient preacher and faithful pastor. Brother Colburn’s characteristics 
were originality and independence. He was endowed by nature for the 
peculiar success which he achieved and yet he was a most methodical toiler. 
He always sought the most careful preparations for his labors, and his ser- 
mons and addresses always indicated the most careful study both of matter 
and form. His appointments were Riverside, University, two years a Pre- 
siding Elder of San Diego District, in which position he developed great 
executive ability. Bat his attachment to the pastorate was so strong that he 
requested a change, and was appointed to First Chureh, San Diego. This 
eharge he served with great svecess for four years, when he was transferred 
to the California Conference, where his appointments were Eighth Avenue, 
Oakland, and Grace Chureb, San Francisco, when in the beginning of his 
second year, on Tuesday, September 22d, after a brief sickness, he passed 
quietly to his reward. 

Brother Colburn had especial success in the organization and fostering 
eare of young people, and was never content until the unsaved were brought 
to the Saviour and established in church life. As a Christian gentleman and 
energetic, faithful minister we hold him in grateful remembrance.

REV. ADAM BLAND. 


Adam Bland was born in Pendleton county, State of Virginia (now West 
Virginia), May 13, 1821. His father was an Englishman and his mother a 
German. Brother Bland was converted at the age of fifteen. He was privi- 
leged to attend sclool only two months out of twelve for several years, but 
he studied diligently at home as far as his employment would allow, until he 
was nineteen years of age, and by this time had made such proficiency that 
he was employed as a teacher, and thus he in a measure qualified himself 
for his life work. In 1844 he was licensed to preach and the same year 
joined the Baltimore Conference. In 1848 he was united in marriage to Miss 
Hlten Kimberlin, who has shared courageously with him the long years of 
toil and self-sacrifice in the service of the church. 

August 23, 1851, he was transferred by Bishop Janes to the “Oregon and 
California Mission,”? which was then the name of the work on the Pacific 
Coast, William Roberts, Superintendent. Together with his wife and child 
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he started from New York City, taking the steamer Illinois for Panama, 
crossed the Is hmus on horseback, taking the steamer Republic for San 
Francisco, arriving there October 6th, 1851, just four days before the first 
number of the California Christian Advocate was issued. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church was in its incipiency in San Francisco. 
Brother Bland’s first charge, as the appointments had been arranged before 
his arrival on the coast, was Nevada City, where he wrought well during the 
year, completing and paying for the church building which he found in 
course of erection. | His first anpointment at the hands of a Bishop was to 

Southern California Mission,’’ and Bishop Ames added when he read the 
appointment, ‘Brother Bland is his own Presiding Elder.’? Here he really 
entered upon the scenes of his conquests. There were but few Americans in 
Los Angeles at this time. He rented a house that had been shipped from 
England and set up, in which he lived and used as a church also. Only one 
Protestaut sermon had been preached in the city before his arrival. ‘There 
was only one Methodist in the city except the preacher and his wife; and 
there was not another Methodist minister within four hundred miles. Here 
he raised aloft the banner of the cross, preaching the word and establishing 
appointments at other available places during the year, and by the next ses- 
sion of the Annual Conference he was able to report great progress and was 
appointed Presiding Elder of Los Angeles District, reaching from Santa 
Barbara to San Diego. He journeyed on horseback from point to point, 
often carrying his provisions with him, sleeping on the ground after a hard 
day’s ri ‘e, endangering his life to the savage beast and more savage robber. 
He served the church faithfully in districts, in stations and on circuits for 
many years in the California Conference and at the organization of the 
Southern California Conference in 1876 he became one of its charter mem- 
bers, laboring on and answering roll-call each Annual Conference until the 
roll was called up yonder. in 1884 he represented his conference in the 
General Conference at Philadelphia. 

He has the distinction of having organized more churches, preached 
more sermons, bilt more churches, traveled more miles—having traveled by 
his own conveyar ces, horseback, buggy and oth-rwise, 136,000 miles, and by 
public conveyances, stage, cars and boat, over 40,00 miles—gone through 
more hard-hips, suffered mre privations in fordi' g sireams, swimming 
yivers and climbing mou :taius in his itinerant labors, than any preacher on 
the Pacific Coast 

Brother Bland was a forceful speaker, fresh in his discussions, thought- 
ful, vig rous and evangelical He was a model pastor, yenial, social and 
sympathetic. He was modest and even timid to a fault. yet often ‘'mighty 
through God ”’ His temperament and gifts fitted him for revivat work, in 
which he greatly rejoiced, and few have been more successful in gathering 
souls into the kingiiom. Revivais attended his labors in almost every 
charge. Many in that day will rise up and call him blessed. 

At the Annual Conference in 1893 he very reluctantly took a superanu- 
ated relation, stating at the time that if there was a hard field to which no- 
body would go he would gladly accept it at the hands of the conference. 
Abont three years before his death he received a light stroke of paralysis 
which prevented him from doing active work, but he preached orcasionally 
ag opportunity offered, but gr»dually growing more fe-ble, but not until t-n 
days before departure was he unable to wa!k around his home or drive out. 
He often spoke of his readin-ss to go and his desire to be with Christ. 

A few hours befo e his death, us he was lying im a seemingly uncon— 
scious state, I aroused him and asked, “Brother Bland, who saves you?” 
He opsued his eyes and looked at me witha smile and an+wered, ‘Christ 
saves me.”’ i remarked, ‘You wil! soon be at home. Have you a message 
for the brethren of the conference?’ and he replied, ‘*Yes, tell the brethren 
of the conference tha the Christ whom [ have preached for so many years 
saves me now.”’ Then as if to emphasize what he had said he cont:nued, ‘*He 
sayes me to the u'termost.”” These were the last sen:ences spoken by our 
brother, and he fell asleep, Sundy, October 27th, at 2:55 p. m., 1895, in his 
home in san Fernando. 

He leaves a wife and six children, three sons and three daughters.

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REV. JOHN McKELVEY. 


Rey. John McKelvey was born in Antrim county, Ireland, August 11, 
1831, and died in Clearwater, Cal., February !5,1896, His parents removed 
to the United States when he wns two years of age, and settled in Warren 
eounty, Pennsylvania, where b resided until his twenty-fifth year, working 
ov the farm and attending the ublic school all he could. Being the ‘‘first- 
born” of a large family, many esponsibilities rested upon him, all of which 
he discharged with fidelity anc brotherly kindness At the age of twenty he 
was converted through the m ted prayers of a Christian mother and a 
saintly old Metho:ist lady wh lived near by. Just before coming to Cali- 
fornia in 1856 he heard the diy .e voice calling him to preach the gospel. 
Like many, he shrank from te responsibility. In bis struggle for light and 
strength, he sought once more the counsel of bis ‘mother in Israel,” and 
while listening to her holy, inspiring words, be yielded all to Christ. From 
that hour until life’s work was done he lived as one set apart and anointed 
for the Master’s service. Tempting offers were made to him by near kindred 
to enter the gold fields of California, yet to none of these would he look or 
listen, but employed all his energies, thought and time in preparing for the 
great work to which God had ealled him. Largely deprived of educational 
advantages in early life, he sought, by intense application t» study, then and 
through subsequent years, io make the most of himself for God. In 1857 be 
joined the California Conference, and served the following twelve charges: 
Mariposa, Tulare, Visalia, Tulare, Chinese Camp, Tule River, Mariposa, 
Oak Grove and Tuolumne, Hel River, Eel River and Ferndale, Ukiah and 
Poittle Valley, Visalia and Tule River. 

At the division of the California Conference in 1875, he became one of 
the charter members of the Southern California Conference and served the 
following charges within its bounds: Muscle Slough, Grangeville, Hanford, 
Ventura Circuit, Plano and Porterville, Ventura Ci.cuit, Grangeville, 
Grangeville and Lemoore, Artesia. 

In 1881 and 1882 he was supernumerary, yet doing much effective work. 
On his fast charge, in 1885, his health so completely failed that all efforts for 
restoration were in vain. After holding a supernumerary relation for one 
year he superannuated, and in 1889 removed to Clearwater, where he spent 
his declining years in a humble, devoted, patient manner, beloved by all 
who knew him. 

April 8, 1861, he married Miss Ada Bingham, of Visalia, who, through 
succeeding years of toil, triumph and sorrow, proved a helpmeet indeed, 
and, with two sons, how mourns his loss. 

Brother McKelvey was a very sweet-spirited man, a devoted, hard-work- 
ing minister of Christ. His fields of toil were new and difficult, in the form- 
ative period of the State, yet God g»ve him many gracious revivals. He 
personally and earnestly sought the lost. In all his charges every person, 
however debased and sinful, knew that in this man of God he had a sympa- 
thizing friend He shrank from no appointment, and sometimes took the 
harder field from choice In the lumber and mining camps, in humble 
homes and dens of vice, in village church and wayside inn, for many years 
Brother McKelvey preached and sang the glorious Gospel of Christ. 

His voice is now hushed; his work is done; he rests from his labors, 
but his influence still lives, ‘tand by it he being dead yet speaketh.’ The 
elosing weeks of bis life were full of suffering, but at length the paroxysms 
of pain passed, and like a weary child he rested, unconscious to earthly 
scenes, till he sweetly fell asleep in Jesus. On the following Sabbath morn- 
ing funeral services were conducted by his pastor, Rev. A. W. Bunker, in 
the church where he lived, and later in the day he was laid to rest in the 
beautiful Evergreen cemetery at Los Angeles, the burial services being con- 
ducted by Rev. W. A. Knighten, President G. W. White and others, who 
knew and loved him well
